Mr. Russell, chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 


Legislation, reported that said committee, in session, had acted on 
the following bills and ordered same returned to the Senate with 
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a favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and 
placed onthe calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Mize (with notice and proof): 

S. 340. To amend Section 20 of Act No. 729, approved Sep- 
tember 25, 1915, entitled: “An Act to Establish a Board of Revenue 
for Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, to prescribe its powers and 
duties, to fix the compensation of its members, to provide for the 
election of its members, and fix their terms of office, to provide 
for a clerk and engineer, and to abolish the court of county com- 
missioners, the board of public works and the jury commission 
of said county.” 


By Mr. Black (with notice and proof): 

H. 711. To amend Section 5 of “an act to create for Walker 
County, Alabama, the office of full time health officer; to provide 
for the election of such health officer and prescribe the term of of- 
fice, duties, salary and expenses of such officer” as such section 
was amended by act approved February 14, 1919. 


Mr. Owens, chairman of the Standing Committee on Municipal- 
ities and Municipal Organizations, reported that said committee, 
in session, had acted on the following bill and ordered same re- 
turned to the Senate with a favorable report, and it was read a 
second time and placed on the calendar, to-wit:

S. 84%. To require persons engaged in pawnbroking and deal- 
ers in second hand clothing and dealers in old gold to secure im- 
prints of the thumbs or fingers of borrowers, providing a penalty 
for failure to comply with the Act, and stipulating when the Act 
shall become effective.

‘To make an appropriation to the Richmond Pearson 
Hobson Memorial Board for the purpose of acquiring and installing 
a heating plant for the Richmond Pearson Hobson memorial shrine 
provided by Act 536, approved July 9, 1943. 


By Mr. Langan: 

S. 342. To authorize, empower and require the Alabama De- 
partment of Revenue to collect for any county or counties a li- 
cense or privilege tax based upon gross sales or gross receipts from 
business activities in said county or counties when the same is pro- 
vided for by general or local act; to compensate the department for 
making such collection and to provide that said general or local 
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laws levying a license or privilege tax shall conform to the pro- 
visions article 10 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama except as to 
the amount or rate of taxation. 


By Mr. Langan: 
S. 311. To permit taxpayers to recover back poll taxes paid by 
mistake. 


By Mr. Stone: 

H. 403. To amend Section three (3) of an Act entitled “An Act 
to provide for a Deputy County Treasurer in each County in the 
State, having a population of not less than one hundred twenty-five 
thousand, and not more than three hundred thousand inhabitants, 
according to the last, or to any succeeding Federal census; and 
to provide for the qualifications, appointment, term, duties, bond, 
and compensation of such Deputy County Treasurers,” approved 
July 6,1948. (General Acts 1943, pages 339-340). 


By Messrs. Dumas, Gibson, Beatty, Meeks, and Adams (Jefferson) : 

H. 518. To further define and extend the powers, authority and 
duties of the Deputy Circuit Solicitor of the Tenth Judicial Circuit 
of the State of Alabama who ‘iis elected by the people; to provide 
and impose additional duties for such Deputy Circuit Solicitor, and 
to provide for additional compensation for such Deputy Circuit 
Solicitor, and to make provision for the payment of such additional 
compensation; provided, however, that, if an increase is made in 
the present session of the Legislature in the annual salary which 
is paid by the State of Alabama to said Deputy Circuit Solicitor, 
then the additional annual compensation herein specified to be paid 
by the county shall be reduced by the amount of such increase; 
and to provide the effective date of this act, and to repeal all laws, 
general, local, and special, in conflict with this act. 


By Mr. Langan: . 

S. 341. To provide for the assessment, levy and collection of 
a privilege or license tax in an amount to be determined by the ap- 
plication of the rate of one half of one per cent against gross sales, 
or gross receipts, in every county which now has, or hereafter may 
have, a population of not less than 140,000 nor more than 450,000 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal census, for the use 
and benefit of the public schools of said counties, and to provide 
for the definition of terms, exemptions, method of collection by the 
Alabama Department of Revenue, compensation for collection and 
payment of amounts collected to the county treasurers of said 
counties for the use of the public schools located therein.

S. 307. To amend Section 267 of Title 13, Code of Alabama of 
1940, as amended by an Act of the Legislature of Alabama approved 
July 10, 1943. 


By Mr. Coleman (with amendment) : 

S. 346. To amend the title and Sections 2 and 3 of Act 536, ap- 
proved July 9, 1943, entitled “AN ACT to provide a memorial to 
perpetuate the memory of Richmond Pearson Hobson and for that 
purpose to create a public board and to appropriate for their use 
seven thousand dollars, and the further sum of fifteen hundred dol- 
lars annually for the purpose of maintaining said memorial.”

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 


Mr. President: 


The House has amended as therein shown and, as amended, 
has passed the following Senate bill: 


By Mr. Langan: 

S. 104. To authorize and require the suspension of operator’s 
license and registration certificate to operate a motor vehicle for 
conviction of certain offenses and until operator shall have filed 
proof of ability to respond in damages as a condition precedent 
to future licensing or registration; to require the several courts or 
clerks thereof to furnish to the director of public safety certified 
copies of judgments of conviction of operators of motor vehicles and 
of judgments which have been.unpaid for thirty days, and to re- 
quire the director in case of a nonresident to transmit a copy there- 
of to the appropriate officer in the state of such nonresident; to 
provide for the suspension of an operator’s license and registration 
certificate upon failure to satisfy a judgment and to require the 
satisfaction of the judgment and filing of proof of ability to respond 
in damages as a condition precedent to future licensing or regis- 
tration; to fix the terms and conditions under which judgment 
- shall be regarded as satisfied and to authorize the payment of the 
same in installments; to relieve an operator or chauffeur of the 
necessity of giving proof in his own behalf; to provide for the ap- 
plication of the act to nonresidents; to describe the terms and 
conditions of insurance policies covering the operation of motor 
vehicles, to provide the method by which a nonresident may estab- 
lish proof of ability to respond to damages and the methods by 
which proof of responsibility may be given, to provide for the 
satisfaction of judgments therefrom and to authorize cancellation 
and return of such proof; to authorize the director to furnish in- 
formation relative to the record of an operator and proof of his 
ability to respond to damages; to provide for the return of license, 
registration certificate and number plates to the director; to pro- 
hibit the transfer of certificate of registration to defeat the purpose 
of this act; to except certain policies of automobile insurance from 
the terms of this act; to forbid the operation of motor vehicle 
not owned under policy covering vehicle owned; to define a motor 
vehicle liability policy, to provide additional requirements for the 
same and to authorize an insurance carrier to furnish a certificate 
of insurance; to authorize the director to make rules and regula- 
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tions for the administration, and to provide penalties for violations 
of this act,

H. 559. To confer on the Probate Courts in all counties of 
this State, which now have or may hereafter have a population of 
over 140,000 and less than 400,000, according to thé last or any 
subsequent Federal census, general equity jurisdiction, concurrent 
with that of the Circuit Courts, in Equity, of this State in the ad- 
ministration of the estates of deceased persons, minors and in- 
sane persons, including testamentary trust estates; and to confer 
on the judges of such Probate Courts the same powers and au- 
thority which Judges and Registers of the Circuit Courts of this 
State now have in connection with the administration of such 
estates in the Circuit Courts, in Equity; to provide for the plead- 
ing, practice and procedure in such matters and for the enforce-

H. 388. To create the Municipal Utilities Board of Muscle 
Shoals; to provide for its membership; to appoint the members to 
compose the original Board; to provide the qualifications of mem- 
bers of the Board; to provide the oath of office of members of the 
Board; to provide the term of office and method of election of mem- 
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bers of the Board; to provide the method of impeaching and re- 
moving from office members of the Board; to provide the method 
of filling vacancies in the Board; to provide the compensation for 
the members of the Board; to provide for the organization of the 
Board; to provide for the meetings of the Board; to provide for 
copies of the records of the Board to be certified by the Secretary

said Electric Distribution System; to provide for bond of deposi- 
tory of funds of the Board; to provide method of withdrawal of 
funds of the Board and signing of warrants for the payment of 
claims; to provide that in any expenditure for any new construc- 
tion, additions, or replacements to the electric plant, where the 
‘amount to be expended is more than $1,500, the expenditure must 
be approved by the Board of Commissioners of the Town of Mus- 
cle Shoals; to provide for an annual audit and a semi-annual pub- 
lication of the financial condition of the system; to provide that 
said Board shall have the control, management, and operation of 
any water, gas or other utilities if same should in the future be 
acquired by the Town of Muscle Shoals; to provide for the man- 
agement and operation of such other utilities, and to provide for 
reports of the Board to the Board of Commissioners.

AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BILL 388 


Strike from Section 21 of H. 388 the following: 


“This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his approval.” 
and substitute in lieu thereof 


“a) The provisions of this Act shall not become effective until 
approved by the electors of Muscle Shoals at a referendum elec- 
tion to be held at the time of the regular municipal election to be 
held on September 15, 1947. The chairman of the governing body 
of Muscle Shoals shall issue a proclamation stating the time of 
holding the election and the proposition to be submitted to the 
electors, and the proclamation shall be published one time at least 
ten (10) days prior to the election in a newspaper of general circu- 
lation in the city, 

b) On the ballots to be used at the election, the proposition 
shall be stated substantially as follows: “Shall Muscle Shoals 
adopt the provisions of Act _. of the 1947 Legisature, approved 
the ... day of _.._-___-.., 1947? Yes () No(). 

c) If a majority of the votes at the election shall be “yes,” the 
provisions of this Act shall be adopted by Muscle Shoals and shall 
become effective immediately. If a majority shall be “no,” the Act 
shall have no effect.’

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to re- 
port that said committee, in session, has compared the following en- 
rolled bills with the engrossed and original bills, respectively, and 
finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit:

The County Treasurer shall assist 
the Board of Revenue or other like governing body of said County, in pre- 
paring its annual budget. The County Treasurer shall make between the 
{st and the 10th of each month a duplicate monthly report showing all 
funds received by him the previous month and from what sources received, 
and showing all disbursements made by him and for what general purpose, 
and shall file one copy of the same with the Board of Revenue or like gov- 
erning body and keep one copy of the same on file in his office which re- 
ports shall be public documents or records. The County Treasurer shall make 
a duplicate annual report showing in detail all monies received by him and 
from what sources and showing all disbursements by him and for what 
same was paid and in said annual report shall list and show all the indebted- 
ness of the County as shown bv his records whether bonds, warrants, or 
other indebtedness and shall designate for what the bond issue were made 
and for what the warrant issues were made and shall show the amount of 
interest each of said indebtedness bear, one copy to be filed with the Board 
of Revenue or like governing body and one copy to be kept on file by him, 
and each shall be public documents or records. It shall be the further duty 
of the County Treasurer of Walker County to audit the fee and commission 
reports each month of the Probate Judge, Sheriff, Circuit Clerk, Tax Collec- 
tor and Tax Assessor and to keep a record of all the fees and commissions 
paid in to the County Treasurer to the credit of the respective office making 
such payments into the County Treasury; to approve for payment all salary 
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warrants authorized by law to be paid to the above named officers and their

To authorize and require the City Council of the City of Greenville, 
Alabama, or any other governing body which may replace said Council, to 
provide a pension or retiring allowance plan for the employees of said City, 
but not for elective officials. 

Section 1. The City Council of the City of Greenville, Alabama, or 
any succeeding city governing body, is hereby authorized and required to 
provide a pension or retiring allowance plan for the employees of said City, 
provided they be not included under some other pension plan, and also to 
allow city employees who served in the military or naval forces of this coun- 
try, between service periods for said city, to count such service as having 
been rendered the City of Greenville. This act shall not be construed or in- 
terpreted to provide a pension for elective officials, and the pensions to be 
paid hereunder shall be paid in the manner and only to the persons herein- 
after provided.

which credit is sought was in terms of not less than 5 consecutive years, 
upon making written application therefor to the city council or succeeding 
governing body of the City of Greenville, Alabama, shall be retired from 
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said employment service for this City, and upon such retirement such re- 
tired employee shall be paid, and the City Council of Greenville or any 
succeeding governing body, shall order and direct the payment of such em- 
ployee monthly or otherwise during the remainder of his natural life, a 
sum equal to % of the highest monthly compensation paid to such employee 
from the funds of the City of Greenville during his or her service period. 
Provided no monthly pension or retiring allowance plan provided in this act 
shall amount to more than $150.00 per month to any such retired employee. 

Section 3. Upon recommendation of any employing official, or a ma- 
jority of the governing body of the City of Greenville, the city council or 
succeeding governing body, whether elective or appointive may, after giving 
30 days notice in writing to any employee who is eligible for retirement, 
and if after reasonable investigation of said city council or like governing 
body it is convinced that such city employee has become unable physically, 
mentally or otherwise to perform efficiently the duties assigned to him or 
her, the city council or like governing body may order such employee re- 
tired as is provided in Section 2 of this Act. 

Section 4, Payments under this act to retired city employees shall be 
made in the same manner and at the same times and from the same funds 
as payments of salaries and compensations are made to regular active em- 
ployees of the Department in which such employee was employed by this 
City.

retirement shall remain in full force and effect throughout the natural life of 
him or her so retired. 

Section 8. In case of any dispute arising out of or over the provisions 
of this act, or the interpretation of any of the Provisions thereof, the deci- 
sion of the City Council or other like governing body shall be final and 
conclusive.

MINIMUM PROGRAM FUND. (a) That in ad- 
dition to all other funds appropriated for the public elementary and 
high schools of the State, there is hereby appropriated to the State 
Board of Education out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal 
years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, the sum 
of $38,000,000.00, conditional upon the ratification of the Income 
Tax Amendment which is to be submitted on August 26, 1947, to 
be known as the Minimum Program Fund, which, in accordance 
with the statutes and regulations of the State Board of Education 
relating to the expenditures of such fund, shall be used for provid- 
ing a minimum term of nine months and for the equalization of edu- 
cational opportunity in the public schools of the State; and, that 
in no case shall a term of less than nine months in tax districts be 
approved, except that the State Board of Education upon the rec- 
ommendation of the State Superintendent of Education shall be 
authorized to make full allotments of funds to any school system for 
time actually taught if, in the judgment of the State Superintendent 
of Education and the State Board of Education, unusual conditions 
beyond the control of the local board of education in any school 
are such as to prevent the efficient operation of that school for the 
required nine months term; provided that of the amount herein 
appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund not less than the 
sum of $31,000,000.00, which shall include all monies earmarked for 
public school teachers salaries as provided in the Income Tax 
Amendment to be submitted on August 26, 1947, shall be expended 
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only for the payment of teachers salaries for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1948, and not less than the sum of $32,000,000.00, 
which shall include all monies earmarked for public school teachers 
salaries as provided in the Income Tax Amendment to be submitted 
on August 26, 1947, shall be expended only for payment of teachers 
salaries for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1949. Provided 
further, that an amount equal to but not in excess of $325,000.00 
per annum, or as much thereof as may be necessary of this appro- 
priation, be used by the State Board of Education to provide sick 
leave payments to teachers in the public elementary and high 
schools. The Minimum Program Fund shall also include any other 
appropriations or funds which may be designated by the Legisla- 
ture as a part of the Minimum Program Fund. (b) That in addition 
to all other funds appropriated for the public elementary and high 
schools of the State, there is hereby appropriated to the State Board 
of Education out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years 
ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, the sum of 
$31,500,000.00, provided the Income Sax Amendment which is to 
be submitted on August 26, 1947, is not ratified, to be known as the 
Minimum Program Fund, which, in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the ex- 
penditures of such fund, shall be used for providing a minimum 
term of nine months and for the equalization of educational oppor- 
tunity in the public schools of the State; and, that in no case shall 
a term of less than nine months in tax districts be approved, except 
that the State Board of Education upon the recommendation of the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be authorized to make full 
allotments of funds to any school system for time actually taught 
if, in the judgment of the State Superintendent of Education and 
the State Board of Education, unusual conditions beyond the con- 
trol of the local board of education in any school are such as to 
prevent the efficient operation of that school for the required nine 
mnths’ minimum term; provided further that of the amount herein 
appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund not less than the sum 
of $24,500,000.00 shall be expended only for the payment of teachers 
salaries for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1948, and not less 
than the sum of $25,500,000.00 shall be expended only for payment 
of teachers salaries for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1949. 
Provided further, that an amount equal to but not in excess of 
$325,000.00 per annum, or as much thereof as may be necessary of 
this appropriation, be used by the State Board of Education to pro- 
vide sick leave payments to teachers in the public elementary and 
high schools. The Minimum Program Fund shall also include any 
other appropriations or funds which may be designated by the Leg- 
islature as a part of the Minimum Program Fund. 

Section 3. FREE TEXTBOOKS. That there is hereby ap- 
propriated to the State Board of Education out of the State Treas- 
ury for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and Sep- 
tember 30, 1949, the sum of $325,000.00 to be expended for the pur- 
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pose of furnishing free textbooks in the tax-supported public ele- 
mentary schools of the State in accordance with the statutes and 
regulations of the State Board of Education in regard thereto. 

Section 4. ALABAMA COLLEGE. That there is hereby ap- 
propriated out of the State Treasury to Alabama College for each of 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, 
the sum of $450,000.00 as provided for in existing statutes (to be 
devoted to the same purposes and in the same proportions as pro- 
vided in existing statutes). 

Section 5. UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA AND ALABAMA 
POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTES. That there is hereby appro- 
priated out of the State Treasury to the University of Alabama and 
to Alabama Polytechnic Institute (including the School of Forestry 
as provided by Act 294 of the 1945 Legislature) jointly for each of 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, 
the sum of $3,200,000.00, to be devoted by these institutions to the 
same purposes as provided in existing statutes, which sum is to be 
divided between the two institutions as follows: 

(a) The sum of $1,600,000.00 to be divided equally between the 
two institutions. 

(b) The sum of $1,600,000.00 to be divided between the two in- 
stitutions on the basis of the number of students who regularly en- 
rolled for courses on the main campus of each institution (exclusive 
of extension and short-term courses) on or before the twentieth 
calendar day after registration began for the fall quarter beginning 
in September, 1946, which number of students will be established 
by and based on the certificate of the Chief Examiner of Public 
Accounts (or his designated agent) to be filed with the State Budget 
Officer within thirty days after the final passage and approval of 
this Act. The said certificate of the Chief Examiner of Public Ac- 
counts (or his designated agent) shall set out the following: 


The date registration began; 


The date designated as the twentieth day after registration 
began ; 


The number of students who regularly enrolled for courses in 
each of the various schools, colleges, or other divisions (ex- 
clusive of extension and short-term students) ; 


And the total number of such students. 


Section 6. THE UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA MEDICAL 
CENTER. (a) That there is hereby appropriated out of the State 
Treasury to the University of Alabama Medical College and School 
of Nursing for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, 
and September 30, 1949, the sum of $475,000.00 for maintenance and 
operation; (b) That there is hereby appropriated out of the State 
Treasury to the School of Dentistry for each of the fiscal years end- 
ing September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, the sum of $150,- 
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000.00 for maintenance and operation; (c) The expenditure of the 
funds appropriated in this section shall be governed by the limita- 
tions and restrictions controlling the expenditures in Act No. 89, 
1943 Acts, page 89, and in Section 9 of Act No. 207, 1945 Acts, page 
825. For deficiency appropriation to the University of Alabama 
Medical College for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 
1948, and September 30, 1949, $100,000.00. 

Section 7, UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA FOR RESEARCH 
AND EXTENSION WORK. There is hereby appropriated out 
of the State Treasury to the University of Alabama the further sum 
of $160,000.00 for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 
1948, and September 30, 1949, to be expended in accordance with 
the restrictions and limitations provided for research and extension 
work of the 1943 Acts of the Legislature, page 142. 

Section 8. ALABAMA POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE FOR 
EXTENSION WORK IN AGRICULTURE AND HOME ECO- 
NOMICS. (a) That, in order to aid in diffusing among the peo- 
ple of Alabama in the several counties thereof useful and practical 
information on subjects relating to agriculture and home economics; 
to provide for the continuance and improvement of farm and home 
demonstration work; to provide for the training of men and women 
leaders; to provide for organizing clubs of farm people, including 
men, women, boys and girls, for the improvement of agriculture 
and farm home life; to promote the welfare of the rural districts by 
other forms of extension work in Agriculture and Home Economics ; 
and to aid in securing for expenditure in Alabama the full amounts 
of federal funds appropriated conditionally to Alabama by the Con- 
gress of the United States, under the Act approved May 8, 1914, 
and generally known as the Smith-Lever Act for Extension Work 
in Agriculture and Home Economics, and other supplementary and 
related Acts for Extension Work in Agriculture and Home Eco- 
nomics, there is hereby appropriated to the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years end- 
ing September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, the sum of $300,- 
000.00. (b) That the funds appropriated under (a) in this section 
shall be expended under the general direction of the Board of ‘Trus- 
tees of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, through its Extension 
Service, for paying any and all bills and other items carrying out the 
aims and purposes of this section and in such manner as to aid in 
securing for Extension Work in Alabama in any year the maximum 
amounts of all federal funds conditionally appropriated for that 
year by an Act of Congress of the United States approved May 8, 
1914, and generally known as the Smith-Lever Act for Extension 
Work in Agriculture and Home Economics, and other federal acts 
supplementary and related thereto. (c) That for each of the fiscal 
years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, there is 
hereby appropriated out of the funds in the State Treasury the sum 
of $75,000.00 for use by the Extension Service of the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute for the following uses and purposes: (1) For 
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the payment of salaries for marketing specialists, $36,000.00; (2) For. 
the payment of traveling expenses for marketing specialists, $11,- 
300.00; (3) For the payment of clerks and stenographers, $10,800.00 ; 
(4) For other expenses, $16,900.00. 

Section 9. ALABAMA POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE FOR 
AGRICULTURE RESEARCH. (a) That there is hereby appro- 
priated out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, to the Alabama Agri- 
culture Experiment Station of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
for the support of the work of the main station at Auburn, and for 
cooperative experiments with farmers, the sum of $200,060.00. (b) 
That there is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for 
each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 
30, 1949, to the T’ennessee Valley Branch Station located at Bell 
Mina in Limestone County, the sum of $12,500.00. (c) That there 
is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for each of the 
fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, to 
the Sand Mountain Branch Station located at Crossville in DeKalb 
County, the sum of $12,500.00 (d) That there is hereby appropriated 
out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, to the Black Belt Branch 
Station located at Marion Junction in Dallas County, the sum of 
$14,900.00. (e) That there is hereby appropriated out of the State 
Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, 
and September 30, 1949, to the Wiregrass Branch Station located at 
Headland in Henry County, the sum of $12,500.00. (f) That there 
is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for each of the 
fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, to 
the Gulf Coast Branch Station located at Fairhope in Baldwin 
County, the sum of $14,900.00. (g) That there is hereby appropri- 
ated out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, to the Piedmont Ex- 
perimental Branch Station, the sum of $14,900.00, (h) That there is 
hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal 
years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, to the 
Upper Coastal Plains Branch Station, the sum of $14,900.00. (i) 
That there is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for 
each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 
30, 1949, for the operation and maintenance of the Lower Coastal 
Plains Branch Station the sum of $14,900.00, conditional upon the 
establishment of the Lower Coastal Plains Branch Station in ac- 
cordance with Act No. 222, Acts 1945, page 344. (j) That there is 
hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for each of the fiscal 
years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, for the 
support of researches and experiments on experiment fields, the 
sum of $24,000.00. (k) That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
State Treasury for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 
1948, and September 30, 1949, to the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
the sum of $10,000.00 to be used for maintenance and operation of 
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the Central Artificial Insemination Unit. (1) That all research work 
and experiment contemplated by the spirit and purpose of this sec- 
tion shall be carried out under the supervision of the Director of 
the Agriculture Experiment Station and the President of the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, who shall make a complete report to 
the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute for 
each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 
30, 1949. (m) That the funds provided in this section shall be used 
for the support of researches, experiments, and investigations bear- 
ing upon and relating to the production, marketing, manufacturing, 
use and distribution of agriculture crops and products; for the pro- 
duction, marketing, and curing of all kinds of livestock and live- 
stock products that may be sold from or consumed on the farms 
of Alabama; for the production, culture, and use of pasture plants, 
for the establishment, care, use, and management of pastures; for 
the testing of all kinds of hay, food, and forage crops, including 
those that may be used for lawns and other sod crop purposes; for 
the testing of varieties of crops, including soil adaption and improve- 
ment; for the testing of fertilizers and fertilizer materials on the 
various soils and for various crops; for the production, marketing, 
storage, and curing of fruit, nut, and vegetable crops; for the study 
of plant and animal disease, and insect pests; for researches and. 
experiments dealing with forest production, management, and use; 
for researches dealing with soil erosion and problems arising from 
the waste of land due to soil erosion; for researches to discover new 
uses of land; for the provisions of necessary land, buildings, fencing, 
livestock and other physical equipment needed for the research 
work herein provided for; for researches in game and fish produc- 
tion; provided, however, that any researches in game and fish pro- 
duction shall be in cooperation with or upon the advice of the Di- 
‘rector of Conservation, so that there may be complete coordination 
between the work of the Alabama Agriculture Experiment Station 
and that of the State Department of Conservation; as future chang- 
ing agriculture conditions may demand; for researches and experi- 
ments on other similar important agriculture and economic prob- 
lems having for their object the development of a more permanent, 
profitable, and diversified agriculture; and for the printing of the 
necessary bulletins, circulars, etc., in order that the citizens of Ala- 
bama may be acquainted with the results of said research. 

Section 10. That the funds appropriated herein for the support 
of the three divisions of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute shall 
be used exclusively for the operation of the division for which ap- 
propriated. 

Section 11. TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM. That 
there is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury for each of 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and September 30, 1949, 
to the Teachers’ Retirement Fund, to be expended in accordance 
with the statutes and regulations now or hereafter existing relating 
to the expenditure of such Teachers’ Retirement Fund, the sum of 
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$1,634,364.00; provided further that such other amounts as may be 
necessary to maintain an actuarially sound Teachers’ Retirement 
System is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund Surplus Account to be deposited in the Teachers’ 
Retirement Fund upon the approval of the Governor. 

Section 12. MISCELLANEOUS. That there is hereby appro- 
priated to the State Board of Education out of the State Treasury 
for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1948, and Septem- 
ber 30, 1949, for the maintenance and support of the schools, agen- 
cies, services, and institutions under iis control, the following 
amounts: (a) For the Illiteracy Fund, $12,500.00; (b) For the 
Teacher Training Equalization Fund, $559,000.00; (c) For the 
Special Agencies: (1) Vocational Education, $1,500,000.00; (2) 
Physical Restoration of Crippled Children, $160,000.00; (3) Civilian 
Rehabilitation, $105,000.00; (d) For the Alabama School of Trades 
and Industries, $100,000.00; (e) For State Teachers Colleges: (1) 
State Teachers College at Florence, $95,500.00; (2) State Teachers 
College at Jacksonville, $95,500.00; (3) State Teachers College at 
Livingston, $88,500.00; (4) State Teachers College at Troy, $88,- 
500.00; (5) State Teachers College at Montgomery, $271,000.00; (£) 
For Agricultural and Mechanical Institute at Normal, $225,000.00; 
(g) For special appropriation for the Public School Fund, $500,- 
000.00; (h) For Elementary Teachers’ Scholarship Fund, $25,000.00 
to be paid from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund Sur- 
plus Account; (i) For Regional Education $25,000.00; (j) For 
Teachers’ Special Pension Fund (Act No. 209, 1945 Legislature) 
$80,000.00; (k) For Temperance Education for the year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1948, $25,000.00, for the year ending September 30, 1949, 
$40,000.00. 

Section 18, That the State Superintendent of Education shall 
make requisition on the State Comptroller in favor of proper bene- 
ficiary in accordance with the law and the rules and regulations 
governing the expenditure of disbursement of any and all funds 
provided for in this act, whereupon the Comptroller upon approval 
by the Governor shall issue his warrant therefor provided that all 
appropriations and funds made available to the Alabama College, 
the University of Alabama, the Alabama Polytechnic Institute and 
the Teachers’ Retirement System by the provisions of this act shall 
be paid upon requisition upon the Comptroller made in the manner 
now provided by law. 

Section 14. That the appropriation for elementary teachers’ 
scholarships and for teacher retirement in any amounts over and 
above $1,634,364.00 shall be payable from the Alabama Special Edu- 
cational Trust Fund Surplus Account and that all other appropria- 
tions provided in this Act, including $1,634,364.00 for teacher retire- 
ment, shall be payable from the moneys in the State Treasury to 
the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, and in 
the event that such Trust Fund is insufficient to cover the appro- 
priations provided in this Act, then the balance of said appropria-

tions shall be payable out of the moneys in the State Treasury to 
the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund Surplus 
Account; provided further, that not more than one-half of said Ala- 
bama Special Educational Trust Fund Surplus Account shall be 
used in the fiscal year ending September 30, 1948. 

Section 15. That the appropriations herein made are subject 
to the terms, conditions, provisions, and limitations of the Budget 
and Financial Control Act. 

Section 16. That, if any section, paragraph, sentence,. clause, 
provision, or portion of this Act, or all or any portion of any ap- 
propriation or appropriations herein made, be held unconstitutional 
or invalid, it shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision, or portion of this Act, or any other appropriation 
or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made, not in and of 
itself unconstitutional or invalid. 

Section 17. That all laws and parts of laws, general, special, 
private or local, in confiict with the provisions of this Act be and 
the same are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 18. That this Act shall become effective on October 
1, 1947.

the members of said Board to serve until the First Monday after the second 
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Tuesday of January, 1949, and to fix their compensation; for the purpose of 
future elections to divide said County into four districts; to provide for the 
nomination and election of members of said Board to serve after the first 
Monday after the Second Tuesday in January, 1949; to provide for the place 
of residence of the members of said Board; to provide for the filling of va- 
cancies and to provide compensation of the Chairman and members to be 
elected in 1948; to provide for the oath of office and execution of bond and 
for the time and place of meeting of said Board to define a quorum of said 
Board; to further designate the duties of the Chairman; to provide for the 
employment of a Clerk, fix his compensation and duties; to repeal all laws 
in conflict with this Act; to provide that if any part of said Act be uncon- 
stitutional it shall not affect any other part; and to provide for the effective 
date of said Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby created a Board of Revenue for Jack- 
son County, Alabama, as a governing body of said County. The Court of 
County Commissioners of said County is hereby abolished. The Act ap- 
proved the 6th day of July, 1945, entitled “An Act to create and establish 
and to define the duties and powers of a Board of Revenue in and for Jack- 
son County is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. The Board of Revenue hereby created shall have and 
exercise all the powers, duties, limitations and responsibilities and its mem- 
bers subject to all penal provisions of the General Laws of Alabama, now 
or hereafter enacted, governing Courts of County Commissioners and the 
members thereof, but only in so far as they are consistent with the provi- 
sions of this Act and with local Acts pertaining to Jackson County, Ala- 
bama, entitled “An Act to create the office of County Road Engineer” and 
the local Act entitled “An Act to create a Purchasing Agency for Jackson 
County, Alabama.” 

SECTION 3. Until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, of 1949, and until their successors are elected and qualified, the 
Board of Revenue shall consist of Roy D. Gist, as Chairman, and George 
Hoback, Dewey Bryant, John Wallace and Boyd Hall, as Associate Mem- 
bers thereof, from Districts No. 1, 2, 3 and 4, respectively. 

SECTION 4. That during their continuance in office until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, the Chairman of the 
Board of Revenue shall be paid from the County Treasury or Gas Fund, a 
monthly salary of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00), per month, and 
each other such member of the Board shall be paid a monthly salary of 
Eighty-Five Dollars ($85.00). No such member, including the Chairman, shall 
receive any compensation for or reimbursement for the expense of his serv- 
ices other than his salary, except as hereinafter otherwise provided. 

SECTION 5. That for the purposes of this Act and for future elections 
of members of the Board of Revenue of Jackson County, Alabama, said 
County is hereby divided into four subdivisions to be known as Districts and 
to be numbered one to four, inclusive. District No. 1 shall embrace and be 
composed of Precincts numbered 1, 3, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10; District No. 2 shall 
embrace and be composed of Precincts numbered 13, 14, 15, 20, 21, 22, 32, 
35, 36 and 37, District No. 3 shall be embrace and be composed of Precincts 
numbered 4, 5, 11, 12, 24, 28, 29, 30, 38 and 39; and District No. 4 shall em- 
brace and be composed of Precincts numbered 16, 17, 18, 19, 23, 25, 26, 27, 
31, 33 and 34. 

SECTION 6. On and after the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1949, the Board of Revenue shall consist of a Chairman and 
four associate members, all of whom shall be qualified voters of said County. 

SECTION 7. That, at the general election to be held in 1948, the 
members of said Board, including the Chairman, shall be elected by the 
quiaified voters of the entire county and the term of office of said Chairman 
and the members shall commence on the first Tuesday after the second 
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Monday in January next succeeding their election and they shall hold office 
for a period of four years and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SECTION 8. The Chairman and each member of said Board of Reve- 
nue shall be nominated by the voters of the entire County who are author- 
ized to participate in any primary election, caucus, or convention, held or 
called by any political party for the nomination of said office, and their 
nomination by the qualified voters of the District, or of any subdivision of 
said County less than the whole County by any primary election, caucus, or 
convention is hereby prohibited. The Chairman of said Board shall be a 
resident of the County continuously during his term of office, and each mem- 
ber of the Board shali be a resident of the District for which he is elected and 
shall reside in said District continuously during his term of office. 

SECTION 9. Each District shall be entitled to one associate member 
Py said Board, but the Chairman of said Board may reside anywhere in said 

ounty. 

SECTION 10. Should any vacancy occur in the said Board of Revenue, 
such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the Governor, and the person 
so appointed shall hold office for the remainder of the term of the place 
which is vacant. 

SECTION 11. Such Chairman shall be paid from the County Treasury 
or Gas Fund, a monthly salary of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) and 
shall receive no other compensation or reimbursement for the expense of his 
service, except as specifically may be provided otherwise herein. Each other 
such member shall receive Ten Dollars ($10.00) for each day’s service not 
exceeding Forty Dollars ($40.00), per month, and reasonable travel expense 
at not more than Five cents (5c) per mile, incurred in attending regu- 
lar and special meetings of the Board of Revenue. 

SECTION 12. The Chairman and each member of the Board of Reve- 
nue, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall make and file with 
the Judge of Probate the statutory oath of his office and a bond with good 
and sufficient sureties, payable to Jackson County, and conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office. The bond of the Chairman 
is hereby fixed at Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), and the bond of each 
member at Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00). 

SECTION 13. The Board of Revenue shall hold regular meetings on 
the fourth Monday in each month, remaining in session as many days as 
may be necessary, and may hold special meetings at the call of the Chair- 
man. Meetings of the Board of Revenue shall be held at the Court House 
in and for Jackson County. 

SECTION 14. Action in the name and under the authority of the 
Board of Revenue may be taken by a majority of the Board of Revenue 
present and voting at any regular or special meeting, provided at least a 
quorum is in attendance. A quorum shall consist of the Chairman and two 
other members or three members other than the Chairman. 

SECTION 15. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue to publish 
before the 15th day of each succeeding month, in some newspaper published 
in the County, an itemized statement of the receipts and disbursements of all 
funds of Jackson County, during each month, and the balance remaining 
in each fund at the close of each month. Such itemized statement shall show 
each item paid and shall indicate to whom and for what purpose each item 
was paid. The compensation paid for publication of such itemized statement 
shall not exceed 134c per word. If the Board of Revenue shall refuse to pub- 
lish said itemized statement, each member thereof, including the Chairman, 
who votes against the publication, shall be subject to a penalty of Fifty ° 
Dollars ($50.00). If the Board of Revenue otherwise fails, without good 
cause, to publish the itemized statement, each member thereof, including 
the Chairman, must, on conviction, be fined not more than One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) for each such failure. Such penalties and fines shall be 
collected upon suit brought by the Circuit or County Solicitor in the name 
of the County. 

SECTION 16. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue is required to 
give his entire time and attention to the business of the Board of Revenue. 
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He shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the Board of Revenue and 
all warrants or orders for disbursement of moneys of the County drawn 
on the County Treasurer, and he shall exercise and perform all other rights 
and duties in relation to the Board of Revenue and shall be liable to the 
same penalties in connection therewith as are now exercised by the Judge 
of Probate as provided under the general law of the State in relation to the 
Court of County Commissioners. 

The Chairman shall see to the execution of all orders of the Board of 
Revenue and he shall, from time to time, inspect the roads and bridges of 
Jackson County, report the condition thereof to the Board of Revenue and 
the County Engineer, and generally advise with and make recommendations 
to said Board and Engineer; he shall attend toe the securing of deeds to 
rights-of-ways, when ordered by the Board of Revenue, and shall see that 
the same are properly recorded and preserved, and for such services he shall 
be paid reasonable expenses approved by the Board of Revenue. 

SECTION 17. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall employ a 
clerk, who shall devote his entire time to the duties of his office and who 
shall also be the clerk of the Purchasing Agency for said County, and who 
shall receive a compensation to be fixed by the Board of Revenue. Such 
Chairman may, with the approval of the Board, employ such other clerical 
help and assistance as may be deemed necessary to the proper, efficient and 
economical operation of the office of the Chairman of the Board of Revenue, 
the compensation therefor to be fixed by said Board of Revenue. The clerk 
shall enter the minutes of all proceedings of the Board of Revenue in a well 
bound book provided him for that purpose, which book shall be kept in the 
office of the Board of Revenue and shall be open to the inspection of citi- 
zens of Jackson County at all reasonable hours. The minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the Board of Revenue shall be recorded by the clerk in the minute 
book within five days from the adjournment of every regular or special 
meeting of the Board.

He 
shall also keep a complete record of all receipts and disbursements of all 
County funds and must be prepared at all times to show the exact financial 
condition of the County. 

SECTION 18. That all laws, or parts of law, in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act in so far as they relate to Jackson County be and they 
are hereby expressly repealed.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION. 1. That the office of County Road Engineer for Jackson 
County, Alabama, is hereby created. 

SECTION 2. That said County Road Engineer shall be a thoroughly 
qualified and competent Civil Engineer, with at least three years practical 
experience in road building prior to his selection or appointment, and his 
qualifications shall meet and be the same as those required by the Licensing 
Board of Engineers of the State of Alabama. 
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SECTION 3. That said County Road Engineer shall give his entire 
time and attention to the construction and maintenance of the Jackson 
County public roads, highways, bridges and ferries, and he shall have no 
other business, directly or indirectly, other than prescribed by the terms 
of this Act, and shall, during his term of office, reside in Jackson County, 
Alabama. 

SECTION 4. That said County Road Engineer shall be elected to his 
office by the Board of Revenue of Jackson County, Alabama, from a nomi- 
nation made by the State Highway Director. If such nomination is not ac- 
ceptable to said Board of Revenue, the State Highway Director shall be re- 
quested to make additional nominations. If the State Highway Director re- 
fuses to make the nominations, the Board of Revenue may fill the position 
of County Road Engineer with any person that has the qualifications here- 
in set out. ; 

SECTION 5. Provided however, that the present County Engineer, 
H. L. Carter, shall hold over and become County Road Engineer under his 
present salary and compensation, unless the same be changed by agreement 
between the Board of Revenue of said County and the State Highway Di- 
rector, until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, 
unless sooner removed for cause, which said removal must have the ap- 
proval of the State Highway Director. 

SECTION 6. That it shall be the duty of said County Road Engineer 
(1) To employ, supervise and direct all such assistants as are necessary to 
properly maintain and construct the public roads, highways, bridges and 
ferries of said County and he shall have authority to prescribe their duties 
and to discharge said employees for cause or when not needed; (2) To per- 
form such engineering and surveying service as may be required and to pre-

SECTION 9. On failure of said Board to so fix said scale of wages 
or salaries, said Engineer shall request the State Highway Director to fix 
the same; and the wages or salaries as fixed by said director shall not be 
exceeded in the employment of said labor and assistants. 

SECTION 10. No person employed by said Engineer shall be related 
to him, or to the Chairman, or any other member of the Board of Revenue, 
within the third degree of consanguinity or affinity computed by the rules 
of civil law, and the violation of this Section shall constitute a misdemeanor 
and subject any party guilty thereof to a fine of not less than Fifty Dollars 
($50.00), nor more than Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). 

SECTION 11. That said County Road Engineer shall receive a salary 
to be fixed by the Board of Revenue not to exceed the sum of Two Thou- 
sand Dollars ($2,000.00), per year, which shall be the County’s share of his 
salary, payable in equal monthly installments, out of the Road and Bridge 
or Gas Funds of said County. 

SECTION 12. That the term of office of said County Road Engineer 
(except as to the present Engineer, whose term is hereinabove fixed) shall 
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be for two years and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless. 
removed by the Board of Revenue for cause. Said County Road Engineer 
shall be eligible to succeed himself if re-nominated by the State Highway 
Director and re-elected by the Board of Revenue. Any vacancy in said office 
shall be filled by nomination by the State Highway Director and election 
by the Board of Revenue, as hereinabove provided. 

Section 13. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the County 
Road Engineer shall make and enter into a surety bond of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00), payable to Jackson County, for the faithful discharge 
and performance of the duties of his office, and for the faithful accounting 
of all moneys or property of said County, which may come into his posses- 
sion or custody; said bond to be made by a surety company authorized and 
qualified to do business in Alabama, and to be approved by the Chairman 
of the Board of Revenue; the premiums thereof to be paid by the County. 

That said County Road Engineer shall be furnished an 
office at the Court House, or elsewhere at the County seat and all necessary 
office supplies, and shall be furnished all reasonable necessary transporta- 
tion in connection with the performance of his duties under this Act.

That the duties of said Purchasing Agency shall be to 
purchase for the county offices and every department of the county all per- 
sonal property including books, stationery, blanks, office equipment and of- 
fice supplies, printing and printed matter, forms, machinery of all and every 
kind, including tractors and trucks, all tools and material, gas, oil, tires, 
lubricants and fuel, and all other material and supplies for the construction 
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and maintenance of the roads, bridges and ferries, and all material and sup- 
plies for the Court House, jails and other county buildings of said county, 
and it shall be the duty of said Purchasing Agency to purchase the same 
at the best prices obtainable. 

SECTION 3. That personal property including books, stationery, 
blanks, office equipment and office supplies, printing and printed matter, 
forms, machinery of all and every kind, including tractors and trucks, all 
tools and material, gas, oil, tires, lubricants and fuel, and all other material 
and supplies for the construction and maintenance of the roads, bridges and 
ferries, and all material and supplies for the Court House, jails and other 
county buildings of said county shall be furnished only upon written re- 
quisition sworn to and stating by items the articles desired and needed, 
showing out of what fund they are to be paid, that the articles are neces- 
sary, that the amount of the requisition is not excessive, and that no part of 
the same will be used except in conducting the public business, and signed 
by the officer, or other person specifically designated by law, for whose office 
or department said articles are requested, and thereupon said Purchasing 
Agency shall make inquiry and ascertain whether the articles are necessary 
before purchasing the same, and all invoices of such purchases, with said 
requisition attached, shall be kept on file in the office of the Chairman of 
the Board of Revenue of said County, in alphabetical order, as a permanent 
record, subject to inspection by the public at all reasonable times. 

SECTION 4. All purchases of, contracts for or leases of personal 
property by or on behalf of the Board of Revenue of Jackson County shall 
be made through the Division of Purchases and Stores of the Department 
of Finance of the State of Alabama, except as such purchases, contracts 
or leases may be made at not greater cost through other means. However, 
in the event of an emergency making it necessary that personal property 
be purchased, leased or contracted for without delay, which would occur be- 
cause of purchase, lease or contract through the Division of Purchases and 
Stores, such purchase, lease or contract may be made through other means. 
All purchases, leases and contracts not made through the Division of Pur- 
chases and Stores, before payment of them can be made, shall be certified 
by the Division of Purchases and Stores: (1) Either to have been made at 
cost not greater than that available by purchase, lease or contract through 
the Division of Purchases and Stores; (2) Or to have been made at reason- 
able cost in an emergency making it necessary to avoid delay detrimental 
to the people of Jackson County which would have been occasioned by pur- 
chase, lease or contract through the Division of Purchases and Stores. 

SECTION 5. That in case of emergency the Chairman of the Board 
of Revenue may make purchases of materials, equipment and supplies in 
amounts not in excess of one hundred dollars by receiving competitive bids 
therefor; but in order for such purchases to be a valid and binding obliga- 
tion upon Jackson County there shall be not less than two competitive bids 
teceived by said Chairman, in writing, which said competitive bids shall be 
filed in the office of the Chairman of said Board as a part of the records 
of said purchase. 

SECTION 6. The Chairman or any other member of the Board of 
Revenue or any employee of Jackson County shall not be directly or indi- 
directly interested in any purchase of, contract for, or lease of personal 
property by or on behalf of Jackson County. 

That it shall not be necessary for the Purchasing Ag- 
ency to obtain competitive bids for the purchase of postage stamps or other 
articles having a general, fixed and definite price. 

SECTION 8. That any purchase of personal property including ma- 
chinery, materials, equipment or supplies made under the authority herein 
for emergency purchase by the Purchasing Agency if or when broken up 
into lots, shipments, purchases, bills or amounts of less than one hundred 
dollars so as to be made under the authority given herein to make emer- 
gency purchases, shall not be a legal and binding purchase nor a legal and 
binding obligation upon Jackson County, Alabama. It being the intent of 
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this Act to require all purchases of quantities or amounts of machinery and 
supplies of value in excess of one hundred dollars to be made through the 
Division of Purchases and Stores of the Department of Finance of the State 
of Alabama, except as hereinabove other wise provided. 

SECTION 9. That the term of office of the Chairman of the Board 
of Revenue, as said Purchasing Agency, shall be the same as his term of 
office as the Chairman of the Board of Revenue of said County, but he shall 
receive no additional compensation for his services as said Purchasing Ag- 
ency other than his salary or compensation as Chairman of the Board of 
Revenue. 

SECTION 10. That the Chairman of the Board of Revenue is au-

To re-divide the State into judicial circuits, and to provide for 
holding court in the several counties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The State of Alabama is divided into judicial cir- 
cuits for the circuits courts, which circuits are numbered and com- 
posed of the counties as follows: First Circuit—-Choctaw, Clark and 
Washington. Second Circuit—Butler, Crenshaw and Lowndes. 
Third Circuit—Barbour, Bullock and Dale. Fourth Circuit—Bibb, 
Dallas, Hale, Perry and Wilcox. Fifth Circuit—Chambers, Lee 
Macon, Randolph and Tallapoosa. Sixth Circuit — Tuscaloosa. 
Seventh Circuit—Calhoun, Cleburne and Talladega. Eighth Circuit 
—Cullman, Lawrence, Limestone, and Morgan. Ninth Circuit— 
Cherokee, DeKalb, and Jackson. Tenth Circuit—Jefferson. Eleventh 
Circuit—Colbert, Franklin, and Lauderdale. Twelfth Circuit—Cof- 
fee, and Pike. Thirteenth Circuit—Mobile. Fourteenth Circuit— 
Walker. Fifteenth Circuit—Montgomery. Sixteenth Circuit—Eto- 
wah and St. Clair. Seventeenth Circuit—Marengo, Greene and Sum- 
ter. Eighteenth Circuit—Clay, Coosa and Shelby. Nineteenth Cir- 
cuit—Autauga, Chilton, and Elmore. Twentieth Circuit—Henry and 
Houston. Twenty-first Circuit—Conecuh, Escambia, and Monroe. 
Twenty-second Circuit—Covington, and Geneva. Twenty-third Cir- 
cuit—Madison. Twenty-fourth Circuit—Fayette, Lamar, and Pick- 
ens. T'wenty-fifth Circuit—Marion, and Winston. ‘Twenty-sixth 
Circuit—Russell. Twenty-seventh Circuit—Blount, and Marshall. 
Twenty-eighth Circuit—Baldwin. 

Section 2. The Judges of the Fourteenth Circuit shall receive 
the same pay they are now receiving for the remainder of the terms 
for which they were elected. At the expiration of their terms the’ 
Fourteenth Circuit shall have only one circuit judge. 

Section 3. Within thirty days after the passage and approval 
of this Act, the Governor shall appoint the Judge in the new cir- 
cuits created whose term of office shall begin on the first day of 
the month immediately after appointment and qualification, and 
who shall hold office until the next general election for any State 
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Offices and until their successors shall have been elected and 
qualified ; that thereafter such judges shall be elected at the same 
time and for the same term of office as other Circuit Judges are 
elected in the State. 

Section 4. Within thirty days after the passage and approval 
of this Act, the Governor shall appoint the Circuit Solicitors in the 
new circuits created whose term of office shall begin on the first 
day of the month immediately after appointment and qualification, 
and who shall hold office until their successors shall have been 
elected and qualified. 

Section 5. Except when otherwise provided by law, the circuit 
courts of the several counties shall be held at the courthouses 
thereof. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of it is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 7. Section 112 of Title 13 of the 1940 Code and all 
other laws in conflict with this Act are repealed. 

Section 8. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law,

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To impose additional duties upon the chairman and members of the 
Board of Revenue of Limestone County and to provide additional com- 
pensation therefor. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


1. The Chairman and members of the Board of Revenue of Lime- 
stone County shall, in addition to the performance of other duties required 
by law, keep constantly advised as to the condition of all county roads 
where the same cross railroads and shall see to it that such crossings are 
kept in good repair and improved. Each associate member shall report 
to the Chairman any crossing in his district which needs repair, and the 
Chairman shall make a record thereof and call the same to the attention 
of the railroad company or companies using such crossing. 

2. For the performance of the additional duties imposed by this Act, 
the salary of the chairman of the board shall be increased to thirty- -six hun- 
dred dollars ($3,600) per annum and the salaries of associate members 
of the board shall be increased to eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800) per 
annum, 

3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part is held to 
be unconstitutional or invalid, such holding shall not affect the remainder. 

4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

efforts to convert almshouses into nursing homes or to establish 
otherwise public hospitals and infirmaries for the chronically ill.

Levying an additional license tax upon sellers of malt or brewed beverages 
who are engaged in that business in Dallas County; providing for the assess- 
ment, collection, and payment of the proceeds of the tax; defining violations of 
the Act and prescribing penalties therefor. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


1. This Act shall apply in, and only in, Dallas County; it does not alter or 
repeal any statute, but is in addition to and cumulative of laws now in effect. 

2. (a) As used in this Act, unless the context requires a different mean- 
ing: “person” includes a firm, corporation, club partnership, company, trustee, 
agency, or association, or any agent, servant, employee, or officer thereof; 
“seller”? means a person who is engaged in the business of selling, distributing, 
delivering, storing, or taking out of storage, malt or brewed beverages within the 
county; “malt or brewed beverages” includes beer lager beer, ale, porter, or 
similar fermented malt liquor containing one-half of one per centum or more of 
alcohol by volume. 

(b) The rules of construction and interpretation of statutes contained in 
Title 1 of the 1940 Code shall apply in the construction and interpretation of 
this Act. 

3. Each seller of malt or brewed beverages shall pay a license tax to the 
county in an amount equal to one-twelfth of one cent on each fluid ounce or 
fractional part thereof of malt or brewed beverages sold, distributed, delivered, 
stored, or taken out of storage within the county, unless an exemption is secured 
as provided by Section 6. The tax shall be in addition to all other taxes and 
licenses imposed by law. 

4. Each seller, except a seller who claims and obtains exemption under the 
provisions of Section 6, shall, on or before the fifteenth day of each month, file 
with the probate judge and the license inspector of the county, on forms to be 
prescribed and furnished by the probate judge a written statement, sworn to and 
subscribed by him, which shall show 1) the name and address of the seller; 2) 
each purchase or receipt of malt or brewed beverages made by him during the 
calendar month next preceding; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, 
or other person from whom purchased, received, or procured; 4) the brands 
purchased or received; 5) the quantity of each brand; 6) the size and kind of 
containers of each brand; 7) the date or dates on which purchased, received, or 
procured; 8) the name and address of each distributor, seller, or other person to 
whom any malt or brewed beverages were sold distributed, or delivered; 9) the 
quantity of each brand sold, distributed, or delivered to each; 10) the size and 
kind of containers of each brand; 11) the date or dates on which sold, distributed 
or delivered. 

5. The license tax imposed by Section 3 shall be paid on or before the 
fifteenth day of each calendar month. The amount due shall be based on the 
sale, distribution, delivery. storage, and taking out of storage of malt or brewed 
beverages during the preceding calendar month. 

6. A seller purchasing malt or brewed beverages from any other seller who 
has paid the license tax imposed thereon by Section 3 is exempt from paying the 
tax upon his application to the probate judge. The application for exemption from 
the payment of the tax shall be made by the seller on or before the fifteenth day 
of each calendar month. The application, verified by the oath of the seller, shall 
show: 1) the name and address of the applicant; 2) each purchase, receipt or 
procurement of malt or brewed beverages made during the calendar month next 
preceding; 3) the name and address of the distributor, seller, or other person 
from whom purchased, received or procured: 4) the brand of the malt or brewed 
beverages; 5) the quantity of each brand; 6) the size and kind of containers of 
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each brand; 7) the date or dates on which purchased, received, or procured; and 
8) the disposition thereof by the seller claiming the exemption. 

7. It is unlawful for any agent, servant, or employee of any seller who is 
delinquent in the payment of the license tax required by this Act to assist or carry 
on the business of the seller. Each day the agent, servant or employee of a 
delinquent seller engages in or assists in carrying on such business shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 

8. (a) Each seller shall keep complete records of all purchases, sales, re- 
ceipts, inventories, and all other matters necessary to determine the correct 
amount of license tax for which he is liable. In the event a seller discontinues 
his business, he shall not dispose of his records without giving the probate judge 
and the license inspector thirty days’ notice in writing. 

(b) The seller’s records, books of accounts, bank deposit books, and bank 
statements shall be open during reasonable hours at the place of business of the 
seller, for inspection and examination by the probate judge, or his agent, and the 
license inspector. 

(c) In the event the amount of tax due by the seller cannot be accurately 
determined from the seller’s monthly report, or if the seller does not keep ade- 
quate records, or if he refuses to allow an examination of his records, the 
amount of tax due may be determined from any other information or data 
available, and the amount of the tax so determined shall be assessed against the 
seller. Notice of such assessment shall be given to the seller and a demand made 
for immediate payment. 

(d) No person shall divulge any information obtained by him in the course 
of an inspection and examination of the records of any seller, except to a person 
duly authorized by the county governing body, the judge of probate, the county 
attorney, the license inspector or others connected with the administration of 
this Act, unless he is required to do so by an order of a competent court. 

9. The license tax imposed by this Act shall be paid to the probate judge, 
and the proceeds shall be deposited by him in the general fund of the county. 
For such services, the probate judge shall be entitled to a commission of two and 
one-half per cent (2% percent) of all taxes collected. 

10. A person who violates the provisions of this Act is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor; and each day his violation continues shail constitute a separate offense. 

11. No seller shall continue in business when he is in default in the payment 
of the tax imposed by that Act. In addition to other penalties, a delinquent tax- 
payer shall be liable for a penalty of twenty per cent of the amount found to be 
due by him. Penalties shall be paid into the general fund of the county. 

12. This Act shall not apply to acts or transactions in inter-state commerce; 
nor shall any provision hereof apply to any business conducted by or for the 
United States or any other government. 

13. If any provision of this Act, or the application thereof to any person 
or circumstance, is held invalid or inoperative, the remainder of the Act and the 
application thereof to any other person or circumstance shall not be affected 
thereby. 

14. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

quarter of section 32, thence south three-fourths mile to half mile corner 
on west line of section 5, township 17, range 16, thence west one-half mile 
to the center of section 6, thence south one and one-half miles to one half 
mile corner on the south line of section 7, thence east one-half mile to the 
southeast corner of section 7, thence south one-half mile to southwest cor-

To permit the catching of shrimp for use as bait during the 
closed season; to prescribe regulations under which such shrimp 
. may be taken; to provide for the licensing of persons selling or 
offering for sale of such shrimp; and to provide penalties for the 
violation hereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Nothing in the laws of the State of Alabama shall 
be so construed as to prevent any citizen thereof from taking 
or catching or attempting to catch or take any shrimp in any of 
the open waters of Mobile Bay below what is known as the Coch- 
rane Bridge Causeway, without license therefor and within or with- 
out the closed season as declared by the Director of Conservation; 
provided that such shrimp shall be taken only in the manner herein 
set forth. 

Section 2. Such shrimp shall be taken or caught solely for 
bait; shall not be taken or caught by use of any net or trawl having 
a width of greater than 16 feet, or from any boat, by whatever 
name called, which uses or has on board available for use, any 
mechanical motive power greater than what is commonly termed 
an outboard motor having an O.B.C. horsepower rating of twenty- 
two (22); shall not be taken or caught in quantities greater than 
five (5) pounds for each person on or in said boat at such time, 
nor shall more than fifteen (15) pounds be caught by any boat 
regardless of the number of persons therein; nor shall more than 
five (5) pounds for each person, nor fifteen (15) pounds for each 
boat, whichever is the lesser, be kept in possession at any time. 
Such shrimp shall not be sold, exchanged, bartered or otherwise 
disposed of for any purpose whatsoever except as provided herein- 
after. The above limitation as to type or size of boat or motive 
power shall not apply when trawling, done solely for the purpose 
of taking small croakers for use as bait, but it shall be unlawful 
for any boat from which such croakers are taken to have on poets 
‘more than five (5) pounds of shrimp. 

Section 8. Such shrimp may be sold only when alive or wath 
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heads attached solely for use as bait, and may be sold only by per- 
sons who have previously purchased from the Department of Con- 
servation a license which shall be known as “Live Shrimp Deal- 
ers License”, and which such license the Department shall issue 
to bona fide applicants, and for which the Department shall charge 
not more than $7.50 per year. It shall be unlawful for any person 
other than a person to whom a “Live Shrimp Dealer’s License” 
shall have been issued to sell, exchange, barter, or otherwise dis- 
pose of live shrimp. That portion of Section 2 hereof relating to 
quantity of such shrimp which may be legally caught or taken 
shall not apply to persons having a “Live Shrimp Dealer’s Li- 
cense.’ 

Section 4. Violation of any of the provisions hereof shall be 
an offense against the State of Alabama, and violators shall, upon 
conviction be fined not less than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars 
nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars; and any licensee 
hereunder who shall be found guilty of violating any of the pro- 
visions hereof shall have such license revoked forthwith, and. the 
Department of Conservation shall not thereafter issue another 
license to such licensee. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby expressly repealed so far as they may be in conflict. 

Section 6. If any section, clause or sentence hereof shall be 
declared invalid or unconstitutional by any Court, it shall not 
affect the validity of any remaining portion, it being the expressed 
intent of the Legislature to enact such portions as are valid and 
constitutional. 

Section 7. This Act shall become a law immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or by its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 


Mr. President: 
The House has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, proposing an amendment to the bill, 
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H. 640, said Governor’s message being in words and figures as fol- 
lows, to-wit: 


To the House of Representatives

Montgomery, Alabama 


Gentlemen: 
I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, House 
Bill No. 640, without my approval. 


This is a local bill applicable to Jackson County, and the amend- 
ments which I will suggest herein are done with the consent and 
approval of the authors of this bill. 


I suggest the following amendments to House Bill No. 640: 


Amend House Bill No. 640 by striking Section 1 of said bill, 
and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 1. That Section 6 of an act approved July 10, 1940, en- 
titled “An Act to establish a county court of Jackson County, Ala- 
bama; to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its offi- 
cers, their powers and duties and compensations; to provide that 
said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and trans- 
action of business; to provide the rules and procedure of said court; 
to provide a fine and forfeiture fund for said court; to provide for 
the transfer of certain causes now or hereafter pending in the Cir- 
cuit Court and the Probate Court of Jackson County, Alabama, to 
the Jackson County Court; and to provide for the transfer of cer- 
tain cases pending in said Jackson County Court to the equity side 
of the Circuit Court of Jackson County, Alabama”, be and the same 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 6. That the 
deputy solicitor appointed or elected for Jackson County Circuit 
Court shall represent the state in all criminal cases in said court, 
as ex-officio solicitor of the Jackson County Court, and shall receive 
a salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the county treasury at the end of each 
month, his signed receipt being required, and said salary or com- 
pensation shall be in lieu of all other salary or compensation now 
provided by law for said deputy solicitor for said county. For every 
conviction for a misdemeanor in the Jackson County Court there 
shall be taxed and collected as a part of the costs and paid into the 
county treasury the same solicitor’s fees provided for conviction in 
such cases in the Circuit Court. 


Amend House Bill No. 640 by striking Section 2 of said bill, and 
substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 2. That Section 37 of said act be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: Section 37, That in all cases in 
said Court a Stenographer’s fee of five dollars shall be charged and 
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collected and by the clerk paid to the official Court Reporter ap- 
pointed for said court; provided, however, that in cases where a 
money judgment is sought, in civil cases of less than one hundred 
dollars as determined by the complaint, and in cases where there is. 
a judgment by default, there shall be charged as stenographer’s 
fee only two dollars and fifty cents; provided, further, that in all 
criminal cases wherein the defendant pleads guilty before any testi- 
mony has been taken, a stenographer’s fee of one dollar shall be 
charged and collected. 


This amendment is in conformity with Section 45 of Article 4 of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, and the adoption of the same 
will remove my objections to this bill.

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NOTICE OF PROPOSED LEGISLATION 


Notice is hereby given that at the present session of the Legislature 
of the State of Alabama, a bill will be introduced for passage, which in 
substance, will be substantially as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate commercial fishing in the Coosa River in Coosa County 
and to provide penalties for violations of the Act or rules and regulations 
promulgated under it. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any person, firm, co-partnership, association, or corporation 
engaged in the taking, killing, or capturing of commercial or non-game 
fish from the Coosa River in Coosa County may use in commercial fish- 
ing operations hoop and fyke nets, seines, gill nets, trammel nets, pound 
or trap nets, set lines, trotlines, and snaglines, and lawful fish traps. How- 
ever, all such nets, setlines, trotlines, snaglines, and fish traps shall con- 
form to the rules and regulations of the Department of Conservation 
covering them, which shall designate when, where, and how they may be 
used, and provided further that prior to using any such nets, seines, traps, 
or other commercial fishing devices, a person, firm, copartnership, asso- 
ciation, or corporation shall have first secured a license permitting the use 
of such fishing gear, such license to be issued in the manner prescribed 
by this Act, and shall have paid therefor the following sums: For hoop and 
fyke nets, one dollar for the first net and fifty cents for each additional 
net, for seines, two dollars and fifty cents for any seine not exceeding a 
length of one hundred lineal feet and a fee of one dollar and fifty cents for 
each additional one hundred lineal feet of seine or fraction thereof; for gill 
or trammel nets, ten dollars for any net not exceeding five hundred lineal 
feet in length and five dollars for each additional five hundred lineal feet 
or fraction thereof; for pound or trap nets, one dollar and fifty cents for 
each net; the license for any lawful fish trap shall be ten dollars for each 
trap so used; for setlines, trotlines, or snaglines, one dollar and fifty cents 
for each five hundred hooks or less or five hundred lineal feet of line used. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, copartnership, 
association, or corporation to use any of the fishing gear mentioned in Sec- 
tion 1 hereof in the Coosa River in Coosa County without marking its 
location by buoys or floats and identifying such nets and lines by showing 
the license number in plain figures upon the buoys or floats. The license 
number must be attached to all seines and nets, and at least one such buoy 
shall bear the name and address of the owner. License numbers shall be 
attached to the stakes at the heart or pot of pound nets and to the lifting 
buoy of trap nets where the heart and pot are set below the surface of 
the water. 

Section 3. Each license issued under the provisions of this Act shalt 
expire on September 30 of the year for which such license is issued. 

Section 4. The Judge of Probate of Coosa County, the commissioner 
of licenses, or any person not residing at the county seat duly authorized 
by the Director of Conservation, shall have authority to issue licenses, resi- 
dent or nonresident, to persons complying with the provisions of this Act, 
and to require the person to whom the license is issued to sign his name 
on the margin thereof. The person or persons issuing licenses shall keep 
in a book, or on specially prepared sheets to be furnished by the Director 
of Conservation, a correct and complete record of all licenses issued, which 
record shall remain in his office and be open to inspection by the public 
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at all reasonable times. The judge of probate and other persons authorized 
and designated to issue licenses may retain fifteen cents out of the money 
received for each license issued, which amount shall be compensation for 
services rendered under the provisions of this Act, and the .balance shall 
be remitted to the Director of Conservation on the first of each month. 
The judge of probate and all other duly authorized and designated persons 
shall report to the Director of Conservation on the first day of each month 
the number an kind of licenses issued under this Act during the preceding 
month and the name and post office address of the person or persons to 
whom issued, giving opposite each name the serial number of the license 
so issued, and the amount of money remitted. Provided, that if any license 
is issued by the Director of Conservation or by the prohate judge or other 
officer who is paid a salary for the performance of his duties as such of- 
ficer, he shall be required to remit the entire amount collected to the Director 
of Conservation. 

Section 5. The proceeds from the sale of licenses required by this Act 
and all other proceeds arising under this Act shall go to the Game, Fish & 
Seafoods Fund of the Department of Conservation and shall be used by the 
Department of Conservation for the administration of the Game, Fish & 
Seafoods Division except as may be otherwise provided by law. 

Section 6. Should any species of fish designated by the laws of this 
State as game fish be taken from the Coosa River in Coosa County by 
the use of commercial fishing gear, such fish, without injury, shall be im- 
mediately returned to the waters from whence they were taken, and the 
possession by commercial fishermen of any of such fish shall constitute a 
violation of the provisions of this Act, and such possession by such com- 
mercial fishermen shall be prima facie evidence of the fact that such fish 
were taken by the use of commercial fishing gear. 

Section 7. Should any law enforcement officer of this State or em- 
ployee of the Department of Conservation discover commercial fishing gear 
being used in violation of the terms of this Act, he shall seize and hold the 
same, and in the event no one within a reasonable time claims seized com- 
mercial fishing gear and the owner thereof is unknown to the person find- 
ing the same, it shall be confiscated and shall become the property of the 
Game, Fish & Seafoods Division of the Department of Conservation, and 
shall be disposed of as ordered by the Director of Conservation. 

Section 8. Upon conviction of any person, firm, copartnership, asso- 
ciation. or corporation for the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act, all licenses held by any such person, firm, copartnership, association, 
or corporation to fish commercially or operate or use commercial fishing 
gear in the Coosa River in Coosa County shall be rescinded and a new 
license for such fishing or the use of commercial fishing gear in the Coosa 
River in Coosa County shall be granted only at the discretion of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Department of Conservation. 

Section 9. It shall be unlawful to knowingly ship or transport or to 
knowingly receive for shipment or transportation any fish taken from the 
Coosa River in Coosa County in violation of the terms of this Act, and 
should such fish be knowingly shipped or transported or knowingly received 
for shipment or transportation, the same shall be seized and confiscated 
and upon confiscation shall become the property of the State of Alabama 
and shall be disposed of by the Department of Conservation in such a 
manner as shall seem proper. 

Section 10. The provisions of this Act licensing the use of setlines, 
trotlines, or snaglines shall not apply to anyone who shall fish in the Coosa 
River in Coosa County and who does not at any time use more than twenty 
hooks while engaged in such fishing, and shall not apply to State or Federal 
agencies conducting research on fresh water fish. 

Section 11. Any person, firm, copartnership, association, or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this Act or rules and regulations based 
thereon shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be pun- 
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ished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars and the cost of prosecution; and, in addition thereto, all 
commercial fishing gear of whatsoever nature used in connection with the 
commission of such misdemeanor shall be seized and confiscated and shall 
become the property of the Game, Fish & Seafoods Division of the De- 
partment of Conservation and shall be disposed of as ordered by the Director 
of Conservation. 

Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
it is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 

Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. : 

Section 14. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1. The term “gasoline” as used in this Act shall include gaso- 
line, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes there- 
for commonly used in internal combustion engines, provided that nothing 
contained in this Act shall apply to oil used for lighting or heating purposes, 
The term “person” means and includes every person, corporation, co-partner- 
ship, company, agency or association, ‘singular or plural. The term ‘“dis- 
tributor” shall include any person who shall engage in the selling of gasoline 
as herein defined in Lauderdale County by wholesale, in domestic trade 
but shall not apply to any transaction by such distributor in interstate 
commerce. The term “retail dealer’ shall include any person herein defined 
as the distributor who is also engaged in the sale of gasoline as herein 
defined at any place in Lauderdale County in broken quantities. The term 
“storer” as used herein shall include any person who ships gasoline into 
Lauderdale County in tank quantities and stores the same and withdraws 
or uses same for any purpose. 

Section 2. The governing body of Lauderdale County, Alabama, when 
authorized and empowered by a vote of the qualified electors of the County 
as herein provided, may impose an excise tax of not exceeding two cents 
per gallon on persons, corporations, co-partnerships, companies, agencies or 
associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing or with- 
drawing from storage for any purpose whatever gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in Lauderdale County, Ala- 
bama, and to require every distributor, retail dealer or storer of gasoline as 
herein defined to pay an excise tax in such amount as the said governing 
body shall impose not exceeding two cents per gallon upon the selling, dis- 
tributing or withdrawing from storage for any use gasoline as herein de- 
fined in Lauderdale County, Alabama; provided that the excise tax author- 
ized to be levied by this Act shall not be levied for longer than ten years 
at any one time, nor shall such tax be levied upon the sale of gasoline in 
interstate commerce, and provided further that if the excise tax imposed 
by the said governing body upon the sale of such gasoline shall have been 
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paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer or storer, such payment shall be 
sufficient, the intention being that the tax shall not be. paid but once. The 
excise tax imposed by the said governing body under this Act shall apply 
to persons, firms, corporations, dealers or distributors storing gasoline and 
distributing the same or allowing the same to be withdrawn from storage, 
whether such withdrawal be for sale or other use, provided that sellers 
of gasoline and its substitutes paying the tax herein provided may pay 
the same computed and paid on the basis of their sales as hereinafter re- 
quired, and storers and distributors shall compute and pay such tax on the 
basis of their withdrawals or distributions.

Section 3. On or before the 20th day of each month after a tax is 
imposed by authority of this Act, every person upon whom the excise tax 
is levied shall render to the governing body of such county on forms pre- 
scribed by such governing body a true and correct statement of all sales 
and withdrawals of gasoline made by him or them during the next preceding 
month, liable for payment of the excise tax imposed by said governing body 
under authority of this act, and shall furnish to said governing body such 
additional information as such governing may require upon blanks to be 
formulated and furnished by said governing body, and at the time of making 
such report shall pay to the said governing body an amount of money equal 
to the excise tax levied under authority of this Act. The statement herein 
required to be made by the distributor, stored or retail dealer shall be 
sworn to before some officer authorized to administer oaths, and any false 
statement sworn to shall constitute perjury, and upon conviction thereupon 
the person so convicted shall be punished as provided by the law for the 
crime of perjury. 

Section 4. All distributors, stores and retail dealers shall keep for less’ 
than two years within the State of Alabama at some certain place of office 
such books, documents or papers as will clearly show the amount of sale or 
withdrawals of gasoline made in Lauderdale County taxed under this Act. 

Section 5. Within thirty days after any tax shall have been levied 
under authority of this Act every distributor, storer or retail dealer engaged 
in the sale or withdrawal of gasoline in Lauderdale County shall make a 
report on blanks furnished under Section Two hereof to the governing 
body of said County, showing the place and postoffice address at which 
he is engaged in the business of distributor or storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline within said County, which information shall be entered by the 
governing body of said County on a book kept for that purpose, and should 
such distributor, storer or retail dealer move his place of business from one 
business address to another, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall 
within thirty days thereafter notify the said governing body of such re- 
moval, giving the former place and postoffice address and also the place 
and postoffice address to which his place of business has been removed. 
After the tax imposed under this Act has become effective, no person shall 
become a distributor, storer or seller of gasoline in said County until he 
shall have made such reports to the said governing body. 

Section 6. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline in said 
County shall fail to make the reports or any of them as required in any 
provision of this Act, or shall fail to comply with any regulation adopted 
for the collection of said tax by the governing body of said County, within 
the time required for making such reports, or shall fail to pay the tax 
imposed within the time fixed for the payment thereof, such distributor, 
storer, or retail dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for 
each offense. . 
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Section 7. It shall be the duty of the governing body of said County 
to enforce the provisions of this Act upon its imposing the tax hereunder, 
and it shall have the right itself or its members or its agents to examine 
the books, reports and accounts of every distributor, storer or retail dealer 
of gasoline on which such tax has been imposed, and to make any and all 
rules and regulations necessary and proper for the collection of such tax. 

Section 8. If any distributor, storer retail dealer in gasoline shall fail 
to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay the tax imposed under authority 
of this Act, the tax shall be deemed delinquent within the meaning of this 
Act and there shall be added to the amount of his tax a penalty of twenty- 
five (25%) per cent, provided if in the opinion of the governing body of the 
said County a good and sufficient cause or reason is shown for such 
delinquency, the penalty may be remitted. The said governing body shall 
be authorized and empowered to make returns for delinquent tax payers 
upon such information as it may reasonably obtain and add to that the 
penalty as prescribed by this Act. If any person shall be delinquent in 
the payment of any tax imposed under the authority of this Act, the govern- 
ing body of said County shall issue execution for the collection of the 
same, directed to any Sheriff of the State of Alabama, who shall proceed 
to collect the same in the manner now provided by law for the collection of 
delinquent taxes by the County Tax Collectors and make return of such 
execution to the governing body issuing the same.

office at which he is an agent, and delivered to any person in Lauderdale

borrow more than the income from such tax for twelve months estimated 
on the returns from the said tax for the three calendar months immediately 
preceeding; nor shall it pledge the same for more than twelve months or 
pledge the same for any obligation in excess of the receipts for twelve 
months estimated upon the receipts for the preceding three months. 

SECTION 15. Should any section, paragraph or portion of this Act be 
declared unconstitutional, it shall not invalidate the remaining sections, 
paragraphs or portions hereof.

“Section VII. Personnel Board: The Personnel Board shall consist of 
three members designated respectively as Member Number One, Member Num- 
ber Two and Member Number Three, each of whom shall be over 21 years of 
age, of recognized good character and ability, a bona fide resident and a qualified 


elector.of Mobile County, and shall not, when appointed, nor for the three years 
then next preceeding the date of his appointment have held any Mohile County or 
City public office, nor have been a candidate for such. If any person actively 
solicits a position on such Board, the Committee may, for this reason, refuse to 
consider his appointment. The Board shall meet once a month on dates to be 
fixed by its Rules and regulations and as much oftener as shall be necessary for 
the orderly dispatch of its business. ‘She members of the Board shall be selected 
for the following terms and in the following manner: the Citizens Super- 
visory Committee shall, within thirty days after this Act becomes effec- 
tive, appoint all three members and shall appoint the successors of said 
Board Members within thirty days after a term expires or a vacancy 
occurs. Member Number One shall hold office for a term of two years 
beginning on the date this Act becomes effective and until his successor is ap- 
pointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold office for terms of six years, 
the first of which shall begin two years after the passage of this Act and the 
subsequent terms shall begin each six years thereafter. Member Number Two 
shall hold office for a term of four years beginning on the date this Act becomes 
effective and until his successor is appointed and has qualified.

incumbent to be appointed by the governing body of the County, but all 
subsequent incumbents as well as all deputies, clerks and assistants to be 
appointed and paid by that body in accordance with civil service rules and

Amend Senate Bill No. 66 by striking the words “except the 
Chief Examiner of Public Accounts, and the’ where the same ap- 
pear in line 1 and 2 of Sub-section (B) of Section 2 of said bill, im- 
mediately following the word “personnel” and immediately preced- 
ing the word “records”. 

Amend Senate Bill No. 66 by striking the word “fifteen” where 
the same appears in line 6 and in line 11 of Sub-section (A) of Sec- 
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tion 3 of said bill, immediately preceding the word “years” and sub- 
stituting in lieu thereof the word “seven”, 

Amend Senate Bill 66 by striking the following words “and 
shall not be eligible for reappointment”, where the same appear in 
Sub-section (A) of Section 3 of said bill and substituting in lieu 
thereof “and shall be eligible for reappointment for 1 seven year 
term only”.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


1. The father of a child born out of wedlock and not legiti- 
mated owes the child necessary maintenance, education, and sup- 
port. 

2. When a woman pregnant with or delivered of a child whose 
father is not her husband makes complaint on oath to any justice 
or judge of the county where she is so pregnant or delivered and 
accusses anyone of being the father of the child, the justice or 
judge must issue a warrant for the arrest of the accused and direct 
that such person be delivered forthwith before any court of the 
county having jurisdiction of offenses against desertion and non- 
support laws. The complaint also may be brought by any person 
who has legal custody of the child. 

3. The proceedings in the cause shall be tried in the name 
of the State as plaintiff and the accused as defendant. If the ac- 
cused admits paternity of the child, or the court finds that pa- . 
ternity has been acknowledged in writing, the court shall proceed 
to enter a judgment in accordance with the provisions of Section 7. 
Should the accused deny paternity or the execution of a written 
acknowledgement of it, and the court finds there is probable cause 
for believing the accused to be the father of the child, all docu- 
ments relating to the case shall be forwarded forthwith to the 
clerk of the circuit court, or court of like jurisdiction, where the 
cause shall be docketed for trial at the next session of such court. 
The accused may be admitted to bail to await the trial; but, upon 
his failure to give bail as required, he must be committed to jail 
until he does give bail or is discharged otherwise. 

4. In the circuit court- the trial shall be by jury, if the ac- 
cused demands it, and the issue shall be whether the accused is 
the real father of the child. The proceedings shall be conducted 
as in civil cases. If the child is not born at the time set for trial, 
the case shall, unless the accused consents to trial, be continued 
until the child is born; and the accused shall remain bound or 
held until trial. The mother may be compelled to testify as wit- 
ness in said trial at the request of the defendant only. 

5. If the accused fails to appear after the return unexecuted 
of two writs of arrest, the facts stated in the complaint shall be 
taken as admitted and judgment rendered accordingly; and at any 
time before the payment of such judgment the accused may be ar- 
rested, on a writ of arrest endorsed upon the judgment, and de- 
livered to the proper authorities for the execution of the judg- 
ment. In the event the defendant fails to appear after giving 
bond for his appearance, the bond shall be forfeited and the for- 
feiture applied on account of the judgment; but the trial shall 
proceed as if the accused were present; and the court shall make 
such orders upon the findings of the judge or the verdict of the 
jury as if the accused were before the court in person. 

6. If upon the trial the issue is decided against the alleged 
father, the circuit court, or court of like jurisdiction, shall enter 
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a judgment declaring paternity and remand the cause to the court 
from which it came for further proceedings. Such judgment shall 
be appealable as provided in Section 13. The circuit court, or 
court of like jurisdiction, shall admit the father to bail or commit 
him to jail pending the rendition of a judgment, by the court to 
which the cause is remanded, for support of the child. 

%. Upon a finding, by an admission or otherwise, that the ac- 
cused is the father of the child, the court shall render a judgment 
against him for the costs and for annual amounts for the child, 
having regard to the father’s obligations under Section 1 and his 
ability to pay, which annual amounts for the child shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of $1,000.00. The payments may be required to be 
made to the mother or any other person having legal custody of 
the child, at such intervals as the court may prescribe, until the 
child reaches the age of eighteen years or marries. The court 
shall have continuing jurisdiction over the father and the judgment 
until the judgment is satisfied in full. The annual amounts fixed 
by the judgment may be increased or decreased by the court, after 
notice and hearing, as circumstances warrant. In addition to pro- 
viding support for the child, the judgment also may require the 
father to pay an amount, not to exceed one hundred dollars, for 
necessary expenses incurred by or for the mother in connection 
with her confinement and the delivery of the child. 

8. Upon the rendition of judgment against the father, the 
court shall require him to give bond, with good and sufficient 
surety, for an amount not less than the costs of the case, plus such 
confinement and delivery expenses as may be included, and the 
two largest annual payments doubled. The bond, which shall be 
recorded in the office of the probate judge, shall be made payable 
to the State of Alabama and conditioned for compliance with the 
terms of the judgment. If the father fails to make any payment 
when due, citation may be issued upon the application of the moth- 
er, or other person having legal custody of the child and appointed 
to receive the payments, against the obligors in the bond, requir- 
ing them to show cause why the bond should not be forfeited. 
If the payment is not made before the return day of the citation 
and a sufficient cause for default is not shown, judgment shall be 
rendered against them for the amount due and unpaid and the 
costs, for the collection of which execution shall be issued. The 
judgment may be enforced also by garnishment, and the law 
relating to garnishment on a judgment shall apply. 

9. If the father does not give bond for the payment of the 
judgment, the court must sentence him to hard labor for the 
county for one year; but, instead of committing the father to hard 
labor, or as a condition to his release if he has been committed, 
the court may commit him to the custody of a probation officer, 
or other proper person, upon such terms regarding payments and 
personal reports as the court may direct. For any violation of 
the terms imposed, the court may commit or recommit the father 
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for the execution of his sentence. At any time the father gives 
the secrity required, or serves the sentence imposed upon him, 
he shall be discharged from custody, but such discharge shall not 
affect his liability to pay the judgment. 

10. If the child is not born alive, or if being born alive, it dies, 
or if the mother and the father marry each other, and live together 
continuously for a period of one year, the bond shall be voided 
and the judgment vacated upon proof of the facts to the court. 
In such cases as the mother and father do not marry, howover, 
that part of the judgment which pertains to confinement and de- 
livery expenses shall not be vacated and the bond therefor shall 
not be voided. 

11. Every agreement of compromise made with the father by 
the mother or any person acting for either her or the child shall 
be void unless such agreement of compromise is entered into with 
the approval of the court. 

12. The failure of the father, without lawful excuse, to sup- 
port the child or to comply with and carry out a judgment for the 
child’s support. is a misdmeanor, punishable by a fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, or by a term, not exceeding two years, 
at hard labor for the county, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. If, upon a prosecution under the provisions of this Section, 
the defendant pleads guilty or is convicted of the charge, the court 
may commit the defendant to the custody of a probation officer 
as provided in Section 8 instead of committing him for the execu- 
tion of the sentence. [From any judgment of conviction under this 
Section, the defendant may appeal to the circuit court, where the 
trial shall be denovo and by a jury if the defendant demands it: 
Pending such appeal, the defendant shall be required to give bond 
for his appearance at the next session of such court; upon his 
failure to give bond, he shall be committed to jail to await his trial. 
All fines collected shall be applied on account of the judgment for 
the support of the child. 

18. Either party may appeal to the Supreme Court or Court 
of Appeals within thirty days after the rendition of a judgment 
by the circtiit court. If the appeal is taken by the State, no se- 
curity for costs shall be required; if the appeal is taken by the 
father, he must give security, to be approved by the clerk of the 
court, and the names of the sureties certified with the record to 
the appellate court. Execution may issue from such court for the 
costs of the appeal. But, when the father makes affidavit that 
he is unable, after diligent effort, to make the appeal bond, he may 
appeal without any bond. He shall be held or bound, however, 
pending his appeal. 

14. Proceedings under this Act shall not be brought after the 
lapse of two years from the birth of the child unless in the mean- 
time the putative father has acknowledged it in writing, or pa- 
ternity has been established judicially. 

15. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are re- 
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pealed. Title 6 of the 1940 Code and all acts amendatory thereto 
are expressly repealed. But Sections 89-104 of Title 34 of the 
1940 Code shall not be affected by this enactment. 

16. This Act is declared to be severable. Should any section 
or part of it be declared unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect any other section or part. 

17. This Act shall be effective upon its passage.

may not be possible or desirable to comply with the requirements of the 
Federal Law and get these funds, but in any event it is imperative that funds 
be provided to meet the needs above mentioned, and to obtain suitable and 
adequate hospital facilities for this area; and, 

WHEREAS, many civic groups and interested public-spirited citizens 
in Tuscaloosa County and in the City of Tuscaloosa and a special Citizens 
Hospital Committee have determined that a special sales tax and special use 
tax parallelling the State Sales Tax and State Use Tax levied by and under 
sections 752 through 811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama, and amendments thereto, should be levied for the purpose of pro- 
viding such hospital facilities and equipment in the City of Tuscaloosa and 
Tuscaloosa: County, Alabama, by local act provided the levy made, or to be 
made, in Tuscaloosa County by local act for said hospital purposes be only 
fifty percentum of the State levies above mentioned, and these various 
groups have importuned and urged the Tuscaloosa County Delegation in the 
present Legislature to meet this great and urgent hospital need; Therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1: In Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, there is hereby levied, 
in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, and shall be 
collected as herein provided, a privilege or license tax against the person on 
account of the business activities and in the amount to be determined by the 
application of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, as the case may be, 
as follows: (a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged, or con- 
tinuing within Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, in business of selling at retail 
any tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and com- 
modities of every kind and character, (not including, however, bonds or other 
evidences of debt or stocks), an amount equal to one per cent of the gross 
proceeds of sales of the business except where a different amount is ex- 
pressly provided herein. Provided, however, that any person engaging or con- 
tinuing in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax 
required on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such business at the rates 
specified, when his books are kept so ag to show separately the gross proceeds 
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of sales of each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay 
the tax as retailer, on the gross sales of the business. (b) Upon every person, 
firm or corporation engaged, or continuing within Tuscaloosa County, Ala- 
bama, in the business of conducting, or operating places of arhusement or 
entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amusement devices, 
musical devices, theatres, opera houses, moving picture shows, vaudevilles,. 
amusement parks, athletic contests, inclding wrestling matches, prize fights, 
boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball games, (including 
athletic contests conducted by or under the auspices of any educational insti- 
tution, or any athletic association thereof, or other association whether such 
institution or association be denominational, a state, county, or city school, 
or other institution, association or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf 
courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement or 
entertainment is offered to the public or place or places where an admission 
fee is charged, including public bathing places, public dance halls of every 
kind and description, conducted or carried on within Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, an amount equal to one per cent of the gross receipts of any such 
business. (c) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, in the business of selling any auto- 
motive vehicle, an amount equal to one-fourth of one per cent of the gross 
proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle. (d) The tax levied in Section 
One hereof shall be subject to all the exemptions, definitions, proceedings, 
rules, regulations, requirements, provisions, penalties, fines and punishments. 
and deductions set out in Section 752 through Section 786 and Article Ten 
of Chapter 20 to Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, and amendments thereof, 
except where inapplicable or where herein otherwise provided, all of which 
are adopted and made a part hereof by reference, including the provisions 
for the enforcement and collection thereof. 

SECTION 2: (a) In Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, an excise tax is 
hereby imposed on the storage, use or other consumption in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, of tangible personal property purchased at retail on or 
after effective date of this act, for storage, use or consumption in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, at the rate of one per cent of the sales price of such 
property, except as provided in subsection (b) of this section. (b) In Tusca- 
foosa County, Alabama, an excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use 
or other consumption in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, of any automotive 
vehicle purchased at retail on or after the effective date of this Act, for stor- 
age, use or other consumption in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, at the rate 
of one-fourth of one per cent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle. 
Every person storing, using or otherwise consuming in Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for 
the tax imposed hereby, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the 
tax has been paid; provided, however, that a receipt from a retailer main- 
taining a place of business in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, showing the pay- 
ment of said tax shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further lia- 
bility for a tax to which such receipt may refer. (c) The tax levied in Section 
Two hereof shall be subject to all the definitions, exceptions, proceedings, 
requirements, rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, fines, and punishment 
and deductions set out in Section 787 through Section 811 and Article 11 of 
Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, and amendments thereto, 
except where inapplicable or where herein otherwise provided, all of which 
are adopted and made a part hereof by reference, including the provisions 
for the enforcement and collection thereof. 

SECTION 3:: The taxes as herein levied, together with the interest 
and penalties imposed by this act, shall be a lien upon the property of any 
person, firm or corporation due said taxes under the provisions of this act, 
and all of the provisions of the revenue laws of the State of Alabama apply- 
ing to or with reference to the enforcement of liens for license taxes due the 
State of Alabama shall apply fully to the collection of the taxes herein levied, 
and Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa may jointly collect or 
enforce said taxes thereunder and in manner and form therein provided. 
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SECTION 4: The taxes herein levied shall constitute a joint debt due 
Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa and may be collected by civil 
suit in addition to the methods provided by law or herein otherwise provided. 

SECTION 5. The taxes herein levied shall be collected by, and paid to, 
the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County in his official capacity. All reports 
required to be made to the Commissioner of Revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama as to State Sales and Use Taxes under Section 752 through Section 811 
and Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama as 
to such taxes herein levied shall be made to the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, and as to the taxes herein levied the Probate Judge of 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, shail have and exercise the same powers, du- 
ties and obligations as are imposed on the Commissioner of Revenue of the 
State of Alabama by Section 752 through Section 811 and by Articles 10 and 
11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama; and amendments there- 
to, as to State taxes therein levied. 

SECTION 6: The taxes imposed hereby shall be in addition to all 
other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condition precedent to engage 
in any business taxable hereunder in Tuscaloosa County except as herein 
otherwise specifically provided. 

SECTION 7: The taxes herein levied shall be due and collectible at 
the times and manner and as set out in Section 752 through Section 811 and 
in Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, and 
all of the methods and provisions given to the State of Alabama as to the 
collection of said taxes under the provisions of Section 752 through Section 
811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Ala- 
bama, and amendments thereto, are given hereby to Tuscaloosa County and 
the City of Tuscaloosa as to the taxes hereby levied. 

SECTION 8: All revenue arising from the taxes herein levied shall bv 
used exclusively for hospital purposes and for solely the maintenance, opera- 
tion, construction and improvement of public hospital in Tuscaloosa County 
being operated jointly by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County and 
the acquiring of sites therefor, and for no other purpose, and the City of 
Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County are hereby authorized and directed to 
issue and sell interest-bearing warrants, to be known as Druid City Hos- 
pital Revenue Warrants, with principal and interest to be paid solely from 
the funds to be derived from the special taxes herein levied, the proceeds 
thereof to be used for the sole purpose of the construction, equipping and 
improvement of such public hospital in Tuscaloosa County to be jointly 
operated by Tuscaloosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa, and the ac- 
quiring of sites therefor, and not more than eighty per centum (80%) of said 
funds to be derived from the special taxes herein levied may be pledged by 
the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County for the payment of said war- 
rants and interest thereon, with the proviso that said warrants shall not be a 
general obligation of the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County and 
shall not be charged to the Constitutional debt limit of the City of Tusca- 
loosa or of Tuscaloosa County; and provided that said warrants shall not 
be issued for a longer period than thirty years and not more than eighty per 
centum of the revenue to be derived from the taxes herein levied may be 
pledged for the payment of the principal and interest on said warrants. 

SECTION 9: Each taxpaper may comply with the provision of this 
act by filing with the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County, a copy of the 
report made by him to the Commissioner of Revenue of the State of Ala- 
bama and paying to said Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County a sum equal 
to fifty per centum of the amount due the State under Sections 752 through 
Section 811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama and amendments thereto, without making other reports or payments. 

SECTION 10: All laws and parts of laws in conflict with any pro- 
vision of this Act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 11: If any section, clause or provision of this act shall be, 
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or declared to be, invalid, this shall not affect any other section, clause or 
provision hereof not in itself invalid.

NOTICE OF LOCAL BILL 


Notice is hereby given that a local bill affecting Mobile County will be 
introduced at the present session of the Legislature. The bill to be introduced 
is substantially as follows: 

Section 1: Whenever the prosecuting attorney of Mobile County shalt 
present to the Governor his written application for a requisition for the re- 
turn to Mobile County of any person in another state to answer a criminal 
charge in Mobile County, and the Governor shall have granted such applica- 
tion and caused the demand to be issued as authorized by law, it shall be the 
duty of the Treasurer of Mobile County to pay to the sheriff of said county 
a sum reasonably sufficient to effect the extradition. Such sum shall include 
any and all expenses that the sheriff is entitled to receive from the State of 
Alabama in prosecuting said extradition. 

Section 2: It shall be the duty of any governing body of Mobile County 
to set aside and allocate annually from the general fund of the county a sum 
reasonably sufficient to pay the expenses impressed in the preceding section 
which sum shall be kept at a level of not less than $500.00. The Treasurer 
shall disburse said allocated funds in the manner provided herein. 

Section 3: When the sheriff shall have received from the State of Ala- 
bama his expenses lawfully incurred in effecting said extradition, he shall 
immediately reimburse the county treasurer therewith and shall also pay any 
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sum between the amount withdrawn and that received from the State, to the 
end that the entire advance made by the county for said extradition may be 
refunded. 

Section 4: After the State has paid the lawful expenses incurred in any 
extradition proceedings, and the sheriff fails forthwith to refund to the 
county the full amount paid to him by the county to cover such expense, it 
shall be the duty of the county treasurer to deduct from the sheriff’s next 
salary check a sum sufficient to make said repayment in full. The acceptance 
by the sheriff of any money from the county treasurer as an advancement 
for the purpose herein stated shall constitute the authority of the county 
treasurer to make said deduction. The sheriff and his official bond shall both 
be liable for said refund. ; 

Section 5: This Act shall take effect immediately on its lawful enact- 
ment.

Gentlemen: 

In regard to Senate Resolution No. 5%, we respond as follows: 

This court has recognized the differences in population as a 
proper basis of statutory classification in general enactments, 
though at the time of its passage the act may then apply only to 
one political subdivision of the state, just so there is a substantial 
difference in population, the classification is adopted in good faith, 
is reasonably related to the purpose to be effected, and to the dif- 
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ference in population which forms the basis thereof, and is not 
merely arbitrary or a double reclassification. 

And, in respect to determining such classification much is left 
to the legislative discretion and good faith in the exercise thereof 
will be presumed when the constitutionality of the act, vel non, is 
brought under judicial review. 

The following cases, among many others which could be cited, 
are authoritative: McCoy v. Jefferson County, 232 Ala. 651, 169 So. 
304; Dearborn v. Johnson et al., 234 Ala. 84, 173 So. 864; Walden v. 
City of Montgomery, 214 Ala. 409, 108 So. 231; Reynolds v. Collier, 
204 Ala. 88, 85 So. 465; City of Birmingham et al. v. Moore, 27 
So. 2d 869. 

Specifically, as to your inquiry, Sections 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6 are not 
matters of constitutional inquiry but are in the nature of arguments 
and are not the subject of categorical reply. Section 10 is too general 
in character to require a reply (In re Opinion of the Justices, 216 
Ala. 469, 113 So. 584). Our reply therefore is directed to Sections 
5,.%, 8 and 9, which have direct reference to Sections 106 and 45 of 
our State Constitution. 

Our opinion, of course, is ruled by the same principle governing 
decisions of the court in determining the validity of stautory enact- 
ments, and we will not presume against the bill’s validity unless it 
is clear beyond a reasonable doubt that it is violative of organic 
law. As to the bill in question, as regards the inquiries propounded, 
we are not so convinced. 

We may, of course, judicially know that presently the only 
county to be affected by the proposed act is Jefferson County but 
this fact will not affect its validity as a general law, the essential 
characteristics noted above inhering. The classification adopted is 
reasonably related to the act’s apparent purpose and there is a sub- 
stantial difference in population. Knowing the population growth of 
some of the larger counties of the state, we think it reasonable to 
assume that there will be others which will eventually come under 
the act and become affected by its terms, 

As was observed in the Walden case, supra, “it is not sufficient 
that a suspicion arise that the act rests alone upon consideration of 
local needs, and we are not to ‘look beyond the act itself for 
motives.’ Crenshaw v. Joseph, supra.” (214 Ala., 411) The legis- 
lature, in fixing the classification for the purposes of this particular 
act may, among other things, very properly consider the fact that 
in counties of such population there is a larger load of traffic with 
the consequent deterioration of the roads and bridges, and the 
necessity for more revenue for upkeep. 

In fine, our conclusion is that, passed as a general law, the pro- 
posed bill in adopting the stated classification is not repugnant 
to Section 106 of the Constitution. 

As to your several questions regarding the duties imposed on 
the respective officials, it is permissible that such additional duties 
be added to the incumbent in office without the amendment of any 
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particular act or offending the mentioned sections of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Neither do we view the bill as violative of Section 45 in the 
respect inquired about. The duties imposed on the respective offi- 
cials for the execution of the provisions of the proposed act relate 
to administrative detail and need not be specified in the title, which 
may be general in character and need not embody every clause of 
the statute. It suffices if the various clauses are all referable and 
cognate to the subject expressed. “‘And when the subject is ex- 
pressed in general terms, every thing which is necessary to make a 
complete enactment in regard to it, or which results as a comple- 
ment of the thought contained in the general expression, is in- 
cluded in, and authorized by it.’ (75 Ala. 533, 536); Yeilding et al. 
v. State ex rel. Wilkmson, 232 Ala. 292, 167 So. 580; State ex rel. 
Ward v. Henry, 224 Ala. 224, 189 So. 278; Swindle, County Treas., 
v. State ex rel. Pruitt, Probation Officer, 225 Ala. 247, 143 So. 198; 
Lee v. State, 227 Ala. 2, 150 So. 164; Alabama State Bridge Cor- 
poration et al. v. Smith, 217 Ala. 311, 314, 116 So. 695; First Nat. 
Bank of Eutaw v. Smith, 217 Ala. 482, 484, 117 So. 38. See, also, 
authorities collected in Mayfield’s Constitution, page 119.”—-Hous- 
ton County v. Covington, 233 Ala. 606, 609, 172 So. 882. 

Finally, responding to Section 5 of your inquiry, we note that 
the mentioned Code sections (Sections 865 et seq., Title 51, Code 
1940) with reference to the Commissioner of Licenses of Jefferson 
County cannot be classified as a local statute. The statute was 
passed originally as a general law (General Acts 1931, pages 522 
et seq.; State ex rel. Ward v. Henry, 224 Ala. 224, 189 So. 278 [17]) 
and was carried as a general law in the codification of 1940.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a Hospital Board in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, to be known 
as the Druid City Hospital Board and to provide for its officers, fix its num- 
ber, authorize and regulate its proceedings, prescribe its duties and qualifi- 
cations and terms of office of its members; to authorize the said Druid City 
Hospital Board to acquire suitable sites therefor and to build, construct, equip, 
alter, change, operate, maintain and supervise said hospital owned and to be 
owned jointly by the County of Tuscaloosa and the City of Tuscaloosa, for 
the reception, treatment and care of the sick, wounded and infirm and of peo-’ 
ple in need of hospital care in Tuscaloosa County; to provide for the appoint- 
ment of the members of said Druid City Hospital Board and of their succes- 
sors and to provide for their removal and the appointment of their successors; 
to provide that said Hospital Board shall serve without compensation and to 
provide for the reception, treatment and care of the sick, wounded and infirm 
and of people in need of hospital treatment and care in said Druid City Hos- 
pital, which hospital shall be a non-profit institution operated mainly for 
charity; to provide that said Druid City Hospital Board shall supersede all 
other boards and shall have, take and exercise complete possession, dominion, 
charge, control and direction of all the assets, property, personnel and income 
of said hospital and may maintain suits for the recovery of all debts and obli- 
gations to, and property of, said Druid City Hospital and to provide for the 
repeal of laws contrary hereto and the effective date hereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1: That there is hereby created a Hospital Board in Tusca- 
loosa County, Alabama, to be known as the Druid City Hospital Board, which 
Hospital Board is empowered to contract and be contracted with, and to ac- 
quire suitable sites therefor and to build, construct, equip, alter, change, main- 
tain, operate and supervise a public general hospital owned, and to be own- 
ed, jointly by the County of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and the City of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, to be known as the Druid City Hospital, including the Druid City 
Hospital now being operated and maintained, for the reception, treatment and 
care of the sick, wounded and infirm and of people in need of hospital treat- 
ment and care. Said Druid City Hospital Board shall make such rules and 
regulations as are necessary or desirable for the proper operation of said hos- 
pital and the admission and conduct of doctors, physicians and surgeons, pa- 
tients and others in said hospital and fix and regulate the duties and conduct 
of its officers, agents and employees and determine the number and remunera- 
tion thereof. Monthly reports of its operations and financial standing and 
affairs shall be duly made to the Druid City Hospital Board. 

SECTION 2: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created shall be 
composed of nine members, two of whom shall be appointed by the governing 
body of Tuscaloosa County, two of whom shall be appointed by the governing 
body of the City of Tuscaloosa, two of whom shall be appointed by the Tusca- 
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loosa County Medical Society from among their membership, one of whom 
shall be appointed by the governing body of the City of Northport, and one 
of them shall be appointed by each Circuit Judge of Tuscaloosa County, and 
all of whom shall be qualified electors of Tuscaloosa County. Such members 
of said Hospital Board shall be appointed immediately after this act becomes 
a law, and those first appointed by the governing bodies of the City of Tusca- 
loosa and the City of Northport shall serve for a period of one year from the 
first day of the first month after this law becomes effective, those first ap- 
pointed by the governing body of Tuscaloosa County and the Presiding Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County shall serve for a period of two 
years from the first day of the first month after this law becomes effective 
and those first appointed by the Tuscaloosa County Medical Society and any 
other Judge of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County shall serve for a pe- 
riod of three years from the first day of the first month after this law becomes 
effective, and each of their successors shall serve for a period of three years 
from the expiration of the terms above fixed so that the terms of three mem- 
bers of said Board shall expire each year, and each member shall serve until 
his successor is duly appointed and qualifies. The term of each member of 
said Druid City Hospital Board shall thereafter be three years. The authori- 
ties hereinabove designated to appoint such members shall appoint the succes- 
sors of each member upon the expiration of his term. 

The members of such Druid City Hospital Board shall serve without com- 
pensation and shall be chosen because of their character and fitness, and no 
person shall be appointed or elected to this Hospital Board who is in any 
way subject to the authority of the Hospital Board or who is a member of the 
Governing Board of the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County or em- 
ployed by them. In the event of a vacancy in the membership of said Hos- 
pital Board created hereby the appointing authority originally appointing such 
member who has ceased to be a member shall fill such vacancy for the un- 
expired term. The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created shall meet 
monthly on the first Thursday in each month and at such other times as the 
board may direct. No motion or resolution shall be adopted without the con- 
currence of the majority of the whole board. The rules generally adopted by 
deliberative bodies for their government shall be observed by said Druid City 
Hospital Board unless said Hospital Board shall determine otherwise. 

SECTION 3: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created shall on 
the first day of the first month after this act becomes law supersede any and 
all other Boards heretofore appointed or elected for the government or control 
of said Druid City Hospital, now being operated jointly by the City of Tusca- 
loosa and Tuscaloosa County, and the Hospital Board created hereby shall im- 
mediately thereafter take, exercise and have complete possession, dominion, 
charge, control and direction of all the assets, property, personnel and income 
of said Druid City Hospital now being operated jointly by the City of Tusca- 
loosa and Tuscaloosa County, as well as any other hospital erected or main- 
tained by said Druid City Hospital Board, and said Hospital Board hereby 
created may maintain suits for the recovery of all debts and obligations due 
to, and property and other assets of, said Druid City Hospital, and the pro- 
eae te qieeon and do all other things necessary to operate and maintain said 

ospital. 

SECTION 4: It is the aim of this act to provide a Hospital Board of 
patriotic citizens actuated by humanitarian outlook and interest who shall 
serve for the common good without compensation and at the same time to 
create a Hospital Board so selected as to be as free as possible from politics 
and selfish interests who will maintain and operate ample and suitable hos- 
pital facilities for the sick and suffering in a scientific and economical way, 
and all appointing authorities will bear this in mind in the choice and selection 
of members of the Druid City Hospital Board. 

SECTION 5: The Hospital Board hereby created may form an Execu- 
tive Committee and Building Committee and direct, authorize and empower 
said Executive Committee and Building Committee to do and perform such 
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acts as said Hospital Board may determine toward the construction of a new 
hospital and the acquiring of sites therefor and to act for said Hospital Board 
as to any other matters and things it may determine and may confer such 
powers and authority on said Executive Committee or Building Committee as 
said Druid City Hospital Board may determine from time to time to confer 
and the powers and authority and duty of said Executive Committee or Build- 
ing Committee may from time to time be restricted, altered, changed or en- 
larged as the Druid City Hospital Board may determine. Other committees 
may be also created and their duties, power, and authority defined and fixed 
by said Hospital Board from time to time. Said Hospital Board hereby cre- 
ated is also authorized to hire and engage a suitable number of employees, 
nurses, architects and others to construct, maintain and operate said hospital. 

SECTION 6: That said Druid City Hospital shall ever be operated and 
maintained as a non-profit public general hospital where needy people who 
are unable to pay for hospitalization, as well as those who are able to pay 
therefor, may have and receive medical and hospital care, attention and treat- 
ment, and said hospital: shall never be operated for gain or profit, and those 
who are able to pay shall pay reasonable charges and fees for care, attention 
and treatment in said hospital; provided that all amounts received from pay 
patients shall be applied to defraying the expenses and costs of the operation 
and maintenance of said Druid City Hospital and that neither the City of 
Tuscaloosa nor Tuscaloosa County shall ever get or receive.or have inure to 
ibaa ony profit or gain from said hospital or the operation or maintenance 
thereof. 

SECTION 7: That said Druid City Hospital Board hereby created shall 
receive and may receipt for all taxes levied or collected for said Druid City 
Hospital and may accept charitable gifts and trusts to be used for the chari- 
table hospital purposes hereinabove fixed. 

ECTION 8: That in addition to charity patients provided for by the 
Hospital Board other indigent patients in Tuscaloosa County needing hospital- 
ization may be admitted to said Druid City. Hospital upon certificate issued by 
either the governing body of Tuscaloosa County or of the City of Tuscaloosa 
with the further proviso that said City of Tuscaloosa or County of Tuscaloosa 
so issuing said certificate shall be required to pay all hospital fees and charges 
for such patients as may be admitted to such hospital on their respective cer- 
tificates and shall make due appropriation therefor. 

SECTION 9: That after said Hospital Board is appointed, as herein 
provided, it shall elect one of its members as Chairman, another as Vice- 
Chairman and another as Secretary, and shall do this annually thereafter and 
whenever a vacancy occurs. It shall be the duty of the Chairman, and in the 
absence of the Chairman of the Vice-Chairman, to preside at all meetings of 
said Hospital Board, and to call the Hospital Board together when requested 
by a majority of the members thereof, and when in his discretion he deems it 
necessary or advisable and to do and perform such other duties as may be 
prescribed by said Hospital Board. 

SECTION 10: Said Hospital Board created hereby is authorized and 
empowered to adopt reasonable rules and regulations for the conduct of said 
hospital and of the patients, student nurses, nurses, doctors, employees and 
all others therein, and to fix and determine and prescribe who shall be per- 
mitted to nurse and prescribe and treat and care for patients in said hospital 
and practice as nurses, doctors, physicians and surgeons in said Druid City 
Hospital, and said Board is authorized and empowered to conduct nurses 
training and to train nurses in said Druid City Hospital and to select and su- 
pervise selection of those to be admitted and trained therein and thereto, and 
is authorized to employ all managers, supervisors, nurses and others to carry 
on the operation of, and to operate, said hospital and to fix their hours, du- 
ties, tenure and compensation and terminate their employment, and do alt 
other things needful to carry on a general hospital in Tuscaloosa County for 
the care and treatment of human beings. 

SECTION 11: That a member of said Hospital Board may be removed 
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from office for the same causes and by the same procedure as provided by law 
for the removal or impeachment of members of the governing body of the 
City of Tuscaloosa. 

SECTION 12: All personal property, accounts receivable, monies, bonds, 
mortgages, choses in action and other assets now held by the City of Tusca- 
loosa or by Tuscaloosa County for hospital purposes shall forthwith pass to 
the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby. All real estate now owned 
or hereafter acquired by the City of Tuscaloosa County for hospital purposes 
may be sold by the City of Tuscaloosa or by the County of Tuscaloosa, when 
requested in writing by the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby to do 
so, and the Governing Board of the City of Tuscaloosa and the Governing 
Board of Tuscaloosa County are authorized and empowered to sell and convey, 
and to make and execute good and sufficient title to, any such real estate now 
or hereafter held by either of them for hospital purposes, with the proviso 
that the full proceeds therefrom shall be used for hospital purposes under the 
direction and control of the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby, but 
no purchaser of said real estate shall be obligated or required to trace said 
funds or to see that said purchase price therefor is used for hospital purposes. 

SECTION 13: The City of Tuscaloosa and the County of Tuscaloosa 
are hereby authorized to contribute and make appropriations to the Druid City 
Hospital to be operated by the Druid City Hospital Board herein created. 

SECTION 14: The Druid City Hospital Board created hereby is hereby 
authorized to do all things necessary to qualify said Druid City Hospital as 
a member of recognized national hospital associations and to meet the re- 
quirements of the American Medica] Association or other standard rating and 
inspection agencies for hospitals and for this purpose may carry on necessary 
training programs and otherwise so operate and maintain said hospital as to 
qualify said Druid City Hospital as a Grade “A” general hospital. 

SECTION 15: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created is, and is 
to be, taken, treated and construed as, an agency of Tuscaloosa County and 
the City of Tuscaloosa to construct, equip, carry on, maintain and operate a 
general public hospital mainly for charity in manner and form permitted and 
authorized by law, and the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby shall 
have all the immunities, powers, rights and authority inhering in, or conferred 
upon, hospitals operated by the several counties of Alabama under the law of 
Alabama. Certain State and Federal Legislation with reference to hospitals 
has already been passed, and other legislation or programs are, and are to be, 
projected, providing for State and Federal aid to hospitals, and for the creation 
or establishment of county and regional hospitals in Alabama, and the Druid 
City Hospital Board created. hereby, if they determine it desirable so to do, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to accept such aid, or any part thereof, 
and to qualify the Druid City Hospital as one of such hospitals, either on a 
county or regional basis, or both, and is specifically authorized and empowered 
to do all things necessary to qualify said Druid City Hospital under said laws 
and under such programs. 

SECTION 16: If£ any section, clause or provision of this Act shall be, 
or declared to be, invalid, this shall not affect any other section, clause or 
provision hereof not in itself invalid. 

SECTION 17: That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or otherwise becoming law.

Section Two: When used in this Act.—(a) The term “person” means 
and includes every natural person, firm, corporation, club, partnership, 
company, trustee, agency, or association, of any agent, servant, employee, or 
officer thereof, singular or plural. (b) The term “distributor” and the term 
“seller’ each shall mean and include any person, as the word “person” is 
herein defined, who is engaged in the business of selling, distributing, de- 
livering, storing, or taking out of storage, malt or brewed beverages, as the 
words “malt or brewed beverages” are herein defined, within the county; pro- 
vided, however, the terms “distributor” and “seller” shall not mean and 
include the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board nor the members, 
officers, or employees thereof while engaged in the performance of their 
duties under the Alabama Beverage Control Act, nor any liquor store or 
warehouse, established, operated and maintained by the said Alabama Alco- 
holic Beverage Control Board under said Act. (c) All words and phrases 
which are not hereinabove specifically defined, and which are defined in the 
Alabama Beverage Control Act, shall, unless the context hereof plainly 
shows a different meaning, be given the meaning ascribed to them in said 
Alabama Beverage Control Act. For such purpose Section 1 of Title 29 of 
the 1940 Code of Alabama, except insofar as said Section may be in conflict 
with the definition herein prescribed, is hereby adopted and made a part of 
this Act as effectually as if herein set out in full. 

Section Three: (a) Every distributor or seller of malt or brewed bev- 
erages shall, in addition to all other taxes and licenses now imposed by law, 
pay a license tax to Mobile County, and a license tax is hereby fixed and 
created which shall be a sum and amount equal to two cents on each twelve 
fluid ounces or fractional part thereof of malt or brewed beverages sold, 
distributed, delivered, stored, or taken out of storage within the county; pro- 
vided, however, that where the additional license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a distributor or seller of malt or brewed bev- 
erages, such payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that such license 
tax hereby required to be paid shall be paid but once on the same identical 
“beverage; provided further, however, that any distributor or seller, in order 
to be exempt under this provision, shall first comply with the provisions of 
sub-section (b) of this section. (b) Any distributor, or seller of malt or 
brewed beverages, selling, distributing, delivering, storing, or taking out of 
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storage malt or brewed beverages purchased from any other distributor or 
seller of malt or brewed beverages who has paid the license tax thereon as 
fixed in sub-section (a) of this section shall not be required to pay such 
license; provided, however, that in order to obtain such exemption such 
distributor or seller claiming such exemption must, on or before the 15th day 
of the first full month after the effective date hereof, and on or before the 
15th day of each and every calendar month thereafter, file with the License 
Commissioner of the county, a written statement, sworn to and subscribed 
by such distributor or seller, claiming exemption, showing the name and 
address of such distributor or seller, each and every purchase, receipt or 
procurement of malt or brewed beverages made by such distributor or seller 
during the calendar month next preceding, together with the name and 
address of the distributor, seller, or other person from whom purchased, re- 
ceived, or procured, and the brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the 
quantity of each brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the size and kind 
of containers of each brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the date or 
dates on which purchased, received, or procured, and the disposition thereof 
by such distributor or seller claiming the exemption; such statement to be 
made in form prescribed by the Licenes Inspector. (c) Each and every 
distributor or seller of malt or brewed beverages, except such as claim and 
obtain exemption under the provisions of subdivision (b) of this section, shall 
on or before the 15th day of the first full month after the effective date 
hereof, and on or before the 15th day of each and every month thereafter, file 
with the License Commissioner and License inspector of the county, on 
forms prescribed by the License Inspector, a written statement, sworn to and 
subscribed by such distributor or seller, showing the name and address of 
such distributor or seller, each and every purchase, receipt or procurement of 
malt or brewed beverages made by such distributor or seller during the cal- 
endar month next preceding, together with the name and address of the 
distributor, seller or other person from whom purchased, received, or pro- 
cured, the brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the quantity of each 
brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the size and kind of containers of 
each brand of such malt or brewed beverages, the date or dates on which 
purchased, received, or procured; and which also shall contain a detailed, 
itemized statement showing the name and address of each and every dis- 
tributor, or seller, or other person, to whom any malt or brewed beverages 
are sold, distributed or delivered by such distributor or seller, together with 
the quantity of each brand of malt or brewed beverages, sold, distributed 
or delivered to each, the size and kind of containers to each brand of such 
malt or brewed beverages, and the date or dates on which sold, distributed or 
delivered; and any distributor or seller failing, refusing, or omitting to file 
such statements as herein prescribed shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
each day that such default continues shall constitute a separate offense (d) 
The license herein fixed and prescribed in sub-section (a) of this section 
shall and must be paid by each person against whom the same is levied, or 
who is liable or subject to such license under the provisions hereof, on or 
before the 15th day of each calendar month, at the time of filing the state- 
ment required by sub-section (c) of this section, which license shall be based 
on the sale, distribution, delivery, storage and taking out of storage of malt or 
brewed beverages, during the calendar month next preceding; and any person 
failing, refusing or omitting to pay such license within the time herein pre- 
scribed shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and each day such default con- 
tinues shall constitute a separate offense, and in addition to the other penal- 
ties herein provided for, there shall be added to such license tax a penalty 
of twenty percentum of the amount thereof for such delinquency, said penalty 
to be paid to the License Inspector, and by him paid into the treasury of the 
county for use as hereinafter set out. 

Section Four: It shall be unlawful for any distributor, or seller, or any 
person having no place of business within the county to make any sale, dis- 
tribution, or delivery of malt or brewed beverages within the county without 
first having obtained a permit to do so from the License Commissioner of the 
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county; and such person, distributor, or seller shall be liable for and subject 
to the license tax fixed and specified in Section 3 of this Act; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing contained in this section or in any other part of this Act 
shall authorize any sale, distribution, or delivery of malt, or brewed bev- 
erages within the county if such sale, distribution, or delivery is prohibited 
by any other laws of this State. 

Section Five: It shall be unlawful and shall constitute a misdemeanor 
for any distributor or seller to engage or to continue in business at such 
distributor or seller at any time when he is in default in the payment of 
the license tax required to be paid by this Act; and each day during which 
a distributor or seller, then in default of said license tax, shall engage in 
such business shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section Six: None of the provisions of this Act shall apply to acts or 
transactions which constitute interstate commerce, nor shall any provision 
hereof apply to United States or other Government business. 

Section Seven: It shall be unlawful for any person to act as agent, serv- 
ant or employee for any distributor or seller who is delinquent in the pay- 
ment of the license tax required by this Act to be paid, in engaging in or 
assisting in carrying on the business for which the distributor or seller is 
required to pay such license tax, and each day such agent, servant or em- 
ployee shall engage in or assist in carrying on such business shall constitute 
a separate offense. 

Section Eight: (a) It shall be the duty of any person subject to the 
license tax imposed by this Act to keep full and complete records of all 
purchases, sales, receipts, inventories and of all other matters from which the 
correct amount of license tax to which such person is subject may be as- 
certained; and in the event that such person shall discontinue his business, 
he shall not destroy or dispose of such records until he shall have given the 
License Commissioner and the License Inspector of the county thirty days 
notice in writing of his intent to destroy or dispose of such records. The 
failure of such person to keep such records, or his destruction or disposition 
of such records without giving such notice, shall constitute a misdemeanor. 
(b) Upon demand by the License Commissioner or his authorized deputy, 
auditor or representative, or by the License Inspector of the county, it shall 
be the duty of any such person subject to the license tax imposed by this 
Act to furnish such demanding person, without delay, all such information as 
may be required for determination of the correct amount of license tax to 
which such person is subject, and to that end it shall be the duty of such 
person to submit to such demanding person, for inspection and examina- 
tion, during reasonable hours, at such person’s place of business within the 
county, all books of accounts, invoices, papers, reports, memoranda, contain- 
ing entries showing the amount of purchases, sales, receipts, inventories, and 
any other information from which the correct amount of license tax to which 
such person is subject may be determined including exhibition of bank de- 
posit books and bank statements; and any person failing or refusing to sub- 
mit such records for such inspection and examination upon such demand, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. (c) If any person subject to the provisions 
of this Act does not have in such person’s control or possession, within the 
county, true and intelligible books of account, invoices, papers, reports or 
memoranda correctly showing the data and information necessary for de- 
termination of the correct amount of the license tax due, or if, having in such 
person’s possession or under such person’s control such books, invoices, 
‘papers, reports and memoranda, such person shall fail or refuse to submit and 
exhibit the same for inspection and examination as herein required, then, in 
either event, it shall be the duty of the License Inspector of the county to 
‘ascertain, from such information and data as he may reasonably obtain, the 
correct amount of license tax due from such person, and to assess the same 
against such person and to give such person notice of said assessment and to 
-demand of such person immediate payment of the amount of such license 
tax if the amount of the license tax so ascertained and demanded is not paid 
within 10 days after receipt of notice of the assessment and demand for pay- 
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ment thereof, then, so long as said amount remains unpaid it shall be un- 
lawful, and shall constitute a misdemeanor, for the person to engage in 
business as a distributor or seller, and each day’s engagement in such business 
shall constitute a separate offense. (d) It shall be unlawful for any person 
connected with the administration of this Act to divulge any information ob- 
tained by him in the course of the inspection and examination of the books, 
invoices, reports, papers, or memoranda of the license taxpayer made pur- 
suant to the provisions hereof, except to a person thereunto duly authorized 
by the governing body of a municipality of such county or to the License 
Commissioner, the county attorney, the License Inspector or others con- 
nected with the administration of this Act, or unless required under pro- 
ceedings or orders of any competent court. 

Section Nine: It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly or will- 
fully make or exhibit any false written affidavit, certificate or statement as to 
the amount of stock on hand or volume of gross receipts, revenues or busi- 
ness done, or as to any other fact, and to file such affidavit or statement 
with or exhibit the same to the License Commissioner, the License Inspector, 
or any employee of the county for the purpose of defrauding the county by 
avoiding the payment of the license tax required to be paid by this Act. 

Section 10. The license tax required to be paid by this Act shall be 
paid to the License Commissioner who shall in turn pay the same to the 
County Treasurer. The County Treasurer shall, in turn, pay the same when 
received by him to the public body corporate, by whatever name called, 
which is entrusted and burdened with the operation, management and control 
of the public schools of Mobile County. 

Section Eleven: Any person violating any of the provisions of this Act, 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine or not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) and may also be sentenced to hard labor for the county for 
not exceeding six months, either or both. It shall be the duty of the License 
Commissioner to receive the License tax herein levied and to make distribu- 
tion as herein provided. It shall be the duty of the License Inspector to en- 
force the provisions of this Act and to check the books, records, etc. of any 
such person subject to the license imposed by this Act, and to furnish the 
necessary report forms, for the person subject to the license tax imposed by 
this Act, on which to make his monthly report to the License Commissioner 
and License Inspector, the expense of furnishing said forms to be paid for 
out of the general treasury of the county. 

Section Twelve: If, for any reason, any clause, sentence, sub-section or 
section, or provision of this Act, or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstance is held invalid or inoperative, the remainder of the Act and the 
application thereof to any other person and circumstances shall not be af- 
fected thereby. 

Section Thirteen: This Act shall become effective ten days after its 
passage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law and 
this Act shall apply to the sale, distribution, delivery, storage and taking 
from storage of malt or brewed beverages within the County on, from and 
after the effective date hereof.

Section 1 of Act 89, approved July 7, 1947, which fixes the compensation 
of the sheriff of Montgomery County and provides for help and assistants 
and other expense in the office of the sheriff, is amended to read: “The sheriff 
of Montgomery County shall be paid an annual salary of four thousand dol- 
lars ($4,000) net, in lieu of all other compensation, fees, and emoulments, ex- 
cept as is otherwise provided in this Act, and the sheriff shall be allowed the 
sum of forty-six thousand and two hundred dollars ($46,200) per annum for 
help and assistants as follows: one chief deputy at thirty-six hundred ($3,600) 
per annum; eleven deputies at three thousand dollars ($3,000) per annum; 
one warden at three thousand and three hundred dollars ($3,300) per annum; 
two wardens at twenty-four hundred dollars ($2,400) per annum; and one 
attorney at one thousand and five hundred dollars ($1,500) per annum. In 
addition, the sheriff shall be allowed the further sum of twenty-five hundred 
dollars ($2,500) per annum, in equal monthly installments, for his ex officio 
services and for his attendance upon sessions of the juvenile court or courts 
of like jurisdiction. in the county.

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SIGNING OF SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 


The President of the Senate, in the presence of the Senate, 
alter the reading thereof at length had been dispensed with by a 
two-thirds vote of a quorum of the Senate present, and immediately 
after its title had been publicly read at length by the Secretary 
of the Senate, signed the foregoing Senate Joint Resolution; the 
title of which is set out in the foregoing report from the Com- 
mittee on Finrolled Bills. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of districts bills were introduced, severally read 
one time and referred to appropriate standing committees, as fol- 
lows: 


By Mr. Patton: 

S. 425. To establish a pension and retirement system for 
patrol employees of the State Highway Patrol; creating a spe- 
cial fund to be known as the State Patrol Retirement Fund; pro- 
viding for the composition, dedication and allocation of said fund; . 
and creating a State Highway Patrol Retirement Board to 
administer the disbursement of said fund; and repealing conflict- 
ing laws.

By Mr. Hooton: 

S. 426. To provide and submit to the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama, at the next general election, an amendment to 
the Constitution, prescribing the number of Senators in the State 
Senate, such amendment to be known as Article XXB of the Con- 
stitution of Aiabama. 


The above bill was read a first time at length, as required by 
the Constitution. 


By Mr. Harvey:

such bonds and for the retirement thereof; and to provide for 
the distribution of the proceeds of the sale of such bonds; and to 
order an election by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
upon such proposed amendment to be held on Tuesday, the ninth 
day of February, 1948, which day is after the expiration of three 
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months from and after the final adjournment of this regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


“Notice is hereby given of intention to apply for the passage of a local 
law for Cullman County at the 1947 regular session of the legislature of Ala- 
bama which convened on the first Tuesday in May, The subject of which 
local law is as follows:” 

Relating to Cullman County; providing further for the establishment, 
construction and maintenance of public roads and bridges in Cullman County; 
abolishing the Board of Revenue and the office of Road and Bridge Commis- 
sioner of Cullman County and creating a Board of County Commissioners in 
lieu thereof; and providing for the appointment of a County Engineer. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The governing body of Cullman County shall be known as the 
Board of County Commissioners, which body is hereby created in lieu of the 
Board of Revenue of Cullman County established by Act No. 357, Local Acts 
of 1939, Page 244, which became a law on September 14, 1939, under Section 
125 of the Constitution, and the office of Road and Bridge Commissioner of 
Cullman County created by Act No. 30, Local Acts of 1939, Page 13, approved 
February 15, 1939. The Board of Revenue of Cullman County is hereby 
abolished as of the expiration of the present terms of office of the incumbent 
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chairman and associate members thereof, and the office of Road and Bridge 
Commissioner of Cullman County is hereby abolished effective immediately. 
Until the expiration of the present terms of the incumbent chairman and 
associate members of the Board of Revenue of Cullman County, they shall 
continue to exercise all of the duties and powers conferred upon them by law 
which are not in conflict with the provisions of this Act, and thereafter all 
such duties and powers shall be exercised by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners hereby created. 

Section 2. The Board of County Commissioners shall be a court of rec- 
ord; it shall have all the jurisdiction, power, and authority of courts of county 
commissioners; and, except as herein otherwise provided, it shall have the 
same jurisdiction and authority and perform the same duties as the abolished 
Board of Revenue and the abolished office of Road and Bridge Commis- 
sioner. 

Section 3. The Board of County Commissioners shall be composed of a 
chairman and four associate commissioners, all of whom shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of Cullman County at the general election to be held in 
November, 1948, and every four years thereafter. The chairman and the as- 
sociate members each shall be qualified electors of and reside in the county; 
each associate member shall be a resident of the district which he represents. © 
The chairman and each commissioner shall hold office for four years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following his election, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. Immediately after the ef- 
fective date of this act, the Governor shall appoint a chairman and four as- 
sociate commissioners to hold office until their successors are elected in 
1948. 

Section 4. For the purpose of this Act, Cullman County shall be divided 
into five road districts, and the associate commissioners shall be residents of, 
nominated by, appointed for, and shall represent districts; the chairman shall 
represent District No. 1, but he shall be nominated and elected by the voters 
of the county at large. District No. 1 shall be composed of beats one, thirty, 
and thirty-three; District No. 2 shall be composed of beats eighteen, nineteen, 
twenty, twenty-one, twenty-two, twenty-three, twenty-eight and thirty-two; 
District No. 3 shall be composed of beats two, three, four, five, six, twenty- 
four, twenty-five, twenty-seven and thirty-one; District No. 4 shall be com- 
posed of beats seven, eight, nine, ten, eleven, twelve, and twenty-six; Dis- 
trict No. 5 shall be composed of beats thirteen, fourteen, fifteen, sixteen, 
seventeen and twenty-nine. 

Section 5. (a) with respect to the establishment, construction, repair, 
and maintenance, or the changing or discontinuance of roads and bridges, the 
chairman and associate commissioners each shall have power, and it shall be 
his duty: 

(1) To prepare and submit a budget to the Board, at its first meeting 
of October in each year, for work and construction to be done in his district 
in the ensuing year. 

(2) To employ and discharge county road-and-bridge employees for his 
district; however, he shall not have authority to discharge any employee ex- 
cept for cause, and any discharged employee shall have the right to appeal his 
discharge to the Board. 

(3) To keep and maintain necessary time books for making payrolls, 
which shall be submitted to the chairman for approval and payment. 

(4) To report to the Board at each of its meeting days, and give a writ- 
ten report each month, on the condition of county roads and bridges under his 
supervision. 

(5) To issue purchase orders for emergency purchases, not to exceed 
fifty dollars ($50) in amount in any one month, from an order book to be kept 
and held by him, said orders to be made out in triplicate, the original to be 
forwarded to the seller, the duplicate to be turned into the Board each month 
and the triplicate to remain in the order book. When the order book is ex- 
hausted, it shall be turned over to the chairman, who shail keep it for the next 
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audit. All other purchases shall be made and ordered at a regular or special 
meeting of the Board with a majority present in open court. In making pur- 
chases, it shall be the duty of the Board to cooperate with the Division of 
Purchases and Stores of the State Department of Finance and to comply with 
the requirements of Section 106 of Title 55 of the 1940 Code regarding the 
making of reports of purchases for the county. 

(b) With the office of the County Engineer, the Board of County Com- 
missioners shall plan the establishment, construction, repair, and maintenance, 
or the changing or discontinuance of roads and bridges, wherever possible 
and practicable without regard to disrict or beat, lines or boundaries. 

(c) In addition to the foregoing, the chairman shall make up all pay- 
rolls and shall have general superintendence and control of the county’s shops. 
The chairman and each associate commissioner shall be provided a pick-up 
truck at the expense of the county for his official use in and about the trans- 
action of the county business. 

Section 6. The Board shall employ a county engineer and fix his salayy 
and term of employment. The engineer shall hold no other office or employ- 
ment and shall devote his entire time to the duties of his office. He shall be 
qualified to practice engineering and surveying in Alabama and shall have 
had not less than three years’ experience in the construction and maintenance 
of highways. The engineer shall be required to execute bond with good and 
sufficient sureties in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5000), which bond 
Hee be payable to Cullman County and be conditioned as other official 

onds., 

Section 7. The chairman of the board shall receive an annual salary of 
three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600), payable in equal monthly in- 
stallments from the general fund of the county. Each associate commis- 
sioner shall receive an annual salary of two thousand four hundred dollars 
($2,400), payable in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the 
county. Salaries paid to the chairman and commissioner shall be in lieu of 
all other compensation for the performance of their duties. 

Section 8. Regular meetings of the board shall be held on the first and 
third Mondays in each month, and any three members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

A ica 9. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are re- 
pealed. 

Section 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of it is 
declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 

Section 11. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

ments as members thereof, shall thereafter remain and continue in their 
respective employments of said City during good behavior, efficiency, and 
obedience to such reasonable rules and regulations as may, from time to 
time, be prescribed by the civil service board, which is herein provided for, 
and as is hereafter provided. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
prevent or preclude the removal of any officer or member of either of said 
Departments by the civil service board in the manner hereafter prescribed. 

2. Definitions: With reference to the Police Department the following 
definition shall apply as used herein: The word “patrolman” as used herein 
shall mean and apply to all motorcycle officers, drivers of automobiles used 
by the Police Department, and all other members of the Police Department 
below the grade of sergeant but shalf not include detectives. The word 
“officer” as used herein shall mean and apply to all members of the Police 
Department of the grade of sergeant, detective, captain, assistant chief of 
police, and the chief of police. The words “members of the Police Depart- 
ment” shall mean and include all officers, patrolmen, and detectives, and’ 
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wardens, if detailed to warden’s duty from the ranks of patrolman or 
officers. With reference to the Fire Department the following definitions 
shall apply as used herein: The words “members of the Fire Department,” 
or “members of the Fire Departments’, as used here in shall mean and 
include the chief of the Fire Department, assistant chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, captains, lieutenants, engineers, assistant engineers, and firemen and 
all others who are regularly carried on the pay roll of such Fire Departments 
except hostlers and helpers; and in addition to those sepecifically named 
hereinbefore as members of said Departments, such others as such board 
may find and designate to properly be such members, respectively. 

3. Selection of board: In each year the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Florence, Alabama, shall appoint one persoii as the successor to the 
member of said civil service board whose term shall expire that year. Such 
person so appointed shall hold office for a term of three years from and 
including the first Tuesday after the first Monday of April of said year and 
until his successor shall be appointed and qualify for office. Appointments to 
fill vacancies on said board shall be for the unexpired term. Any member of 
said board whose term shall expire shall be eligible to reappointment. Two 
members of said board shall constitute a quorum. No person shall be eligible 
to be a member of said civil service board who shall not, at the time of his 
appointment, be over twenty-five years of age and an actual resident in and 
a qualified voter of such City. No person shall be eligible to be a member 
of said board who holds any office of profit under the City, County, or State, 

4. Board to make rules and regulations: The civil service board shall 
make rules and regulations to carry out the purpose of this article, and for 
examinations, appointments and removals in accordance with its provisions 
and the board may, from time to time, make changes in the existing rules. 
The chief of police and the chief of the Fire Department shall, from the 
membership of their respective Departments, recommend for promotion such 
Person or persons as the occasion may call for to fill any vacancy or vacan- 
cies that may occur in said respective departments, and all such vacancies 
shall be filled and all such promotions shall be made by the civil service 
board. The board may make rules and regulations relating to the cligibility 
for promotion. The chief of the Police Department and the chief of the Fire 
Department shall have authority in their respective Departments to demote 
any member of the respective Departments by and with the consent and 
approval of the civil service board, provided, however, that upon written 
demand filed with the civil service board within five days from the date of 
the order of demotion the person whom it is proposed to demote shall be 
given a public hearing by the civil service board before any Order of de- 
motion shall be final. The chief of the Police Department and the chief of 
the Fire Department shall have authority to suspend any member of their 
respective Departments pending the hearing by the civil service board. In 
the event any vacancy shall occur in the office of chief of the Police Depart- 
ment or chief of the Fire Department such vacancy shall be filled by the 
civil service board. In the event there is a reduction in the number of fire- 
men or policemen employed by such City, the man last employed shall be 
the first to be dropped, and so on in succession; provided that the number 
of patrolmen in the Police Department who are qualified as motocycle 
patrolmen shall not thereby be reduced below the number which may from 
time to time be determined by the Board of Commissioners af such City as 
needed for motorcycle patrolmen; provided, further, that the number of men 
in the Fire Department who are qualified as mechanics shall not thereby be 
reduced below the number which may from time to time be determined by 
the Board of Commissioners of such City as needed for mechanics in said 
Department. The civil service board may at any time, upon the request of 
the governing authority of the City of Florence, shown by resolution, dis- 
charge from his employment the Chief of Police and the Chief of the Fire 
Department or any member of either the Police or Fire Departments. 

5. Application: All applicants for a place or position on the Police 
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Force or Fire Department, as the case may be, shall file their application 
in writing with the civil service board, said applications to be on the blank 
forms furnished by the board, and all applicants must be subject to examina- 
tion, which shall be public, competitive, and open to all citizens of the 
United States, with specified limitations as to age, residence, health, habits, 
and moral character. Such examinations shall be practical in their character, 
and shall relate to those matters which will fairly test the relative capacity 
of the persons examined to intelligently discharge the duties of the position 
to which they aspire. : 

6. Examinations: The board shall control all examinations, and when- 
ever an examination is to take place, shall conduct such examination. Every 
applicant for examination shall pay to the City Clerk the sum of one dollar 
and fifty cents, and the receipt therefor shall be attached to his application. 

7. Appointment: The Chief of Police as far as such Police Department 
be concerned, and the Chief of the Fire Department, as far as such Fire 
Department be concerned shall notify the civil service board of vacancies in 
the ranks of patrolmen or firemen, respectively, and the board shall furnish 
the respective chiefs with the name and address, or names and addresses, of 
the candidate or candidates standing highest on the eligible list, and, same 
shall receive the appointment or appointments to fill such vacancy or vacan- 
cies. All appointments shall be on probation for a period of six months from 
date of appointment. Before the expiration of the period of probation, the 
chiefs of the Fire and Police Departments, respectively, may, by and with the 
consent of the board, discharge any probationer in his respective Department 
upon assigning in writing his reasons therefor to the board. If a probationer 
be not discharged before the expiration of his probation, his appoiiitment 
shall be deemed complete. 

8. Emergency appointments: The civil service board may, in an 
emergency, or in cases where it deems proper, authorize the chief of police 
to appoint for temporary service such number of police officers as in the 
opinion of the Board of Commissioners of such City the existing conditions 
demand. All officers so appointed shall be furnished with badges said badge 
to be different in size and design from the regulation badges used by the 
regular members of the police and detective force, and must have the words 
“special officer” across the face of them in large letters. The chief of 
police shall furnish the board with the names and addresses of all persons 
to whom he has issued special badges, and at the expiration of their appoint- 
ment shall cause all such badges to be taken up. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to have in his possession any such commission or any badge of a 
police officer of such City unless same has been issued to him by the civil 
service board. 

9. Violations: It shall be a violation of the provisions of this article 
for any official, officer or other person to issue, give or lend one of the 
regulation police or detective badges to any person other than a regularly 
employed police officer or detective of the City. 

10. Election of chairman: The civil service board shall elect one of their 
members as chairman who shall hold office as such chairman at the pleasure 
of the board. The civil service board shall hold regular meetings on the 
third Mondays in January, April, July and October for the transaction of 
business and may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any time. All 
meetings of the board shall be held in the City Hall unless otherwise 
provided by said board. 

11. Minutes to be kept: The civil service board shall keep minutes of 
their meetings and records of all business transacted by them at each and 
every meeting. All such minutes and records shall be open for inspection 
at all times by the chief of police, chief of the fire department, and any 
member of City Commission or other governing body of such City in which 
same may exist. 

12, Compensation: The compensation of the civil service board shall be 
ten dollars for each member for each meeting attended, not to exceed for 
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each member one hundred dollars per annum. The president and Board of 
City*Commissioners, or other governing body of such City shall provide for 
the salaries and expenses of the civil service board, and shall provide in the 
annual budget of all Cities coming within the provisions of this article an 
estimated appropriation sufficient to cover the salaries and expenses of such 
board. 

13. Political recommendations: No recommendation by any officer or 
official, whether said officer or official be a City, County, State or National 
Officer or Official, shall be considered by any person concerned in any 
examination or appointment under this article, except as to the general moral 
character of the applicant. 

14. Violations: Any person in the service of the City by appointment 
under civil service rules who shall willfully, or through culpable negligence, 
violate any of the provisions of this article, and who shall be found guilty 
after a trial before the civil service board shall be dismissed from the service 
of the City, and shall not be subject to reappointment for two years. Any 
officer or employee of the City other than those holding office under the 
civil service rules, who shall wilfully or through culpable negligence, violate 
any of the provisions of this article, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction shall be fined in a sum not less than fifty dollars, nor more 
than five hundred dollars, unless same be otherwise provided therein, and 
the office so held by such person, by force of such conviction, shall be 
rendered vacant, and such person shall not again be allowed to hold any 
office or place of employment under the City thereafter for two years. 
Any other person who shall wilfully, or through culpable negligence violate 
any of the provisions of this article shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall on conviction be punished by a fine in the sum of not less than fifty 
dollars and not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

15. Application to present members: Every member of the Police De- 
partment and every member of the Fire Department in all cities coming 
within the provisions of this article, who was such member on the day upon 
which this Code goes into effect shall retain his position without examina- 
tion, and be subject to all the conditions and benefits of this subdivision. 

16. Ineligibles: No person shall be eligible to take the civil service 
examination or to appointment as a member of either the Police or Fire 
Departments i in cities coming within the provisions of this article who is not 
a citizen of the United States or who has ever been convicted of a felony, 
or who does not possess a good moral character.

Notice is hereby given that the undersigned intend to apply to the 
Legislature and the Governor of Alabama, requesting the enactment into law 
of a bill substantially as follows, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the City of Florence, Alabama, to establish a City Em- 
ployees Retirement Fund and to provide for such fund and its sources, 
management, and administration; to provide for a board of trustees for such 
fund and their duties, power, and authority; to provide for the retirement 
and/or retinstatement of active or retired members of such departments and 
payment of benefits provided for; to provide for payment of sa‘d trustees; to 
provide for appeals from rulings of the Board of Trustees. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The City of Florence, Alabama, is authorized to enact and 
enforce ordinances for all purposes and along the lines herein specified. 

In connection with the organized departments and paid employees of the 
City of Florence a board of trustees of a City employees retirement fund may 
be appointed; and a fund may be created for the benefit of the persons herein 
named to he raised as herein provided. 

Section 2. The City board of trustees shall be composed of that member 
of the governing body of the City of Florence who has supervision over the 
police and fire departments of said City and who shall be chairman of said 
Board of Trustees, and the other members of the City board shall be the 
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head of the police department and the head of the fire department of the said 
City; and all of the said trustees shall serve without compensation. 

Section 3. Said board of trustees, with the approval of the governing 
body of each of such cities, shall have the power and authority to appoint a 
secretary-treasurer of said board who shall serve at the pleasure of said 
board and who shall receive as compensation for his services: not to exceed 
the sum of twenty-five dollars per month and to be paid on the first day of 
each month by warrant drawn in like manner as other warrants on such 
fund. Said secretary-treasurer of said board of trustees is hereby made, and 
it shall be his duty to be, the custodian of all moneys belonging to the City 
employee’s retirement fund and all moneys belonging to such fund, and all 
moneys or other property belonging to any similar fund now being maintained 
in such cities shall be promptly paid to him. The said secretary-treasurer shall 
also be custodian of all securities and things of value belonging to such fund. 
Said secretary-treasurer shall before taking office, make bond in a sum to be 
fixed from time to time by resolutions of the governing body of any such city, 
to be approved by the chairman of said board of trustees in such amount as 
said board of trustees shall require in a surety company authorized to do busi- 
ness in Alabama for the faithful performance of the duties imposed upon him 
under this subdivision, and for the faithful accounting for all moneys, securi- 
ties, and things of value which may come into his hands as such treasurer 
of such fund, and he shall keep a separate account thereof, which shall at all 
times show the true condition of such fund.

It shall be the 
duty of the secretary-treasurer of said board to keep, in a book provided for 
that purpose, a full and complete record of all proceedings of the hoard of 
trustees, and he shall perform such other duties as may be assigned to him by 
the board of trustees. 

Section 4. The said board of trusteees of the city employee's retirement 
fund is hereby declared to be the trustee of said City employee's retirement 
fund. and shall have the exclusive management and control thereof, and all 
matters legitimately connected therewith: and said board of trustees shall 
have the power to adopt and enforce such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to enable it to effectively and properly carry into execution the 
purposes for which it was organized, and to enable it to properly manage 
and conduct the busiress and affairs entrusted to it, provided stich rules and 
regulations shall in no wice contravene the provisions of this subdivision, but 
shall be in conformity thereto. The board of trustees shall hear and decide all 
applications for pensions or relief under this subdivision and its decisions 
shall be final except for an appeal as hereinafter mrovided.

Section 5. The said City emplovee’s retirement frnd shall consist of the

which said fund is created: and said hoard mav take hv gift. grant, devise 
or bequest anv monev. personal nropertv. real estate. ar anv interest therein 
or anv right of pronertv. for the benefit of caid fund: (c) two per cent of the 
monthlv salaries of each member of euch Citv emnlovee fund. which shall 
be paid by the citv clerk of such cities to the secretary-treasurer of said 
board of trustees on the first dav of each month end two per cent of such 
salaries deducted from said salaries najd such member (d) all the proceeds 
of nublic entertainment held hy members of the fire department or members 
of the police denartment ar said emplovees. : , 

Section 6. The board of trustees of the Citv emplovees retirement fund, 
may at any time, with the approval of the governing body of each of such

cities, after considering the probable demands upon such fund in the near 
future, determine what portion of such fund may be safely withdrawn for 
investment for revenue purposes, and having determined what portion 
thereof shall be so withdrawn for that purpose, said board of trustees shall 
then determine in what manner such investment shall be made, and all pro- 
ceedings of said board of trustees relating thereto shall be entered at length 
upon its records. Such investment shall only be by purchase of the interest 
bearing bonds of the United States of America, or the State of Alabama, or 
any bonds lawfully issued by such city, or in any bond, stock, security, in- 
vestment or deposit which is guaranteed by the United States government 
or any of its instrumental ‘ties, provided not over twenty-five per cent of such 
fund may be invested in the bonds of any such city. All income from such 
investments shall be and become a part of said City employee’s retirement 
fund. All such securities shall be deposited with the secretary-treasurer of 
said board of trustees, and shall be subject to the management and control 
of said board of trustees of the City employee’s retirement fund. 

Section 7. The said board of trustees of the City employee’s retirement 
fund shall make a monthly report to the board of commissioners or other 
governing body of each of such cities of the condition of such City employee’s 
retirement fund; and shall cause an annual report to be published during 
the first week of January of each year in a newspaper published in such 
city and of general circulation therein. 

Section 8. All moneys ordered to be paid from such City employee’s 
retirement fund shall be paid by the secretary-treasurer of such fund only 
upon warrants signed by the chairman of such board of trustees and counter- 
signed by one associate member of such board of trustees and by the secre- 
tary-treasurer; and no warrant shall be drawn on such fund except by order of 
the said board of trustees, which shall be duly and regularly entered in the 
record of the proceedings of the said board of trustees. 

Section 9. No portion of the said City employee’s retirement fund shall, 
before or after its order for distribution by the said board of trustees to the 
person or persons entitled thereto, be held, seized, taken, subjected to, detain- 
ed, or levied upon, by virtue of any attachment, garnishment, execution, in- 
junction, writ, order, decree or any other process whatsoever, issued out 
of or by any court of this state, for the payment or satisfaction, in whole or 
in part, of any debt, damage, demand, claim, judgment or decree, against any 
beneficiary of such fund; but shall be exempt therefrom that said fund shall 
be sacredly kept, held and distributed for the purposes named, and for no 
other purpose whatsoever. 

Section 10. If at any time there shall not be sufficient money in such 
City employee’s retirement fund to pay each person entitled to the benefit 
thereof the full amount per month as herein provided, then an equal percent- 
age of such monthly payment or payments shall be made to each beneficiary 
until the said fund shall be replenished to warrant the payment in full to each 
of the said beneficiaries. 

Section 11. Any department member or any employee who is a member 
of said fund may be retired when he has attained the age of sixty-five years 
and when he has been in service for twenty years. No employee may be 
rtired until ordinances under this law have been in effect for as much as two 
years. 

Section 12. Said board of trustees shall have the power and authority 
and it is hereby made mandatory that it shall retire from service of the City 
any member thereof upon attaining the age of sixtv-five years without re- 
gard to the length of service of such member; and upon such retirement, 
the said board of trustees shall direct the payment to such retired member, 
monthly, from such fund, the amount hereinafter provided for his particular 
position, office, salary, or class of work. Provided that the mandatory feature 
of this section shall not, for two years from the enactment of an ordinance 
hereunder, apply to the present members of the City employees. 
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Section 13. If any member of such City employee fund become or be 
found to be physically or mentally permanently disabled for service in said 
department so as to render his retirement from such service necessary, said 
board of trustees shall retire such disabled member from service in such 
department and upon such retirement, said board of trustees shall order the 
payment to such disabled member, monthly, from such fund, the amount 
hereinafter provided for his particular position, office, salary, or class of 
work. If such retirement shall come within the first five years of the employ- 
ment of the given employee, he shall be paid one-fifth of a full retirement 
amount; in the second five years he shall be paid two-fifths of a full retire- 
ment amount; and in the third five years, three-fifths of a full retirement 
amount; and in the fourth five years four-fifths of a full retirement amount, 
and thereafter a full retirement amount. 

Section 14. All retirement pay provided for is and shall be fixed as 
stated in the following table of pensions, unless the pay is otherwise provided, 
namely: All employees of a class up to and including those of the first class 
shall upon retirement as provided herein receive sixty dollars per month 
each. All higher salaried members, upon retirement as provided herein, shall 
receive sixty dollars per months each plus ten per cent of the amount.of the 
difference between their respective salaries and the salary of a first class 
employee. Provided that no pensioner shall receive more than seventy-five 
dollars per month. 

Section 15. After any member of such City employees shail be re- 
tired upon pension by reason of disability, the said board of trustees shall 
have the right, at any time, to cause such retired member to be brought 
before it and examined by the city physician or other competent physicians 
or surgeons, to be selected by it, and also to examine other witnesses for the 
purpose of discovering whether such disability vet continues, and whether 
such retired member should be continued on the pension roll, but such 
retired member shall remain upon the pension rofl until reinstated in the 
active service of such City employ. Such retired member shall be entitled to 
notice, and to be present at the hearing of any such evidence, shall be permit- 
ted to propound any questions pertinent or relevant to such matter, and shall 
also have the right to introduce upon his own behalf any competent evidence 
he may see fit. All witnesses so produced shall be examined under oath; and 
any member of such board of trustees is hereby authorized and empowered to 
administer such math to such witnesses. 

Section 16. If any employee of the City is discharged from or for any 
reason leaves the employment before he becomes entitled to any of the 
benefits provided for, he shall forfeit all right to such beenfits and to any 
moneys that may have been paid into said fund by or for him. 

Section 17. To be entitled to benefits hereunder a City employee or the 
widow. child, or widowed mother of such employee shall be required to be a 
bona fide resident of the county in which such cities are located and upon 
such person ceasing to be such bona fide resident of such county all benefits 
to him shall cease. 

Section 18. There shall be kept by the secretary-treasurer of the board 
of trustees a book to be known as the list of retired Citv employes. Such 
books shall also give a full and complete history and record of the action of 
the said Board of Trustees in retiring any and all persons hereunder, showing 
the names, date of entering the service of such department, date of retire- 
ment, and the reason for such retirement, if any. 

Section 19. Said board of trustees shall be authorized to pay out of such 
fund all reasonable and necessary expenses including costs of bond herein 
provided for that may be incurred by it in and about the performance of its 
duties and in and about the management and administration of such fund; 
provided that in no event shall the members of said board of trustees re- 
ceive any salary or compensation for their service out of said fund. 

Section 20. Within ten davs after any final decision of the Board of 
Trustees any party may appeal from the decision of such Board to the 
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Board of Commissioners of the City of Florence, or their governing body. 
The hearing shall be de novo and the decision of the board shall be final.

Section 1. That, in addition to all other duties now imposed upon him 
by law, each member of the Board of County Commissioners of Madison 
County shall file in the office of the Board of County Commissioners not 
later than the first Monday in each month a statement of all road and 
bridge maintenance work performed in his district during the preceding 
month. Such report shall set forth the various roads and bridges upon 
which maintenance work was performed; the amount and cost of the 
materials used in such work; and, as accurately as possible, the amount of 
time and labor spent upon each such road or bridge, together with the cost 
of such labor. These monthly reports shall be kept on file in the office of 
the Board of County Commissioners and shall be open to inspection by the 
public at all resaonable hours.

the name and address of each person employed by the county during the 
preceding month, the nature of the position held or work done by such 
person, and the compensation received by him from the county. Such state- 
ment shall also set forth a list of all other disbursements of county funds 
during the preceding month, together with the name of the person to whom 
the disbursement was made, and the purpose for which the same was made.

AN ACT 


Abolishing the fine and forfeiture fund of Lamar County, providing for 
the payment of charges against the fine and forfeiture fund from the gen- 
eral fund. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The fine and forfeiture fund of Lamar County is hereby 
abolished. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the custodian of the fine and for- 
feiture fund of the county to transfer all money on hand in such fund on the 
effective date of this Act to the county general fund. Thereafter, all claims 
which would be payable from the fine and forfeiture fund except for this 
Act shall be paid from the general fund. Thereafter, all moneys which 
would be payable into the fine and forfeiture fund except for this Act shall 
be paid into the general fund. 

Section 3. After the effective date of this Act, when any person sub- 
poenaed as a witness before the grand jury of the county procures a cer- 
tificate of his attendance signed by the foreman of the jury the certificate 
shall be paid out of the general fund on its presentation by the lawful 
holder thereof. ; 

Section 4. After the effective date of this Act, when any person ap- 
pears as a witness for the State in a criminal case in the circuit or county 
court of Lamar County, and procures a certificate of his attendance signed 
by the clerk of the court, the certificate shall be paid out of the general fund 
on its presentation by the lawful holder thereof. When any fees are col- 
lected for State witnesses in the circuit or county court, the fees shall be 
paid into the general fund. : 

Section 5. All other claims accruing after the effective date of this Act 
and accruing against the general fund by reason of Sections 1 and 2, above, 
shall be paid on presentation of the certificates therefor by the lawful holders. 

Section 6. All unpaid claims against the fine and forfeiture fund on the 
effective date of this Act shall be claims against the general fund. Such 
claims against the general fund in accord with this Section shall be paid, 
upon presentation of the certificates therefor by the lawful holders. 

Section 7. All claims accruing after the effective date of this Act and 
accruing against the general fund by reason of Sections 1 and 2, above, shall 
be preferred claims against that fund.

Notice is hereby given that the following local bill will be introduced 
in the 1947 session of the Legislature: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish a Court of Common Pleas for Autauga County, Alabama; 
to define its jurisdiction and powers: to provide for its officers, their pow- 
ers and duties and compensations: to provide that said Court shall be open 
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at all times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; to provide the 
rules and procedure of said Court; to provide a fine and forfeiture fund 
for said Court; and to abolish the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga 
County, Alabama, and the County Court of Autauga County, Alabama. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in Autauga 
County, Alabama, an inferior court to be known as and called the Court of 
Common Pleas of Autauga County, which said Court shall have and exercise 
civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That the said Court of Common Pleas shall be held at the 
Court House of Autauga County, and shall be open at all times for the 
trial of cases and the transaction of business. That said Court shall have 
original civil jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices of the peace of 
Autauga County have jurisdiction under the general laws of the State of 
Alabama, concurrently with the several justices of the peace in said County; 
and in addition thereto, the said court shall have jurisdiction, concurrently 
with the Circuit Court of Autauga County, Alabama, of all matters, suits 
and actions at law which are in amount more than the jurisdiction of the 
justices of the peace, and less than the sum of $1000.01, and when the value 
of the property sued for in a suit in detinue is less than $1000.01, provided, 
however, that the said court shall not have and exercise civil jurisdiction 
of actions of libel, slander, assault and battery or ejectment or actions in 
the nature of ejectment; and the said court shall have original jurisdiction, 
concurrent with the Circuit Court of Autauga County, Alabama, of all mis- 
demeanors committed in Autauga County, Alabama; and it shall have pre- 
liminary jurisdiction of all felonies, concurrent with the several justices of 
the peace of said county, and in addition thereto, said court shall have and 
exercise original and exclusive jurisdiction in all juvenile and non-support 
cases arising in said county under Titles 13 and 34 of the Code of Alabama 
1940 and amendments and additions thereto, and shall have all of the powers 
therein conferred on the Probate Courts. Affidavits may be taken and war- 
rants issued by justices of the peace in the respective precincts of the said 
county where such justices of the peace have jurisdiction to issue such war- 
rants returnable to the said court hereby created. The jurisdiction, both 
civil and criminal, of the said Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County 
as hereinabove provided. shall he coextensive with the county. 

Section 3. The Judge of said court shall have been a resident of Au- 
tauga County for at least five years and a qualified elector thereof at the 
time of his election or appointment and shall reside in said county during 
his continuance in office. He shall be at least thirty-five years of age, shall 
be learned in the law and duly licensed to practice law in this State, and 
shall not during his term of office act as attorney in any case or matter that 
has previously been in or is in this court, but may practice in all other 
matters and all other courts. This Act shall become a law and be in full 
force and effect immediately upon its passage and approval or its otherwise 
becoming a law, but it shall not affect the term of office of the present Judge 
of the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County, or his successor in 
office, and he, or his successor shall be the judge of the Court created by this 
Act, and the said present Judge of the said Civil and Criminal Court of 
Autauga County or his successor in office shall hold office as Judge of the 
court created and established herein until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1949, and until his successor is elected and qualified as 
now required by law. or as provided in this Act. and shall perform the 
duties, and receive the compensations as herein provided for the Judge of 
this Court. 

Section 4. That the term of office of the Judge of this court, who 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Autauga County, Alabama, at 
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the general election for State and County officers in the year 1948 shall be 
for six years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1949, and every six years thereafter and until his successor is elected or ap- 
pointed and qualified. Upon the passage and approval of this Act, or its 
otherwise becoming a law, the Governor shall issue commission to the per- 
son who is Judge of the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County, at 
the time this Act becomes a law, as Judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
of Autauga County. as herein provided: and after the election of the Judge 
of this Court as herein provided the Governor shall likewise issue to him 
a commission, as such Judge. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
the Judge of this Court shall take the oath of office in the form required 
by law to be taken by Judges of the Circuit Court of this State and he 
shall be removed from office for the same causes and in the same manner 
as is now or may be hereafter provided for removal of Circuit Judges; and 
shall give bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the Board of 
Revenue or Commissioners Court of Autauga County, Alabama, payable 
and conditioned as are official bonds required of county officials, to be taken 
and approved bv the Judge of Probate of Autauga County, and recorded in 
the Probate Office of Autauga County, Alabama, and upon said bond there 
shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of other county 
officials. The premium on said bond shall be paid out of the general fund 
of Autauga County. In the event of the vacancy caused by the resignation, 
removal or death of said Judge, or for other causes, the Governor shall fill 
the same by appointment and the person so appointed shall hold office as 
provided for in Section 158 of the Constitution of this State. In case the 
Judge of said Court shall be unable at any time to discharge the duties of 
his office by reason of sickness, disqualifications or other causes, the judge 
shall make or cause to be made by the Clerk thereof, an order, when the 
facts warrant it, setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in said Court 
and the said order shall be filed in this Court. Thereupon the Clerk of this 
Court shall designate and appoint in writing, which appointment shall be 
filed in this Court, some practicing attorney of the County who is learned 
in the law. as Special Judge thereof, and the person so designated and 
appointed shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of the powers and 
authority of the Judge of this Court. and shall hold said office until the 
regular Judge thereof shall resume his duties: the said Special Judge shall 
receive for his compensation Five Dollars ($5.00) for each day he serves as 
such Judge of this Court payable in the same manner and from the same 
funds as the compensation of the regular Judge is paid. The regular Judge 
of this Court shall have authority to administer oaths, and take acknowl- 
edgements and affidavits in all cases. and to solemnize marriages the same 
as circuit Tudges of this State. and shall have power to issue search war- 
rants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto, and all 
other special and extraordinary writs. 

Section 5. The Judge of this Court shall receive a salary of not less 
than Eighteen Hundred Dollars ($1800.00) nor more than Twenty-Four 
Hundred Dollars ($2400.00) per annum, said salary shall be determined by 
the Board of Revenue or Commissioners Court of Autauga County, Ala- 
bama. payable in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of 
Autattea County. Alabama, upon the warrant of the Probate Judge of Au- 
tauga County. Alabama. which he is hereby authorized and directed to issue 
monthly. and which warrants shall be a preferred claim against said general 
fund. . 

Section 6. The Judge of said Court shall adopt a seal for said Court 
aa shall be kept in the custody and control of the Clerk of the said 

ourt. 

Section 7. That the deputv Solicitor or County Solicitor for Autauga 
Conntv shall prosecute for the State all criminal cases in said Court created 
by this ect 

Section 8. The Sheriff of Autauga County shall. in person, or by 
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deputy, be required to attend upon said Court, to preserve order and execute 
all writs or process issued therefrom and to perform such other duties in 
all respects as he is required by law to perform in the Circuit Court of 
Autauga County: and for such services of attending said Court the Sheriff 
shall receive the sum of Three Dollars per day payable out of the general 
fund; and for all services rendered by him, other than attendance upon the 
Court hereinabove provided for. he shall receive the same costs and fees as 
are allowed by law for similar services performed and done in the Circuit 
Courts. 

Section 9. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Autauga County, Ala- 
bama. shall act and be Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Autauga 
County. The Clerk of said Court, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall give bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the Court 
of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue of Autauga County, Ala- 
bama,. payable and conditioned as are official bonds required by Clerks of 
the Circuit Court. to be taken and approved by the members of the. Board 
of Revenue or Commissioners Court of Autauga County, Alabama. Said 
bond shall be recorded in the office of the Tudge of Probate of Autauga 
County, Alabama. Upon such bonds there shall be the same liabilities and 
remedies as upon bonds of the Clerks of the Circuit Court of the State. 
The premium of said bond shall be paid out of the general fund of Autauga 
County. Alabama. 

Section 10. The Clerk of the said Court shall issue and sign all sum- 
mons, subpoenas, writs, executions, and other processes, under the authority 
of this Court; keep and file the books and dockets and papers in relation to, 
and the records of all suits which have been determined in this court, and to 
issue all writs of execution, scire facias, writs of error, or other process on the 
judgment of the Court; keep all papers, books, dockets, and records belonging 
to this office with care and security; the papers filed and arranged, numbered 
and labeled, so as to be of easy reference; and to allow parties to inspect the 
records free of charge. He shall attend Court during the sessions thereof, 
with all papers belonging to the session. so filed as to be of easy reference; 
keep direct and reverse indices of all record books in this office. which must 
always be in good and substantial books. but he is not required to prepare 
any new indices where those already in the office are sufficient; and to per- 
form any other duties which are now or later required by law of the Clerk 
to perform. The Clerk of said Court shall keep a docket of all civil cases in 
which must be entered all civil actions brought in said Court, the names of 
the parties, the character of the action, the name of the attorney by whom 
brought, and the Sheriff’s return, and in which must be entered all judg- 
ments and orders of the Judge of said Court. The Clerk shall also keep a 
criminal docket in which must be entered all criminal cases in their order, 
showing the nature of the offense, the return of the Sheriff, the amount of 
the bail, and the orders and judgments showing the disposition of all cases. 
The Clerk shall keep in said dockets, both civil and criminal. the names of 
all witnesses subpoenaed, the date of such subpoena and the Sheriff’s return 
thereon. The Clerk shall show on said dockets every execution that has 
been issued and the date thereof, the amount of the costs, and all other mat- 
ters that may be necessary to keep a complete record of all proceedings had 
in said Court. All the records and files of said Court shall be open to the 
public for inspection free of charge. The Board of Revenue or Commission- 
ers Court of Autauga County. Alabama. shall furnish the Clerk with all 
necessary stationary, books. office furniture, equipment, typewriter, tele- 
phone, postage and any other office supplies or equipment which might be 
needed to carry on the work of the Court. 

Section 11. The Clerk shall receive the same fees, commissions and 
costs as are now or hereafter allowed by law to the Clerks of the Circuit 
Courts of this State, also he shall receive. as ex-officio fees, for ex-officio 
duties performed as Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County, 
the same amount which he is paid in the Circuit Court of Autauga County. 
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This fee shall be governed by Title 11, Paragraph 24, Code of 1940, as amend- 
ed. Said sum shall be paid in Twelve monthly payments payable out of the 
general tund of Autauga County. Alabama. 

Section 12. There shall be taxed in each criminal case a solicitor’s fee 
in the amount as is now provided for solicitor’s Fees in the Circuit Courts 
of this State and when so taxed and collected by the Clerk, shall be paid 
to County Treasurer in the same manner as remittances are made in the 
Circuit Court. There shall be no Solicitor’s fee taxed when the defendant 
pleads guilty to any offense which is under the jurisdiction of the Justice of 
the peace of this State, or any highway case or violation under the game and 
fish laws. All cases which are tried will be taxed with the solicitor fee as 
specified in the Code of Alabama, 1940, Title 11, Paragraph 85. Witnesses 
shall be entitled to the same fees and mileage as are now allowed by law for 
witnesses in the Circuit Court of said County, and shall be paid from the 
fine and forfeiture fund of said County. For each case placed on the docket 
of this. Court there shall be taxed as part of the cost a trial tax in the 
amount of Three ($3.00) Dollars; and such tax shall be collected as part of 
the cost in each case and the Clerk of the Court shall remit such amount so 
collected to the County Treasurer each month. The Clerk shall be paid the 
same commission for collecting and remitting this tax as is allowed in the 
Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Court to tax and 
collect in each Civil and each criminal case, the same costs and fees for 
services of the Clerk, the Solicitor, the Sheriff, and the witnesses as are now, 
or hereafter, allowed by law to be taxed, charged and collected in the Circuit 
Courts of this State, except as otherwise provided herein, which he shall dis- 
burse as provided in the Circuit Courts of Alabama. That all fines, forfeitures 
and fees collected by the Clerk of this Court shall be paid by him to the 
eased Treasurer, in the same manner as in the Circuit court of Autauga 

ounty. 

The same laws governing payment of fines and forfeitures of the 
Circuit Courts of this State shall prevail in this Court, that is to say, the 
laws as set forth in Title 15, Paragraphs 392 through Paragraphs 397, code 
of Alabama 1940, except as otherwise herein provided. The County Treasurer 
of Autauga County is hereby authorized, at any time, to transfer from the 
Fine and Forfeiture fund to the General fund of Autauga County, such 
amount which shall be in excess of an amount sufficient to pay all registered 
and outstanding claims against said fund and an additional sum of Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars. 

Section 13. The Sheriff and Clerk of said Court shall, in all cases 
in which the defendant is found not guilty, or the case nol prossed, or prose- 
cution withdrawn, receive their fees out of the fine and forfeiture fund of 
Autauga County, Alabama. In Bastardy, Juvenile, Non Support and peace 
proceeding cases, the Sheriff and Clerk shall be paid their fees and costs 
out of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Autauga County. And in any case 
where the fees for the Clerk and Sheriff are not specifically provided for 
said fees shall be paid out of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Autauga 
County. 

Section 14. The Clerk of this Court shall issue certificates of judg- 
ments of said Court, in the same form as is now provided by law for issuance 
of certificates of judgments from the Circuit Courts, for which he shall be 
al'owed the same fees as are now allowed in the Circuit Courts. The owner 
of any judgment renderd bv said Court mav file in the office of the Judge 
of Probate of any County in this State such certificate of judgment issued 
by the Clerk as hereinabove provided, under the same procedure and in the 
same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for filing certificates 
of judgments rendered by the Circuit Courts of this State; and when so 
filed such judgments shall be a lien in the County where filed on all pro- 
perty of the defendant which is subject to levy and sale under execution. 
The filing of such certificate of judgment shall be notice to all persons of the 
existence of the lien thereby created. Such lien shall continue for ten years 
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from the date of such judgment and no insolvency proceedings or declara- 
tion of insolvency shall affect or impair such lien, except bankruptcy pro- 
‘ceedings instituted within four months after the filing of the certificate as 
provided by law. Execution may be issued at any time within ten years from 
the date of such judgment, whether execution has been previously issued or 
not. The lien of such judgment may be revived or renewed for an ad- 
ditional period of ten years in manner as now provided by law pertaining 
to such cases in the Circuit Courts of this State. 

Section 15. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be instituted 
in said court by making affidavit before the Judge or Solicitor; and that in 
all preliminary proceedings in prosecutions for felonies begun in said Court, 
the same may be instituted by affidavit before the Judge or Solicitors. And 
when the Defendant is arrested on affidavit and warrant charging a misde- 
meanor the said case shall go to the docket for trial and be tried as though 
the defendant had been indicted by a Grand Jury, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, provided further, that the defendant shall not be put upon trial in 
any cause within five days of his arrest, except with his consent. The Judge 
of said Court shall have the right and authority to issue all processes re- 
turnable into his court that are not especially provided to be issued by the 
Clerk of said Court, but he shall not prepare any summons and complaints, 
garnishments, detinue attachments, papers or other right of processes issuing 
out of said Court. 

Section 16. That all criminal cases in said Court shall be tried by the 
Judge thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have the right to 
demand a trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in said Court, the 
Judge shall determine both the law and the facts without the intervention 
of a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right to 
appeal to the Circuit Court as provided for in Section 326 of Title 13 of the 
Code of 1940, except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the Clerk of the 
Court, and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant, 
made at the time of taking the appeal. 

Section 17. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of mis- 
demeanor before this Court may, upon applying to the Judge of Solicitor for 
a warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing that he has prob- 
able cause for believing and does believe, that an offense (designate the mis- 
demeanor by name, or by some other phrase which in common parlance 
designates it) has been committed on the person or property, or as the case 
may be, of A. B. (naming the person injured, or as the case may be), then 
the Judge or Solicitor of said Court shall examine the affiant under oath, 
and other witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged in the 
affidavit, and if the Judge or Solicitor has probable cause for believing that 
the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed he shall issue his 
warrant of arrest as hereinabove provided. When there is an objection to 
the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint or warrant pending in 
this Court or when a defect appears in any of same the Solicitor or other 
person prosecuting for the State shall have the right to amend any or all 
the papers to which the objection is directed, or where such defect appears; 
or the Solicitor may instead of amending the papers, make a brief state- 
ment of the cause of complaint signed by him which may be substantially in 
the form provided in Section 259 of Title 155 of the Code of 1940 and may 
be amended as herein provided. Thereupon the Court shall proceed to try 
the case either upon the original papers, or the original as amended, or 
upon the statement or statements filed by the Solicitor or other person 
prosecuting for the State. 

Section 18. That all proceedings in said Court as to judgment for fine 
and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence to jail 
and/or hard labor for fine and costs, and as additional punishment, bail, con- 
ditional judgments, forfeitures, judgments, final and alias warrants of arrest, 
shall be the same in said Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County as are 
now, or may hereafter be, provided for by law in the Circuit Courts; and 
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conditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made absolute, 
and the same orders and judgments may be made and taken in such matters 
as could be made or taken in the Circuit Courts; and the same procedure 
shall be followed, except as otherwise provided by this Act. 

Section 19. The trial of all criminal appeals from this Court in the 
Circuit Court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or presentment 
by the Grand Jury; but the Solicitor shall make a brief statement of the 
cause of complaint signed by him, in substantially the form prescribed by 
Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of 1940 or the trial may proceed upon 
the original affidavit or complaint; on the trial of such appeal the Court 
shall be governed by the same rules as to evidence, practice, find of the jury 
and punishment as if the case had originated in that Court. 

Section 20. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors, now in 
force or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to this 
Court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or limited by said laws so 
enacted. 

Section 21. That in all civil actions in this Court, the pleadings and 
process and the time for filing pleadings shall conform to and be governed 
by the statute and rules obtaining in the Circuit Court of Autauga County, 
Alabama. 

Section 22. That in all civil matters in this Court the trial of the same 
shall in all respects be governed by the same rule of pleading, evidence, 
procedure and practice as now prevail or govern in the Circuit Courts of 
this State except as hereinafter provided. Provided that a party litigant after 
served with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the same 
within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to the same 
pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure to answer inter- 
rogatories propounded in the Circuit Court. And provided, further, that 
any party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court, 
except from judgments for the possession of real estate, may give security 
for the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an amount to be 
fixed and approved by the Clerk: provided that if the party appealing desires 
to have the judgment superseded, when the judgment is for the payment of 
money or for the recovery or possession of personal property he may do so 
by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient security or surety in 
such an amount as herein provided payable to the adverse party and ap- 
proved by the Clerk with the condition that if he fail in the appeal he wilf 
pay such judgment as the Circuit Court may render in the premises and all 
such cost and damage as any party aggrieved may sustain by reason of the 
wrongful appeal and suspension of the execution of the judgment, which said 
appeal bond and security or surety for Court cost and supersedeas bonds 
be filed with and approved by the Clerk within ten days from the date of the 
rendition of said judgment; which said supersedeas bond shall be in an 
amount double the amount of the judgment and costs of Court, if a judg- 
ment for the payment of money; and in an amount double the value of the 
personal property recovered in the suit and Court costs if a judgment for the 
recovery of or possession of personal property. Provided futher that any 
party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court for the 
possession of real estate may do so and that said appeal shall be governed 
in all respects, including time allowed within which to take the appeal, amount 
and condition of appeal bond and in all other respects, by the general laws of 
this State relating to appeals in such cases from judgments of justices of the 
peace courts. Provided further that notice of all appeals in civil cases from 
this Court shall be given the adverse party in such manner and for such time 
as is prescribed by the general laws of this State relating to notice of appeals 
from judgments rendered in justice of the peace courts. 

Section 23. That all civil cases in this Court shall be tried by the 
Judge of said Court without the intervention of a jury, the Judge shall de- 
termine both the law and the facts, and either party shall have the right to 
appeal to the Circuit Court as hereinabove provided, and on appeal either 
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party may demand a trial by jury on the trial in said Circuit Court, and 
the trial in said Circuit Court shall be de novo. 

Section 24. That final judgments rendered in civil causes in such Court 
shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition be taken and 
deemed to have passed beyond the control of the Courts, as if such term of 
the Court at which said judgments were rendered had ended, provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties from filing 
a motion to vacate, set aside or modify such judgment or grant a new trial 
or rehearing within ten days or change or destroy the office of motion for 
a new trial or rehearing, when so made. Such motions shail be filed with 
the Clerk of such Court and called to the attention of the Court, and the 
Court may thereupon hear said motion or make an order continuing such 
motion shall be heard and determined within thirty days from the date of 
rendering of said judgment. 

Section 25. The Judge of this Court shall have the power to impose 
fines and sentence to hard labor upon conviction in misdemeanor cases, and 
to punish for contempt by fine not to exceed $50.00 and imprisonment in 
the county jail not to exceed five days, either or both, the same as judges of 
the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 26. That in any prosecution in this Court, if it appears to the 
Court to be malicious or frivolous, the Court may tax the prosecutor, or 
the person who made the affidavit with the costs, and when the costs are 
imposed on the prosecutor, or the person who made the complaint or affi- 
davit, that person shall pay the costs presently, and failing to do so, he or 
she may be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced to hard labor for 
the County for not exceeding the time necessary to work out such costs at 
seventy-five cents per day. 

Section 27. The Judge of said Court shall keep an office in the Court 
House of said County, or in such other suitable place in Autauga County 
as the Court of County Commissioners may provide; and it shall be the duty 
of the said County Commissioners to provide such office for said Judge, and 
to furnish and supply the same with the necessary fixtures, stationery, 
stamps, telephone, lights, heat, and other necessary supplies for the Judge of 
this Court; and it shall be the duty of the said Court of County Commis- 
sioners and they are hereby directed and authorized to supply the Clerk of 
the said Court the necessary minute books, dockets, blank forms, record 
books and such other books, records and blank forms as are reasonably 
necessary to the dispatch of the business of this Court. 

Section 28. That the Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County, be 
and the same is hereby abolished and the County Court of Autauga County 
be and the same hereby is also abolished. - 

Section 29, That all causes and cases now pending in the Civil and 
Criminal Court of Autauga County, Alabama, together with the records, 
pertaining to such pending cases, be and the same are hereby transferred to 
the Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County, and the said Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Autauga County shall immediately upon the passage and ap- 
proval of this Act or its otherwise becoming a law assume complete juris- 
diction over all of such pending cases, and shall have the same power and 
control over the same as if they had been originally filed in the Court of 
Common Pleas of Autagua County, and the Clerk of this Court shall enter 
on the appropriate dockets of this Court all cases now pending in the Civil 
and Criminal Court of Auatauga County. And all judgments heretofore 
rendered by the Civil and Criminal Court of Auatauga County shall be the 
same and shall have the same force and effect as if they had been rendered 
by the Court of Common Pleas of Autauga County, and said Court of 
Common Pleas of Autauga County, shall have the same power and control 
over same and shall issue executions thereon and all other appropriate proc- 
esses thereon the same and as fully and completely as if such judgments 
had been originally rendered in the said Court of Common Pleas of Autauga 
County; all of such executions and other processes issued of judgments 
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heretofore rendered by said Civil and Criminal Court of Autauga County 
shall be issued by the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Autauga 
County. 

Section 30.. That if, for any reason, any section, clause or provision 
of this Act shall be declared to be invalid, or unconstitutional it shall not be 
held to affect any other section, clause or provision, but the same shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

Section 31. That all laws and parts of laws, whether local or general 
or special in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this Act be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 32. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: In pursuance of the requirements 
of Section 106 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, notice is hereby 
given that application will be made to the Legislature of Alabama during 
the regular 1947 session thereof, which convened in May, 1947, for the 
passage of a local law in substance as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Marion County; abolishing the Court of County Commis- 
sioners of Marion County and creating the Marion County Board of Reve- 
nue in lieu thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Court of County Commissioners of Marion County is 
hereby abolished. The governing body of Marion County shall be the 
Marion County Board of Revenue. It shall be a court of record composed 
of five members. Said Board shall elect one of their members as Chairman 
and said Chairman shall not vote except break a tie. The Marion County 
Board of Revenue is hereby invested with all the powers, duties, jurisdiction, 
and authority conferred by law on Courts of County Commissioners. 

Section 2, For the purposes of this Act, Marion County is divided 
into five districts, which districts shall be designated by numbers and the 
places on the Board shall be numbered to correspond to the numbers of the 
districts. District One shall comprise precincts 1, 6, 7 and 19; District Two 
shall comprise precinct 2, 3, 4, 5, and 17; District Three shall comprise pre- 
cincts 8, 9, 10. and 12; District Four shall comprise precincts 13, 14, and 18; 
and District Five shall comprise precincts 11, 15, and 16. 

Section 3. (a) The members of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
shall be elected at the general election in 1950, and every four years there- 
after; they shall hold office for four years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January following their election, and until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified. Members shall be nominated and elected by 
the electors of the respective districts. Every candidate for office shall 
designate in the announcement of his candidacy the number of the place for 
which he is a candidate, and the ballots shall be numbered accordingly. 

(b) The four persons holding office as members of the Court of 
County Commissioners on the effective date of this Act shall continue to hold 
office and shall be members of the Marion County Board of Revenue until 
the terms for which they were elected shall have expired; and, upon passage 
of this Act, the Governor shall appoint a qualified person as a member of the 
Board to represent District Five, who shall hold office until the first Mon- 
day after the second Tuesday in January, 1949. 
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(c) At the general election in 1948, three members of the Board shall 
be elected as successors to the two commissioners whose terms expire in 
January, 1949, and to the member of the Board appointed pursuant to Sub- 
section (b). Such members shall hold office for two years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January following their election, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified as provided in Subsection (a). 

Section 4. Regular meetings of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
shall be held on the second and third Mondays in each month; no session 
of the Board shall continue longer than two days unless a longer session is 
necessary to prevent impeding the progress of a state audit. Each member 
of the Board shall be paid a monthly salary of $150.09. This salary shall 
be the only remuneration, compensation and allowance for the performance 
of their duties. Said Board members shall not receive any per diem, 
mileage allowance or any other expense allowance in and guise or form, 
it being the express intention of this Act to limit said Board members to 
the salary provided for herein. Four members of the Board shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared to be unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall 
not affect the remainder.

Court of Mobile County, Alabama, to receive not less than Fifteen Hundred 
($1500.00) Dollars per annum; Three (3) part time Deputy Sheriffs to re- 
ceive not less than Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars each per annum; not less 
than Four (4) Jail Guards to receive not less than Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) 
Dollars each per annum; One (1) office employee to receive not less than 
Eighteen Hundred ($1800.00) Dollars per annum; Two (2) office employees 
to receive not less than Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) Dollars each per annum; 
One (1) office employee to receive not less than Nine Hundred ($900.00) 
Dollars per annum; One (1) Jail Matron to receive not less than One Thou- 
sand ($1000.00) Dollars per annum; One (1) Kitchen Steward to receive 
not less than Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per annum. Each of the fore- 
going assistants shall receive their compensation in equal monthly install- 
ments upon warrants drawn in the same manner as other employees of Mo- 
bile County. The power and authority to fix the salaries of each and every 
assistant herein provided for, except the Chief Deputy Sheriff, above the 
minimum amounts named in this section is hereby conferred on the Personnel 
Board of the Civil Service System of Mobile County, Alabama, and all as- 
sistants affected hereby, except the Chief Deputy Sheriff, shall be subject 
‘to all terms and provisions of the Civil Service Act relating to Mobile 
County, said act having been passed at the 1939 Sessions and being House 
Bill No. 952 and having been approved September 15, 1939. Nothing herein 
contained shall be construed as depriving the Personnel Board of the Civil 
Service System of Mobile County, Alabama, of authority to provide addi- 
tional assistants for the Sheriff of Mobile County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act be and the same hereby are repealed to the extent of 
such conflict. 

In the event any section, provision, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or void, such shall not af- 
fect the validity of the remainder of this Act.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE

The House has received the accompanying message fois his

I am returning to you, the body in which it originiated, House

This is a local bill applicable to Jefferson County, and the 
amendment which I will suggest herein is done with the full knowl- 
edge, consent and approval of the authors of this bill. 

I suggest the following amendment to House Bill No. 701: 

Amend House Bill No. 701 by striking the word “stores” where 
the same appears in line No. 6 of subsection (e) of Section 7 of 
said House Bill No. 701, and substituting in lieu thereof the word 

“restored”. 

The adoption of this amendment will remove my objection to 
this bill,

containing not more than 1% ounces .005 (% cent) each package 
over 14% ounce and not exceeding 2 ounces $0.015 (1% cents) over 
2 ounces and not exceeding 3 ounces $0.025 (2% cents) over 3 
ounces and not exceeding 4 ounces $.035 (3% cents) and $0.01 (1 
cent) additional for each ounce or fractional part thereof over 4 
ounces; to provide for the payment of said tax by the purchase and 
sale of stamps to be affixed to each said package of cigarettes or 
smoking tobacco sold or distributed in such counties; to provide 
for the ascertainment, collection, payment and distribution of such 
license tax and for the enforcement of this act; to prescribe penal- 
ties and fix the punishment for the violation of any provisions of 
this act; and to repeal any existing ordinances or statutes in con- 
flict with the provisions of this act; to prohibit future license or 
excise taxes by municipalities; and to provide the effective date of 
this act.

Section 1. The following amendment to Section 122 of the 
Constitution of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election is 
hereby ordered by the qualiifed electors of the State of Alabama 
upon the proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for 
the said election is the first Tuesday after the expiration of three 
months from and after the final adjournment of the present session 
of the Legislature.

occasions, convene the Legislature at the seat of government, or 
at a different place if, since their last adjournment, that shall have 
become dangerous from an enemy, insurrection, or other lawless 
outbreak, or from any infectious or contagious disease; and he shall 
state specifically in such proclamation each matter concerning 
which the action of that body is deemed necessary. 

“(b) It shall be mandatory upon the Governor to convene 
the Legislature in extraordinary session whenever petitioned so to 
do by three fifths of the members elected to each house.

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ately deliver a certified copy thereof to the Governor and shall mail 
or deliver a certified copy thereof to the President of the Sen- 
ate and to the Speaker of the House of Representatives.

That at the primary election in 1948 and every four years 
thereafter the qualified electors of Jackson County entitled to participate in 
such primary shall nominate one member of the Court of County Commis- 
sioners, Board of Revenue or like governing body of said county from each 
district in said county as now or hereafter created. 

Section 2. That County Commissioners of the like governing body 
from each of said districts, shall be nominated and elected by the qualified 
electors of the entire county of Jackson, each qualified elector being entitled 
to vote for a commissioner, member of the Board of Revenue or like govern- 
ing body, from each district from which a commissioner or member of like 
poverning body is to be nominated and elected at such primary or such 
election. 

Section 3. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act or any 
part thereof are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 4. That if any provision or paragraph of this Act should be de- 
clared unconstitutional it shall in no way effect the other provisions or para- 
graphs of said Act. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
prom! by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

Gentlemen: 

I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, House 
Bill No. 634, without approval. 

This is a general bill, and the amendment which I will suggest 
herein is done with the full knowledge, consent and approval of the 
author of this bill. 

I suggest the following amendments to House Bill No. 634, 

Amend the title by striking therefrom the word “repeal” where 
the same appears therein immediately before the words and figures 
“Section 15A” and substituting in lieu thereof the word “amend”. 

Amend the body of said Act by striking therefrom Section 1A 
as the same now appears therein and by substituting in lieu thereof 
Section 1A with reference to Section 15A, approved July 1, 1948, 
and known as the “Farm to Market Road Act of 1943”, to read as 
follows: 

“At any time the provisions of this act shall operate to prevent 
the State Highway Department from matching any and all avail- 
able Federal Funds, the Highway Director, with the approval of 
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the Governor, may discontinue the operation of this State-County 
Program until such time as it can be resumed without impairment 
of matching or acquiring all Federal Funds by the State Highway 
Department. In the event the Highway Director, with the approval 
of the Governor, should discontinue or suspend the operation of the

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tion, an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, providing that 
the Legislature may by general, local or special law, provide any 
plan, kind, manner or form of municipal government for Jefferson 
County, and may abolish city or town government and units, con- 
solidate or merge cities and towns and county, or a portion thereof, 
under one municipal government; to prescribe for the number, de- 
signation, terms and qualifications and method of appointment, elec- 
tion and removal of the officers thereof; to fix and define the boun- 
daries of the territory so governed, and to specify and prescribe the 
acts and duties required of the officers thereof; to provide for the 
levy, rate, amount, and collection of taxes within such county or 
portion thereof; to provide for the location of taxing districts there- 
in; to provide for the debt limit of such county or portion thereof, 
and to define the powers, duties and authority of the governing 
body of such county or portion thereof; and to provide the way and 
manner in which this Amendment shall be submitted to such quali- 
fied electors. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. That the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration, as hereinafter set forth: 

The Legislature may, by general, local, or special law provide 
any plan, kind, manner, or form of municipal government for Jeffer- 
son County, and whenever deemed necessary or advisable may 
abolish city or town government and unite, consolidate, or merge 
cities and towns and county, or a portion thereof, under one munici- 
pal government. Any limitations in this Constitution notwith-

system ; to define the powers, duties and authority of such adminis-

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taxable property, and to provide for the payment of the debt of 
each such school system.

The officers of the general election to be held on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1948, shall 
be the officers for holding the election herein provided for and such 
officers shall open the polls for a vote of the qualified electors of 
the State upon the proposed amendment. The election shall be held 
in all things in accordance with the law governing general elections. 
In the election upon such proposed amendments, the votes cast 
there at shall be canvassed, tabulated and returns thereof 
made to the Secretary of State and counted in the same manner 
as in elections for Representatives to the Legislature of Alabama, 
and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors, who voted upon the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the 
same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as 
a part of the Constitution of Alabama.

Bill No. 66, abolishing the Division of Examiners of Public Ac-

Gentlemen: 

I am returning to you, the body in which it originated, Senate 
Bill No. 107, without my approval. 

This is a general bill, and the amendment which I will suggest 
herein is done with the full knowledge, consent and approval of the 
author of this bill. 

I suggest the following amendment to Senate Bill No. 107. 

Amend Senate Bill No. 107 by striking therefrom Section 2 of 
said bill, and insert in lieu thereof, the following: 

“Section 2. Composition and Terms of Board—The Alabama 
Reform School for Juvenile Negro Lawbreakers located at Mount 
Meigs, Montgomery County, Alabama, shall henceforth be desig- 
nated the Alabama Industrial School for Negro Children. This 
school shall be governed and controlled by a board of trustees 
composed of the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education, 
the Commissioner of Public Welfare, the State Health Officer, and 
seven other trustees who are interested in the proper education 
and training of delinquent negro children. The present board of 
trustees of the Alabama Reform School shall remain as the board 
of trustees of the Alabama Industrial School for Negro Children 
for the remainder of. their terms, and in addition shall have as 
members the Commissioner of Public Welfare and the State 
Health Officer. All succeeding appointees shall be appointed by 
the Governor and shall ‘hold office for a term of six years and until 
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their successors are appointed and qualified. All vacancies created 
by resignation, death or otherwise, shall be filled by the Governor 
for the unexpired term. 

“The board shall hold meetings at times and places to be pre- 
scribed by rules of the board or as may be designated by the 
Governor as chairman. The presence of six members at any regu- 
lar or special meeting shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of all business. Members of the board shall receive no compensa- 
tion for their services other than the amount of their traveling 
and other expenses actually paid out while in attendance at the 
meetings of the board or on business of the Alabama Industrial 
School for Negro Children; provided further that no member of 
the board of trustees shall be employed in any capacity by the said 
board of trustees nor shall he receive any compensation other 
than set out in the next preceding sentence.” 

The adoption of this amendment will remove my objection to 
this bill.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In addition to all other duties imposed upon him by law, 
the Chairman of the Board of Revenue of DeKalb County, Alabama, shall 
be, ex-officio, County Purchasing Agent, whose duty it shall be: (1) to pur- 
chase all personal property except emergency purchases as provided in 
Act No. 255, Local Acts, 1939, p. 147, for the County and each department, 
officer and agency thereof; (2) to make and supervise the execution of 
all contracts and leases for the use or acquisition of any property; (3) 
to maintain a perpetual inventory of all furniture, fixtures, supplies, materials, 
equipment and other personal property on hand and undistributed; (4) 
to fix standards of quality and quantity and to develop standard specifi- 
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cations for all personal property required by the county; (5) and to main- 
tain records as to prices and sources of supply. 

Section 2, In addition to all other duties imposed by law, each associ- 
ate member of the Board of Revenue of DeKalb County, Alabama, shall, 
for his district, perform the following duties: (1) make periodic inspections

Notice is hereby given of intention to apply to the present regular 
session of the State Legislature of Alabama which convened in May, 1947, 
for the passage of a local act to be applicable in Etowah County, Alabama, 
which local act is in substance as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create and establish the county court of Etowah County, Alabama; 
to define its jurisdiction and powers; to invest it with the powers and juris- 
diction in civil and criminal cases heretofore exercised by justice of the 
peace courts; and the county court; to invest it with the powers and jurisdic- 
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tion in criminal cases; non-support cases and juvenile cases heretofore 
exercised by the Probate Judge of Etowah County, Alabama; to abolish 
the offices of justices of the peace and notaries public ex officio justices 
of the peace in precincts 1, 26 and 29; to provide for the judge and officers 
of said court, their powers, duties, tenure and compensation; to prescribe 
rules of procedure for said court and to provide for the execution of the 
processes of said court and the operation thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in and for 
the County of Etowah, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known as 
and called County Court of Etowah County, which said court is hereby 
invested with jurisdiction over misdemeanors committed in said county of 
bastardy and peace proceedings arising in said county, and preliminary 
jurisdiction of all felonies committed in said county. In addition thereto, 
the said court shal! have and exercise original and exclusive jurisdiction 
in all juvenile and non-support cases arising in said county under Titles 13 
and 14 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and amendments thereto, and shall 
have all of the powers therein conferred on the probate judge of said county 
in such cases. In all civil cases, otherwise cognizable in justice of the 
peace courts, arising in Precincts Nos. 1, 26 and 29 of said county, or 
when the defendants reside in said precincts, said court shall have and 
exercise the exclusive authority, jurisdiction and powers which are now 
conferred, or which may be conferred by law, upon justice of the peace 
courts, and in all other precincts of said county said court shall have con- 
current jurisdiction with the respective justices of the peace thereof. Said 
court herein created is hereby vested with all the power, authority, and 
jurisdiction now held or exercised by the present county court and juvenile 
court, and in all cases pending in said courts shall be transferred to the 
court created by this act, which latter court shall have jurisdiction of said 
cases. 

Section 2. The judge of said court shall have been a resident of Etowah 
County, Alabama, for at least one year next preceding his election or ap- 
pointment, a qualified elector of said county at least 25 years of age, and 
learned in the law. The first judge of said court shall be elected at the 
general election to be held in November, 1948, in the manner and method 
prescribed by law for the election of other county officers and shall hold 
office from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1953, or until 
his successor is elected and qualified. His successor shall take office on 
said latter date and shall be elected by the qualified voters of Etowah 
County, Alabama, at the general election held for state and county officers 
in the year 1952, and at the general election every four years thereafter. 
All vacancies in the office of judge of said court shall be filled in the man- 
ner prescribed for the filling of vacancies in the office of circuit judge. The 
judge of said court shall not engage in the practice of law. 

Section 3. The judge of said court shall receive a salary of forty-five 
hundred dollars per annum payable monthly from the county treasury, upon 
his warrant drawn upon the county treasurer. He shall, before entering 
upon the duties of said office, take the oath of office in the form and man- 
ner required by Jaw to be taken by judges of the circuit courts of Alabama, 
which said oath shall be recorded in the office of the judge of probate of 
Etowah County, Alabama, and a commission shall be issued to him by the 
state as provided by law for other county officers. Said judge may be 
removed from office for the causes and in the manner provided by law for 
removal of judges of the circuit courts. He may punish for contempt in 
such cases where justice of the peace courts may punish for contempt, by 
a fine not exceeding six dollars and by imprisonment in the county 
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jail not exceeding six hours, one or both, at his discretion. The said judge 
shall have the right to issue and sign in his name any process or other paper 
of said court. 

Section 4. The circuit-clerk of Etowah County, Alabama, shall be ex 
officio clerk of the county court of Etowah County, and all duties per- 
formed by or required of the said clerk shall be by virtue of his being 
clerk of the circuit court. The clerk shall issue processes of said court, keep 
a docket of the proceedings of said court, both civil and criminal, certify 
all appeals and certioraries, shall have the power and authority to take 
affidavits and issue search warrants and warrants of arrest thereon, making 
same returnable to the said county court. The fees and costs allowed by 
law in civil cases to justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and wit- 
nesses for services in the justice of the peace courts shall be taxed 
and collected as provided by law in each civil case. In all criminal cases 
the fees and costs authorized by law to be taxed in the county courts of the 
state shall be taxed and collected in each criminal case tried or docketed 
in said court. In addition thereto, there shall be taxed and collected 
for the use of the county in each case both civil and criminal docketed a 
trial fee of one dollar. The said clerk shall be entitled to receive and retain 
as his compensation in criminal cases the same costs, fees and commis- 
sions allowed by law to clerks of the circuit court for like duties and serv- 
ices, and one half of all justice fees, other than the one dollar trial tax, 
collected in all civil cases. The fees accruing to sheriffs, constables, wit- 
nesses and justices of the peace, when collected, shall be paid direct to 
those entitled thereto, and all other fees and costs, except those the clerk 
is entitled to retain as his compensation, shall be paid monthly by the said 
clerk to the county treasurer. All fines, forfeitures and other monies collected 
by the clerk for the State of Alabama shail be paid monthly by the said 
clerk to the state treasurer. All fines and forfeitures collected for the county 
fine and forfeiture fund shall be paid into said fund monthly. The clerk 
shall have the right to appoint an assistant clerk at his own expense who 
shall be authorized to act in the name of the clerk and for whose acts 
the clerk shall be responsible. 

Section 5. At the time of election of the judges of said court and each 
four years thereafter there shall be elected in the same manner a constable 
who shall be the constable of said court and shall execute all civil processes 
from or issued by said court and make due return thereof. Said constable 
must be a qualified elector and a resident of precinct 1, precinct 26 or pre- 
cinct 29 and shall hold office for the same term for which the judge of 
said court holds office. All processes issued out of said court shall be 
addressed to any lawful officer of Etowah County, Alabama. The sheriff 
shall execute all criminal processes of said court and shall be required 
to attend on said court on criminal trial days for which he shall be paid as 
provided by law in county courts. In cases of sickness or other absence 
of the constable, or whenever requested to do so by the judge, the 
sheriff of his deputy shall be required to serve all processes of said court, 
receiving the legal fees therefor for his service. 

Section 6. In the event of sickness or necessary absence of the judge 
of said court, the presiding judge of the circuit court of Etowah County 
shall appoint a special judge to hold court during the absence of the 
regular judge, whose compensation shall be at the same rate as herein 
provided for the regular judge, and paid on his warrant drawn on the 
county treasury, provided that the regular judge of said court shall receive 
no compensation after a continuous absence of thirty days or more. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the deputy solicitor for Etowah 
County to prosecute criminal cases in said court, and the same solicitor’s 
fees shall be taxed in misdemeanor cases in said court and in the same 
manner as is taxed by general law for solicitors in similar cases in the 
circuit and county courts of the state. All solicitor’s fees, when collected 
shall be paid into the county treasury as other costs. It shall be the duty of 
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the deputy solicitor for Etowah County to attend and prosecute all juvenile 
and non-support cases arising in said county and such proceedings. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the board of revenue or other govern- 
ing body of said county to provide proper offices in the courthouse for 
said court, and to provide for the necessary accommodation therefor, and 
to provide said court with all necessary blanks, stationery, docket books, 
typewriter, phone and other articles and supplies which may be reasonably 
necessary for said court. 

Section 9. The rules and regulations governing justices of the. peace 
courts shall apply as near as possible in all civil cases and the rules 
and regulations governing county courts shall apply as near as pos- 
sible in all criminal cases, except as herein otherwise provided. All. 
parties against whom judgments have been’ rendered shali have 
ten days within which to effect appeals to the circuit court, such 
appeals to be perfected in the manner prescribed by law for appeals from 
justice of peace courts. In all civil cases the judge may, at his descretion, 
set aside judgments on motion of either party within five days after such 
judgment is granted. In civil cases when an execution has been issued 
within twelve months after the rendition of judgment and has not been 
returned satisfied, an alias execution may be issued thereon at any time 
within six years from date of such judgment without a revival of the 
judgment. When a certificate of judgment has been filed in the office of 
the probate judge within twelve months from the date of its rendition, 
execution may issue thereon at any time within six years from the date 
of said judgment, whether execution has been previously issued or not, 
and such recorded judgment shall be a lien on the property of the de- 
fendant as provided by law in the circuit courts. 

Warrants may be issued by justices of the peace in said county return- 
able to said court for any indictable offense, and peace and bastardy pro- 
ceedings and non-support cases. 

Section 10. On the first’ Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1949, the offices of justices of the peace and notaries public ex officio 
justices of the peace for Precincts 1, 26 and 29 of said county are hereby 
abolished. The offices of constable for said precincts are hereby abolished 
at the same time. 

Section 11. Upon the termination of the offices of notaries public 
ex officio justice of the peace and justices of the peace as provided in the 
foregoing section, said officers shall forthwith transfer all pending cases, 
and dockets, records, and all other papers pertaining to their offices to 
the clerk of the court created by this statute. The said court shall have 
full and complete jurisdiction over all cases so transferred and may, in 
the manner prescribed by law for such cases, issue writs of garnishment, 
executions and other appropriate legal processes in cases so transferred. 

Section 12. Nothing contained in this statute shall abridge, limit or 
change the jurisdiction of recorder’s courts provided by general law for 
municipalities. 

Section 13. All laws, local or general, in conflict with the provisions of 
this act are, in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this act, 
hereby repealed. 

Section 14. Should any section, or any part of this act, be held un- 
constitutional, it shall in no wise affect any other section or part hereof, 
each section having been passed by the Legislature separately. 

Section 15. This act shall take affect on the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1949, except that the judge and the constable 
herein provided for shall be elected at the time and in the manner herein

The 
Marion County Board of Revenue is hereby invested with all the powers, 
duties, jurisdiction, and authority conferred by law on Courts of County 
Commissioners. 

Section 2. For the purposes of this Act, Marion County is divided 
into five districts, which districts shall be designated by numbers and 
the places on the Board shall be numbered to correspond to the numbers 
of the districts. District One shall comprise precincts 1, 6, 7 and 19; 
District Two shall comprise precincts 2, 3, 4, 5 and 17; District Three 
shall comprise precincts 8, 9, 10 and 12; District Four shall comprise 
epee 13, 14 and 18; and District Five shall comprise precincts 11, 
15 and 16. 

Section 3. (a) The members of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
shall be elected at the general election in 1950, and every four years there- 
after; they shall hold office for four years from the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January following their election, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. Members shall be nominated and 
elected by the electors of the respective districts. Every candidate for 
office shall designate in the announcement of his candidacy the number 
of the place for which he is a candidate, and the ballots shall be numbered 
accordingly. 

(b) The four persons holding office as members of the Court of 
County Commissioners on the effective date of this Act shall continue to 
hold office and shall be members of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
until the terms for which they were elected shall have expired; and, upon 
passage of this Act, the Governor shall appoint a qualified person as a 
member of the Board to represent District Five, who shall hold office 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1949. 

(c) At the general election in 1948, three members of the Board shall 
be elected as successors to the two commissioners whose terms expire 
in January, 1949, and to the member of the Board appointed pursuant to 
Subsection (b). Such members shall hoid office for two years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following their election, 
and until their’ succsesors are elected and qualified as provided in Sub- 
section (a). 

Section 4. Regular meetings of the Marion County Board of Revenue 
shall be held on the second and third Mondays in each month; no session 
of the Board shall continue longer than two days unless a longer session 
is necessary to prevent impeding the progress of a state audit. Each mem- 
ber of the Board shall be paid a monthly salary of $150.00. This salary 
shall be the only remuneration, compensation and allowance for the per- 
formance of their duties. Said Board members shall not receive any per 
diem, mileage allowance or any other expense allowance in any guise or 
form, it being the express intention of this Act to limit said Board mem- 
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bers to the salary provided for herein. Four members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared to be unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall 
not affect the remainder. 
Section 6. This Act shall. become effective upon its approval by the

HOUSE MESSAGE 


The House bills, the titles of which are set out in the foregoing 
message from the House, were severally read one time and referred 
to appropriate standing committees, as follows, to-wit:

996, 1004, 1006, 1005, 998, 995, 997, 989, 990 and 1014—to the Com- 
mittee on Local Legislation. 


H. 1009—to the Committee on Constitution and Constitutional 
Revision and Amendments. 


(The above bill was read a first time at length as required by the 
constitution. ) 


House bills 1013, 979, 974, 779, and 994—to the Committee on 
Judiciary. 


Mr. Boutwell offered the following Senate Resolution to-wit: 


S.R. 84. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALA- 
BAMA: That the opinions of the Justices of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama are hereby requested by the Senate of the State of Ala- 
bama upon the following important Constitutional questions, re- 
lating to the substitute for Senate Bill No. 403, which has been 
adopted by the Senate, and a copy of which is hereto attached and 
marked “Exhibit A”: (1) Could not the consolidation or merger of 
the public school systems in Jefferson County be accomplished 
without the necessity of the proposed or any constitutional amend- 
ment? Is the Alabama Code of 1940, Title 52, Section 82, which 
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provides for the consolidation of the administration of school sys- 
tems, valid under the present constitution and regardless of the 
proposed amendment? (2) There is now being levied and collected 
throughout Jefferson County a tax of 10c on’ each $100 of taxable 
property, voted for the support of public schools, pursuant to Sec- 
tion. 269 of the Constitution; a tax of 30c on each $100 of taxable 
property, voted for public school purposes, pursuant to Section 1 
ofthe Third Amendment to the Constitution; and a tax of 30c on 
éach $100 of taxable property in each school district in the county 
(all.territory in the county being included in school districts) voted 
for public school purposes, pursuant to Section 2 of the Third 
Amendment to the Constitution. The City of Birmingham and the 
City of Mountain Brook, both in Jefferson County, are each levying 
and collecting special taxes of 50c on each $100 of taxable property, 
which were voted for public schools and public school indebtedness, 
pursuant to the Eight Amendment to the Constitution. The City of 
Bessemer and the City of Fairfield, both in Jefferson County, are 
also levying and collecting special taxes of 25c and 30c, respectively, 
on each $100 of taxable property, voted for the schools, pursuant 
to the Eighth Amendment to the Constitution. The City of Bir- 
mingham is also using approximately 24c of its tax of 50c on each 
$100 of taxable property authorized for bond and interest payment 
by the Eighth Amendment to the Constitution, for the payment of 
bonds which were issued to build schools. Each of these cities is a 
separate city school district. These taxes are in addition to state 
school taxes provided in Section 260 of the Constitution. Does the 
provision in the proposed Constitutional amendment that the tax 
therein authorized “shall be in lieu of all county district, and city 
taxes now authorized to be levied for such purposes in such con- 
solidated area or territory” change the existing school tax structure 
of Jefferson County and of the above-named municipalities? Would 
the proposed amendment raise or lower the tax rate for public 
school purposes collected, either by the county and the above- 
named cities in (a) Jefferson County, (b) the City of Birmingham, 
(c) the City of Bessemer, (d) the City of Fairfield, or (e) the City 
of Mountain Brook? (3) The county and district three mill school 
taxes in Jefferson County were voted for a number of years in the 
future pursuant to the Third Amendment to the Constitution. The 
proceeds of these taxes have been pledged to school warrants is- 
sued by the Jefferson County Board of Education, pursuant to the 
Alabama Code of 1940, Title 52, Sections 216-235. Likewise, some of 
the city Boards of Education in Jefferson County have pledged the 
proceeds of their district school taxes, voted pursuant to the Third 
Amendment to the Constitution, for the payment of school war- 
rants issued by them pursuant to the above indicated statutory au- 
thority. Would the proposed amendment to the Constitution be in- 
valid as violating the contractual obligations of the Boards of Edu- 
cation with the holders of such warrants? (4) Would the change in 
public school taxes in Jefferson County set forth in the proposed 
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amendment to the Constitution become effective immediately upon 
the ratification thereof or only in the event of the consolidation or 
merger of the county public school system and any one or more of 
the public school systems of the various cities in the County? If the 
answer to the preceding question is that the tax becomes effective 
only in the. event of consolidation or merger, to what extent would 
consolidation or merger have to be effected in order to put this tax 
in operation? Would it have to be complete consolidation and mer- 
ger or would partial consolidation or merger be sufficient? (5) 
Could the school taxes provided for in the proposed amendment to 
the constitution be levied and collected without any local popular 
vote? Could the taxes so provided be levied and collected by the 
agency to be given the authority to administer the affairs of a con- 
solidated or merged public school system in Jefferson County? 
Could this agency fix and vary the rate of taxation up to the limita- 
tion provided for in the proposed amendment? Could the tax pro- 
vided by the proposed amendment to the Constitution be levied at 
different rates for different territory in the county or would the 
rate of taxation be required to be uniform throughout the County, 
including municipalities?

Relating to and regulating contracts for public works; and to 
repeal Chapter 1, Title 50, of the Code of Alabama, 1940, Sections 
1 to 15, inclusive. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1, ADVERTISEMENTS FOR BIDS AND 
AWARDS.—Before entering into any contract for a public im- 
provement, the awarding authority shall advertise for sealed bids 
once each week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the county or counties in which the improve- 
ment or undertaking, or some part thereof, is to be made; the 
awarding authority may also advertise in such other publications 
as it may deem advisable. Such notices shall state that plans and 
specifications for the improvement are on file in the office of the 
authority, and the time and place in which bids will be received 
and opened. All bids shall be opened publicly at the advertised 
time and place. 

Section 2. DEPOSIT TO OBTAIN PROPOSAL, PLANS 
AND SPECIFICATIONS.—Proposal, plans and _ specifications 
may be obtained only upon payment of a deposit, the amount of 
said deposit to be determined by the awarding authority. This de- 
posit will be returned to all bona fide bidders who return said 
plans and specifications to the awarding authority within ten days 
following the bidding date. The actual cost of printing the pro- 
posal, plans and specifications may be charged to all persons tak- 
ing out those documents but not presenting a bona fide bid. Build- 
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ing Exchanges and similar agencies may be furnished plans and 
specification without payment of a deposit. 

Section 3. BIDDERS MUST FILE CHECK OR BID 
BOND.—The bidder shall be required to file with his bid either: 
(1) a certified check payable to the awarding authority for an 
amount not less than five per cent of the awarding authority’s 
estimated cost or of the contractor’s bid, but in no event more than 
ten thousand dollars; or (2) a bid bond payable to the awarding 
authority in an amount not less than ten per cent of the bid or the 
awarding authority’s estimated cost. Such bid guaranties as here- 
in provided shall constitute all of the qualifications or guaranty to 
be required of contractors as prerequisites to bidding for public 
works, except as required by the State Licensing Board for Gen- 
eral Contractors and the prequalifications as required by the High- 
way Department or the Building Commission. 

Section 4. RETURN OF PROPOSAL GUARANTIES.— 
All proposal guaranties, except those of the three lowest bona fide 
bidders, shall be returned immediately after proposals have been 
checked, tabulated and the relation of the proposals established. 
The proposal guaranty of the three lowest bidders shall be return- 
ed as soon as the contract bonds and the contract of the successful 
bidder have been properly executed and approved. When the award 
is deferred for a period of time longer than fifteen (15) days after 
the opening of the proposals, all proposal guaranties except that of 
the successful bidder shall be returned. Should no award be made 
within thirty (830) days after the opening of the proposals, all 
prcposals shall be rejected, and all guaranties returned, unless the 
successful bidder agrees in writing to a stipulated extension in time 
for consideration of his bid, in which case the awarding authority 
may, at its discretion, permit the successful bidder to substitute a 
satisfactory bidder’s bond for the certified check submitted with his 
proposal as a proposal guaranty. 

Section 5. AWARD OF CONTRACT.—The contract shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder complying with condi- 
tions of the invitation for bids, unless the awarding authority finds 
that his bid is unreasonable or that it is not to the interest of the 
awarding authority to accept it. The bidder to whom the award 
is made will be notified by telegram or letter at the earliest possi- 
ble date. Should the successful bidder fail or refuse to sign the 
contract or make bond as hereinafter provided, the awarding au- 
thority may award the contract to the second lowest responsible 
bidder. Should the second lowest bidder fail or refuse to sign the 
contract or make bond as hereinafter provided, the awarding au- 
thority may award the contract to the third lowest responsible 
bidder. Should no bids be received at the time stated in the adver- 
tisement for bids, the awarding authority may advertise for and 
seek other competitive bids, or the awarding authority may direct 
that the work shall be done by force account under its direction 
and control, If the awarding authority finds that all bids received 
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are unreasonable and that it is not to the interest of the awarding 
authority to accept any of the bids, the awarding authority may 
direct that the work shall be done by force account under its di- 
rection and control. On any construction project on which the 
awarding authority has prepared plans and specifications and re- 
ceived bids and which it has determined to do by force account the 
awarding authority shall submit plans and specifications, and an 
itemized estimate of cost to the Department of Examiner of Ac- 
counts, and upon completion of the project by an awarding author- 
ity, the final total cost together with an itemized list of cost of any 
and all changes made in the original plans and specifications shall 
be submitted to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts 
for its permanent record. Upon the approval of the awarding au- 
thority, its duly authorized officer or officers may, when proceed- 
ing upon the basis of force account, let any subdivision or unit of 
work by contract on informal bids. No provision of this section 
shall be interpreted as precluding the use of convict labor by the 
State Highway Department. This section shall not apply to routine 
maintenance and repair jobs done by maintenance men regular em- 
ployees of the awarding authority. 

Section 6. ERRORS IN BID.—In case of error in the exten- 
sion of prices the unit price will govern. In case of discrepancy be- 
tween the prices shown in the figures and in words the words will 
govern. 

Section 7—CONTRACT AND BOND.—The bidder to whom 
award is made must, when required, enter into written contract on 
the form included in the proposal, plans and specification and fur- 
nish a performance bond executed by a surety company duly au- 
thorized and qualified to make such bonds in the State of Ala- 
bama, in the amount of the contract price, within the period speci- 
fied, or, if no period be specified, within ten days after the pre- 
scribed forms have been presented to him for signature. Should ex- 
tenuating circumstances prevail, the awarding authority may grant 
an extension in time not exceeding five days for the return of the 
contract and contract bond. 

Section 8. APPROVAL OF CONTRACT.—The awarding’ 
authority shall approve the contractor’s bond and complete the exe- 
cution of the contract within ten days after its presentation by the 
contractor, unless the successful contractor agrees in writing to a 
longer period. 

Section 9. PROCEED ORDER.—\A Proceed Order shall be 
issued by the awarding authority within fifteen (15) days after 
final execution of the contract by the awarding authority unless 
both parties agree in writing to a stipulated extension in time for 
the issuance of a Proceed Order, 

Section 10. FAILURE TO EXECUTE CONTRACT.—(a) 
Should the successful bidded or bidders to whom a contract is 
awarded fail to execute a contract and furnish acceptable contract 
security required by law within the period as set forth in Section 
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%, the awarding authority shall retain from the proposal guaranty 
if it be a certified check or recover from the principal or the sureties 
if the guaranty be a bid bond the difference between the amount of 
the contract as awarded and the amount of the proposal of the next 
lowest bidder. If no other bids are received, the full amount of the 
proposal guaranty shall be so retained or recovered as liquidated 
damages for such default. Any sums so retained or recovered shall 
be the property of the awarding authority. In the event of the death 
of the low bidder (if an individual and not a partnership or cor- 
poration) between the date of the opening of bids and the ten days 
following the date of award of contract, as allowed in Section 7 
for furnishing of contract security, the awarding authority shall 
return the proposal guaranty intact to the estate of the deceased 
low bidder. 

(b) Failure by the awarding authority to complete the execu- 
tion of a contract and to issue a Proceed Order as required in Sec- 
tions 8 and 9 hereof shall be just cause, unless both parties agree 
in writing to a stipulated extension in time for issuance of a Pro- 
ceed Order, for the withdrawal of the contractor’s bid and contract 
without forfeiture of certified check or bond. 

Section 11—PAYMENTS TO CONTRACTORS.—(a) Unless 
otherwise provided in the specifications, partial payments will be 
made as the work progresses at the end of each calendar month, or 
as soon thereafter as practicable, on estimates made and approved 
by the awarding authority. In preparing estimates the material de- 
livered on the site and preparatory work done may be taken into 
consideration. 

(b) In making such partial payments there shall be retained 
not more than ten per cent on contracts for the construction of 
buildings, or similar structures, and not more than seven and one- 
half per cent on the construction of highways and bridges, or simi- 
lar structures, on the estimated amount of work done and the value 
of materials stored on the site until final completion and accep- 
tance of all work covered by the contract. When maintenance 
periods are included in the contract such periods shall be considered 
a component part of the contract. Provided, however, that on com- 
pletion and acceptance of each separate building, public work, or 
other division of the contract, on which a price is stated separately 
in the contract or can be separately ascertained, payment may be 
made in full, including the retained percentage thereof, less author- 
ized deductions. Nothing in this Section shall, however, be inter- 
preted to require the awarding authority to make full payment on 
an item of work when such item of work is an integral part of a 
complete improvement. 

(c) All material and work covered by partial payments made 
shall thereupon become the sole property of the awarding author- 
ity, but this provision shall not be construed as relieving the con- 
tractor from the sole responsibility for the care and protection of 
materials and work upon which payments have been made or the 
restoration of any damaged work, or as a waiver of the right of the 
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awarding authority to require the fulfillment of all the terms of the 
contract. 

(d) Upon completion and acceptance of all work required, the 
amount due the contractor under the terms of the contract shall be 
paid upon the presentation of a properly executed and duly certi- 
fied voucher therefor, after the contractor shall have furnished the 
awarding authority with a release, if required, of all claims against 
the awarding authority arising under and by virtue of the contract, 
other than such claims, if any as may be specifically excepted by 
the contractor from the operation of the release in stated amounts 
to be set forth therein and the presentation of proof of advertise- 
ment as provided by law. Nothing in this Section shall be inter- 
preted to conflict with the rules and regulations of the Public 
Roads Administration. 

Section 12. RULES AND REGULATIONS.—For the pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the terms of this Chapter and insuring 
to the State the award of all contracts to competent and respon- 
sible bidders, the awarding authority shall be empowered to pre- 
pare and promulgate such rules and regulations as may be deemed © 
proper, not inconsistent with the terms of this Chapter. 

Section 183. DEFINITIONS.— The term “person” in this 
Chapter shall include natural persons, partnerships and corpora- 
tions, The term “awarding authority” shall include the State High- 
way Department, the State Building Commission, the State Docks 
Commission, the State Board of Education and all the State agen- 
cies of the State of Alabama, but shall not include any county 
board of education or other county or municipal officers or board. 
The term “public improvement” shall include public buildings, 
structures, sewers, waterworks, roads, bridges, underpasses and 
viaducts, docks, as well as any other improvement to be construct- 
ed by the awarding authority. The term “public improvement” 
shall not include repairs, alterations, and renovations by institu- 
tions controlled by Boards of Trustees or similar Boards. 

Section 14. That Chapter 1, Title 50 of the Code of Alabama 
1940, Sections 1 to 15, inclusive, be and the same are hereby repeal- 
ed, this Act being intended as a substitute therefor. Chapter 2, Title 
50 of the Code of Alabama 1940, relating to bonds and advertising 
the completion of contracts shall remain in full force and effect, ex- 
cept insofar as additional requirements for a performance bond are 
provided in Section 7 hereof. 

Section 15. All laws and parts of laws, rules, regulations and 
requirements in conflict herewith are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 16. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR S&. 400 


To amend Sections 51, 63, 64, 65, 66, 69, 80, 117 and 185 of Title 
35, Code of Alabama 1940. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 51 of Title 35, Code of Alabama 1940, 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 
51. Meetings of military advisory board; compensation of mem- 
bers.—The military advisory board shall meet at such times as the 
governor shall deem their services necessary for the transaction of 
such military or naval business as may need their attention. The 
members of the military advisory board shall be paid ten dollars 
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per day while in actual attendance at meetings of the board or in 
special individual duty ordered by the governor, and in addition, 
each member of the board shall receive all necessary and actual 
transportation expenses and a flat allowance per day equal to that 
now or hereafter authorized for employees for ‘other expenses’ the 
day beginning at midnight and fractions of a day counting as a 
full day for the purpose of making such per diem pay and allow- 
ances, All expenses and expenditures shall be paid out of the regu- 
lar military appropriations. A majority of the military advisory 
board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and 
the board shall meet in the offices of the department of military 
and naval affairs of the state and such other places and at such 
times as may be designated by the commander-in-chief.” 

Section 2. That Section 63 of Title 35, Code of Alabama 1940, 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 
63. Officers and enlisted men of the headquarters and headquar- 
ters detachment of the Alabama national guard. Officers and en- 
listed men of the headquarters and headquarters detachment of the 
Alabama national guard shall be selected and ‘appointed from 
among the active or inactive commissioned officers of the national 
guard or from the state or national registers of eligibles, by the 
adjutant general, and commissioned by the governor. Officers and 
enlisted men of the headquarters and headquarters detachment of 
the Alabama national guard shall be recruited by their chiefs sub- 
ject to the approval of the adjutant general.” 

Section 3. That Section 64 of Title 35, Code of Alabama 1940, 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 
64. Compliance with the federal government requirements’ relat- 
ing to officers of the headquarters and headquarters detachment of 
the Alabama national guard. Except in times of national emergency 
declared by the president of the United States, hereafter no person 
shall be appointed an officer on the federally recognized headquar- 
ters and headquarters detachment of the Alabama national guard 
(unless he be commissioned in the medical corps, veterinary corps, 
or chaplains’ corps), unless he shall have had at least two years 
service in the federally recognized national guard, and shall have 
shown by his records of achievement in the military service or in 
his civil profession, or both, that he is qualified for the duties and 
responsibilities of the office for which he may be appointed, and 
shall have the same tenure of office as provided in this chapter for 
field officers. However, nothing in this section shall be construed 
or operate to limit the provisions of any federal law or regulation 
relative to the qualifications for officers appointed on or holding 
commissions on the headquarters and headquarters detachment of 
the Alabama national guard.” 

Section 4. That Section 65 of Title 35, Code of Alabama 1940, 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 
65. Exhibitions, boxing, sparring, and wrestling matches.—Ex- 
hibitions of various kinds and boxing, sparring, wrestling, and 
other athletic matches and contests may be held in the armory or 
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on the adjacent grounds of any national guard or naval militia 
unit or post, under supervision and control of the board of control 
of such armory, provided such use does not interfere with the mili- 
tary or naval use of such armory or grounds. All revenues derived 
from the operation of such exhibitions, matches, or contests, or from 
the lease of armories or adjacent grounds for such purposes shall 
be covered into the proper unit or station board of control fund, in 
accordance with regulations prescribed by the adjutant general. 
Units of the national guard or naval militia shall not be required to 
obtain any authority, permission, or license from any agency of the

Military department in time of war—All members of the federally 
recognized headquarters and headquarters detachment, who are full 
time military employees of the state, and such other members of the 
headquarters and headquarters detachment as the governor may 
deem necessary shall, if authorized by federal military laws and 
authorities when they or the national guard and naval militia are 
ordered into the federal service in care of a national crisis, be as- 
signed to duty in the state headquarters in connection with the 
execution of any national selective service act, the national defense 
act, or any similar federal laws enacted for the purpose of induct- 
ing the man power of this state and of the nation into military, 
naval or other similar emergency service of the United States, and 
in connection with the organizing, training, and maintenance of 
temporary military forces by the state as ‘home guards’ or similar 
forces, and in operating the State Military Department to the ex- 
tent permitted by federal authorities and not inconsistent with 
their federal duties.” 
Section 6. That Section 69 of Title 35, Code of Alabama 1940, 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 69. 
Officers and employees in state military department. —The adju- 
tant general may have to assist him in the performance of his du- 
ties and to perform the various duties of the military department 
such number of military officers and civil and military employees 
as may be approved by the governor, such officers and employees 
to be appointed by the adjutant general subject to the approval of 
, the governor and subject to the provisions of the merit system 
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wherein applicable. The provisions of the merit system shall not 
apply to military employees employed on active military service. 
All persons hereafter appointed as officers in the military depart- 
ment shall have served at least three years in the active Alabama 
national guard or the army of the United States or other armed 
forces of the Unites or the officers’ reserve corps and should have 
military and civil education, training, and experience particularly 
fitting him for the position to which he is assigned. Enlisted men 
of the United States army on duty with the Alabama national 
guard may be employed on a part-time basis to perform specified 
duties. The number of assignments, duties, and authority of all of- 
ficers and employees of the military department shall be prescrib- 
ed and assigned by the adjutant general, with the approval of the 
governor. Among the officers of the military department there 
shall be an assistant adjutant general, whose duties shall be pre- 
scribed by the adjutant general, a United States property and dis- 
bursing officer, who shall be the chief of the property and dis- 
bursing section and be in charge of all matters pertaining to fed-

Section 7 That Section 80 of Title 35, Code of Alabama 
1940, be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: “Sec- 
tion 80. Tests as to fitness for officers and enlisted personnel of 
the national guard. No person shall hereafter be appointed an of- 
ficer or become an enlisted man of the national guard unless he 
shall have successfully passed such tests as to his physical, mental 
fitness as the president may prescribe under the provisions of the 
national defense act. The examination to determine such qualifi- 
cations for commission shall be conducted by a board of officers 
constituted as now, or hereafter provided, by regulations written 
under the provisions of the national defense act and governing the 
national guard.

Pay when in ‘active military service of -state.’—-Officers, 
warrant officers, and enlisted men of the national guard and naval 
militia, when employed in the active military or naval service of 
the state, as defined and provided in this chapter, are entitled to 
pay for such service, which will begin on the day of assembly at 
the armories or other designated places and will continue until the 
day of return thereto and proper relief. Fractional parts of a day 
will count as a full day. The reckoning of a day will be from mid- 
night to the subsequent midnight. Pay of officers, warrant officers 
and enlisted members of the national guard shall be that rate now 
or hereafter authorized by the war department for members of the 
regular army while the national guard is on active military service 
for the state. Pay of officers and warrant officers of the naval mil- 
itia shall conform to that rate authorized by the navy department 
for annual cruises for members of the naval reserve. Pay of en- 
listed men of the naval militia shall be as authorized for corre- 
sponding grades of enlisted men of the national guard while in the 
active military service. Each officer, warrant officer and enlisted 
man will be provided with subsistence or rations while in the ac- 
tive service. The purchase of this subsistence will be made in ac- 
cordance to such regulations as the governor may prescribe. Pay 
as defined in this section shall include length of service, pay and 
allowances for quarters. The pay and subsistence authorized by 
this section shall be paid out of the general treasury, and not from 
the regular military appropriations provided for organization, 
maintenance and upkeep of the national guard and naval militia.

185. Special appropriation for militia in active military or naval 
service of the state—In addition to the monies to be appropriated 
for the purpose stated in the preceding section, there shall be ap- 
propriated by the legislature at each of its biennial sessions, or such

the hands of said Register to be paid out and disbursed by him to proper per- 
sons or parties in the manner now or hereafter required by law; to provide 
for the payment of the salary or compensation of said Register of the Circuit 
Court of Etowah County, and the clerks, deputies and other clerical assistants 
and other office expenses out of the funds of Etowah County, and to provide 
rules and regulations for the conducting and operation of such office made 
necessary by changing the method and basis of compenstaion of such Register 
of the Circuit Court of Etowah County; and to repeal Act No. 396 of the 1935. 
Legislature entitled “An Act to allow the Register in Chancery of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Etowah County, Alabama, a clerk; to provide for the appoint- 
ment and tenure of office of said clerk; to fix the salary of said clerk and to 
make the same payable out of the general funds of Etowah County in monthly 
installments,” approved September 9, 1935; and to prescribe when this Act 
shall go into effect. fs 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That the salary or compensation of the Register of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Etowah County, Alabama, in equity, shall be Thirty-six Hundred 
($3,600.00) dollars per year, which said Thirty-six Hundred ($3,600.00) dol- 
lars annual salary or compensation shall be paid out of the County Treasury 
of Etowah County, in equal monthly installments, at the end of each month, 
upon pouacts drawn in the same manner as employees of Etowah County 
‘are paid. 

Section 2. That when and after this Act goes into effect, said Register 
of the Circuit Court of Etowah County, hereinabove referred to, shall continue 
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to collect all legal charges, costs, fees, compensation and allowances heretofore 
or hereafter authorized to be collected by him, and shall pay same into the 
County Treasury on the first Monday of each month thereafter, provided, 
however, that all witness fees, judgments and amounts collected by him from 
whatsoever source, except fees, allowances, legal charges, costs and compensa- 
tion payable to him as such Register, shall.be retained in the hands of said 
Register to be paid out and disbursed by him to proper persons or parties in 
the manner now or hereafter required by law. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue, or like governing body, of Etowah 
County, Alabama, is required, authorized and empowered to provide suffi- 
cient equipment, clerks, deputies and other assistants to the said Register of 
the Circuit Court of Etowah County, but the said Register of the Circuit Court 
shall select such clerks, deputies and assistants and shall fix their compensa- 
tion, but the combined salaries or compensation of said clerks, deputies, and 
assistants selected by him shall not exceed Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) 
dollars per annum. The said Register of the Circuit Court shall have the 
right to discharge the said clerks, deputies and assistants at will, as they shall 
serve only at his pleasure. The salaries or compensation of said clerks, depu- 
ties and assistants shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of the 
general funds of Etowah County, upon separate warrants drawn in the same 
manner as other employees of Etowah County are paid. 

Section 4. The Board of Revenue, or like governing body of Etowah 
County, in addition to the foregoing, shall provide said Register of the Circuit 
Court of Etowah County with the necessary quarters, books, stationery, sup- 
plies, office equipment, files, furniture, typewriters, adding machines, postage 
and other conveniences and equipment necessary for the proper and efficient 
conducting and handling of the affairs of said office. 

Section 5. The salary or compensation herein fixed shall be in lieu of all 
fees, compensation and allowances heretofore, or hereafter, allowed and paid 
to said Register of the Circuit Court of Etowah County, Alabama. 

Section 6. That Act No. 396 of the 1935 Legislature of Alabama entitled 
“An Act to allow the Register in Chancery of the Circuit Court of Etowah 
County, Alabama, a clerk; to provide for the appointment and tenure of office 
of said clerk; to fix the salary of said clerk and to make the same payable 
out of the general funds of Etowah County in monthly installments;” ap- 
proved September 9, 1935, and all other laws and parts of laws, both general 
and local, as applied to Etowah County, Alabama, in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this Act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act shall go into effect on the expira- 
tion of the incumbency of the present incumbent in the office of Register of 
the Circuit Court of Etowah County, Alabama.

currently with the Circuit Court, of all matters, suits amount more than the 
jurisdiction of and actions of law which are in the Justices of Peace and not 
more than the sum of Five Hundred and no/100 ($500.00) Dollars; and the 
said Court shall have original jurisdiction, concurrent with the Circuit Court,

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General Fund of Geneva County, Alabama on the first Monday in each month, 
It shall also be his duty to collect, or receive from the Sheriff, all fines and for- 
feitures in said Court, which together with the solicitor’s fees taxed and col- 
lected in said Court, he shall pay into the county treasury on the first Monday 
in each month. It shall also be his duty to file with the Clerk of the Court of 
County Commissioners on or before the first Monday of September after the 
passage of this Act, and on or before the first Monday in September of each 
year thereafter, an itemized statement showing the following: the amount of 
fines, forfeitures and Solicitor’s fees collected by him in said Court and paid 
into the county treasury; the amount of trial taxes collected by him in said 
Court and paid into the County Treasury and the amount of Clerk’s fees col- 
lected and retained by him, in the last 12 months next preceding. Witness 
fees assessed and collected shall be retained by him and paid over to the 
witnesses entitled to the same and the witnesses shall be allowed the same time 
after their attendance upon the Court in all cases therein pending to prove 
their attendance and to be issued a witness certificate as now or hereafter may 
be allowed in the Circuit Courts of this State; and provided further that in 
case witness certificates are not presented to the Clerk for payment within the

A BILI. 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the collection of delinquent court costs and fees 
in Jefferson County 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That in all cases in the courts of Jefferson County 
wherein the costs have been taxed against the plaintiff or plaintiffs 
and execution therefor returned unsatisfied in whole or in part, or 
where the costs have been taxed against the defendant or defend- 
ants and execution therefor returned “no property found” and 
thereafter ‘a like return made on an execution issued against the 
plaintiff or plaintiffs for costs created by the plaintiff or plaintiffs, 
then any unpaid costs or fees (including library tax fees) in such 
cases, which if collected would be, under existing law ultimately 
covered into the County treasury of Jefferson County, shall be 
deemed delinquent court costs and fees within the meaning of that 
term when used in this act, and the County may in addition to the 
procedure now authorized by law, enforce collection thereof by the 
methods and procedures provided herein. 

Section 2. That the License Inspector of Jefferson County 
shall, in addition to the duties now required of him, be charged with 
the duty and responsibility of enforcing the collection of delin- 
quent court costs and fees, in the manner and according to the pro- 
cedure provided in this act.. The License Inspector and his Chief 
Deputy hereinafter provided for shall have and exercise all the 
powers and authority, with respect to any execution for delinquent 
court costs and fees placed in his hands for collection, as the Sher- 
iff and his deputies have with respect to executions placed in the 
hands of the Sheriff. 

Section 3. That where in any case there is now court costs and 
fees delinquent within the meaning of the first section of this act, 
it shall be the duty of the Clerk of any Court or Register, within 
a reasonable time, to sever such delinquent court costs and fees 
from any judgment for damages and from such other costs or fees 
as may not be payable to or for the use of the County, and issue 
execution therefor which execution shall be directed to the License 
Inspector and placed in his hands for collection. That where in any 
case hereafter court costs and fees are delinquent within the mean- 
ing of the first section of this act, it shall be the duty of Clerk of 
any Court or Register within thirty days from the date that such 
court costs and fees are deemed delinquent, to sever such delinquent 
court costs and fees from any judgment for damages and from 
such other costs or fees as may not be payable to or for the use 
of the County, and issue execution therefor which execution shall 
be directed to the License Inspector and placed in his hands for 
collection. All such executions shall certify the total amount of the 
Court costs and fees in the case which are delinquent within the 
meaning of this act and separately the amount for which each 
party is taxable, but otherwise such delinquent court costs and fees 
need not be itemized in or on the execution. All such executions 
shall run against all parties liable to execution for such delinquent 
court costs and fees and shall authorize the License Inspector to 
enforce collection from any party of the amount shown by such 
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execution to be payable by such party. No such execution shall be 
issued in any case where the judgment taxing such court costs and 
fees is dormant, but in such a case the Clerk or Register may certi- 
fy the facts with respect to such delinquent court costs and fees to 
the License Inspeceor who may if he finds it advisable cause a suit 
at law to be instituted in the name of the County against any party 
deemed to be liable for all or any part thereof as upon an implied 
promise to pay the same, except where the judgment taxing such 
costs is barred by the statute of limitations. 

Section 4. That any execution issued under the provisions of 
this act shall be a continuing authority to the License Inspector 
after it is placed in his hands and until it is recalled or expires as 
hereinafter provided, to enforce collection thereof and in accord- 
ance with the tenor thereof, and to collect in addition to the 
amount called for by such execution the same fees and commis- 
sions as are allowed by law to sheriffs for similar services in the 
collection of executions for costs. All such executions shall be un- 
der the continuing control of the respective courts from which they 
are issued in the same manner as other processes, and for any 
legal reasons any such executions may be recalled by the court 
from which it was issued. If any such execution be recalled an 
alias execution may be issued which shall have the same force and 
effect as the original. 

Section 5. That in addition to the methods and means which 
sheriffs are authorized by law to employ in the enforcement of 
executions for costs placed in their hands, the License Inspector of 
Jefferson County may levy an execution for delinquent court costs 
and fees by summoning any person, firm or corporation indebted 
to any party against whom such execution was issued, or liable to 
him on a contract for the delivery of personal property, or for the 
payment of money which may be discharged by the delivery of 
personal property, or on a contract payable in personal property, 
or having in his or its possession or under his or its control, any 
money or effects belonging to such party. The person, firm or cor- 
poration so summoned as garnishee shall be required to answer any 
such writ to the court from which the execution issued. The License 
Inspector shall serve notice in writing of the issuance of any such 
garnishment upon each party whose assets are sought to be sub- 
jected by such garnishment, if such party be a resident of the 
State. Any such garnishment writ together with the notice and the 
return of the License Inspector showing service of the writ and 
notice shall be forthwith returned to the court from which the exe- 
cution issued, and upon such return proceedings may be had as in 
other cases of garnishment, and the same costs and fees shall be 
taxed for the services of the License Inspector as are allowed to 
sheriffs for similar services in garnishment cases. The License In- 
spector shall have authority to execute or cause to be executed a 
release of any garnishment proceedings pending upon any such 
execution or suit upon any such execution. Before issuing a garnish- 
ment on such execution a notice in writing of not less than 10 days 
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of intention to garnishee must be mailed to party against whom the 
execution is pending at his then last known address. 

Section 6. That all executions for delinquent. court costs and 
fees shall continue in force and effect for ten years from date of 
issuance unless sooner recalled in the manner hereinabove provided. 
The License Inspector shall have authority to accept partial or in- 
stallment payments thereon from time to time within his discre- 
tion. He shall have-authority to file any such execution with the 
Probate Judge, whereupon it shall be the duty of the Probate Judge 
to record, register, and index such execution in all respects as is re- 
quired as to a certificate of judgment rendered by the Circuit Court, 
and when so filed any such execution shall be a lien in favor of the 
County on all property of any party against whom such execution 
was issued, which is subject to levy and sale under execution, and 
such lien shall continue for ten years after date of issue of such 
execution, and the County shall have the same remedies for the 
enforcement of such lien as is given by law to the plaintiff in a 
registered judgment or decree. 

Section 7%. That all fees and commissions earned by the Li- 
cense Inspector for any services rendered by him in the discharge 
of the duties imposed upon him by this act shall be the property 
of Jefferson County and when collected shall be paid into the 
County treasury. The License Inspector shall not later than the 
tenth day of each calendar month pay into the County treasury all 
sums received by him during the preceding calendar month as col- 
lections on executions for delinquent court costs and fees together 
with all sums received by him during such preceding month as fees 
and commissions for services rendered in the enforcement of such 
executions. When the License Inspector has collected in full any 
execution for delinquent court costs and fees he shall promptly 
certify such fact to the Clerk of Register of the court from which 
the execution issued, which certificate shall indentify the execution 
and show the amount paid by. each party, which payments shall be 
noted by the Clerk or Register on the fee book or other similar 
record where the fees and costs for which such execution was is- 
sued are charged, and the License Inspector shall mark satisfied 
on the probate records any such execution filed with the Probate 
Judge. 

Section 8. There is hereby created and established the posi- 
tion of Chief Deputy License Inspector to be appointed by the 
County Commission or other governing body of Jefferson County, 
Alabama. Such person to be so appointed shall be selected from the 
personnel of said County in the classified service without competi- 
tive examination, and shall have had experience in the computation 
and collection of court costs, and must have knowledge of the af- 
fairs of the courts generally and especial familiarity with the way 
and manner in which court costs are charged and collected. The 
Chief Deputy License Inspector shall be particularly charged with 
the responsibility of performing and discharging the powers and 
duties imposed upon the License Inspector by this act. The County 
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Commission shall require the Chief Deputy License Inspector to 
enter into bond in such penalty as the Commission may prescribe 
conditioned to faithfully perform his duties and to account for all 
monies coming into his hands, the premium on such bond to be 
paid out of the general funds of the County. The position of Chief 
Deputy License Inspector hereby created shall be subject to the 
classified service and the provisions of the County-wide Civil serv- 
ice law in effect in said County. The salary of the Chief Deputy 
License Inspector shall be fixed by the County Commission or 
other governing body of Jefferson County, to be paid out of the 
County Treasury, as other County employees, and in accordance 
with existing Civil Service regulations. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the County Commis- 
sion or other like governing body of Jefferson County to provide 
suitable quarters for the License Inspector, necessary clerical and 
other help, and to furnish him with all such books, stationery, 
papers, machines and other things deemed by such commission or 
other like governing body as necessary for the proper performance 
of the duties imposed upon him by this act.

To create a Hospital Board in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, to 
be known as the Druid City Hospital Board and to provide for its 
officers, fix its number, authorize and regulate its proceedings, pre- 
scribe its duties and qualifications and terms of office of its mem- 
bers; to authorize the said Druid City Hospital Board to acquire 
suitable sites therefor and to build, construct, equip, alter, change, 
operate, maintain and supervise said hospital owned and to be 
owned jointly by the County of Tuscaloosa and the City of Tusca- 
loosa, for the reception, treatment and care of the sick, wounded 
and infirm and of people in need of hospital care in Tuscaloosa 
County; to provide for the appointment of the members of said 
Druid City Hospital Board and of their successors and to provide 
for their removal and the appointment of their successors; to pro- 
vide that said Hospital Board shall serve without compensation 
and to provide for the reception, treatment and care of the sick, 
wounded and infirm and of people in need of hospital treatment 
and care in said Druid City Hospital, which hospital shall be a 
non-profit institution operated mainly for charity; to provide that 
said Druid City Hospital Board shall supersede all other boards 
and shall have, take and exercise complete possession, dominion, 
charge, control and direction of all the assets, property, personnel 
and income of said hospital and may maintain suits for the re- 
covery of all debts and obligations to, and property of, said Druid 
City Hospital and to provide for the repeal of laws contrary hereto 
and the effective date hereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1: That there is hereby created a Hospital Board in 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, to be known as the Druid City Hos- 
pital Board, which Hospital Board is empowered to contract and 
be contracted with, and to acquire suitable sites therefor and to 
build, construct, equip, alter, change, maintain, operate and super- 
vise a public general hospital owned, and to be owned, jointly by 
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the County of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and the City of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, to be known as the Druid City Hospital, including the 
Druid City Hospital now being operated and maintained, for the 
reception, treatment and care of the sick, wounded and infirm and 
of people in need of hospital treatment and care. Said Druid City 
Hospital Board shall make such rules and regulations as are neces- 
sary or desirable for the proper operation of said hospital and the 
admission and conduct of doctors, physicians and surgeons, pa- 
tients and others in said hospital and fix and regulate the duties and 
conduct of its officers, agents and employees and determine the 
number and remuneration thereof. Monthly reports of its opera- 
tions and financial standing and affairs shall be duly made to the 
Druid City Hospital Board. 

Section 2: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created 
shall be composed of nine members, two of whom shall be appoint- 
ed by the governing body of Tuscaloosa County, two of whom 
shall be appointed by the governing body of the City of Tuscaloosa, 
two of whom shall be appointed by the Tuscaloosa County Medical 
Society from among their membership, one of whom shall be ap- 
pointed by the governing body of the City of Northport, and one 
of them shall be appointed by each Circuit Judge of Tuscaloosa 
County, and all of whom shall be qualified electors of Tuscaloosa 
County. Such members of said Hospital Board shall be appointed 
immediately after this act becomes a law, and those first appointed 
by the governing bodies of the City of Tuscaloosa and the City of 
Northport shall serve for a period of one year from the first day of 
the first month after this law becomes effective, those first appoint- 
ed by the governing body of Tuscaloosa County and the Presiding 
Judge of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County shall serve for a 
period of two years from the first day of the first month after this 
law becomes effective and those first appointed by the Tuscaloosa 
County Medical Society and any other Judge of the Circuit Court 
of Tuscaloosa County shall serve for a period of three years from 
the first day of the first month after this law becomes effective, 
and each of their successors shall serve for a period of three years 
from the expiration of the terms above fixed so that the terms of 
three members of said Board shall expire each year, and each mem- 
ber shall serve until his successor is duly appointed and qualifies. 
The term of each member of said Druid City Hospital Board shall 
thereafter be three years. The authorities hereinabove designated 
to appoint such members shall appoint the successors of each mem- 
ber upon the expiration of his term. 

The members of such Druid City Hospital Board shall serve 
without compensation and shall be chosen because of their char- 
acter and fitness, and no person shall be appointed or elected to 
this Hospital Board who is in any way subject to the authority of 
the Hospital Board or who is a member of the Governing Board of 
the City of Tuscaloosa or of Tuscaloosa County or employed by 
them. In the event of a vacancy in the membership of said Hospital 
Board created hereby the appointing authority originally appoint- 
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ing such member who has ceased to be a member shalf fill such 
vacancy for the unexpired term. The Druid City Hospitat Board 
hereby created shall meet monthly on the first Thursday in each 
month and at such other times as the board may direct. No mo- 
tion or resolution shall be adopted without the concurrence of the 
majority of the whole board. The rules generally adopted by de- 
liberative bodies for their government shall be observed by said 
Druid City Hospital Board unless said Hospital Board shall deter- 
mine otherwise. 

Section 3: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created 
shall on the first day of the first month after this act becomes law 
supersede any and all other Boards heretofore appointed or elected 
for the government or control of said Druid City Hospital, now be- 
ing operated jointly by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa 
County, and the Hospital Board created hereby shall immediately 
thereafter take, exercise and have complete possession, dominion, 
charge, control and direction of all the assets, property, personnel 
and income of said Druid City Hospital now being operated jointly 
by the City of Tuscaloosa and Tuscaloosa County, as well as any 
other hospital erected or maintained by said Druid City Hospital 
Board, and said Hospital Board hereby created may maintain suits 
for the recovery of all debts and obligations due to, and property 
and other assets of, said Druid City Hospital, and the protection 
thereof, and do all other things necessary to operate and maintain 
said hospital. 

Section 4. It is the aim of this act to provide a Hospital Board 
of patriotic citizens actuated by humanitarian outlook and interest 
who shall serve for the common good without compensation and 
at the same time to create a Hospital Board so selected as to be 
free as possible from politics and selfish interests who will main- 
tain and operate ample and suitable hospital facilities for the sick 
and suffering in a scientific and economical way, and all appointing 
authorities will bear this in mind in the choice and selection of 
members of the Druid City Hospital Board. 

Section 5: The Hospital Board hereby created may form an 
Executive Committee and Building Committee and direct, author- 
ize and empower said Executive Committee and Building Commit- 
tee to do and perform such acts as said Hospital Board may deter- 
mine toward the construction of a new hospital and the acquiring 
of sites therefor and to act for said Hospital Board as to any other 
matters and things it may determine and may confer such powers 
and authority on said Executive Committee or Building Committee 
as said Druid City Hospital Board may determine from time to 
time to confer and the powers and authority and duty of said Ex- 
ecutive Committee or Building Committee may from time to time 
be restricted, altered, changed or enlarged as the Druid City Hos- 
pital Board may determine. Other committees may be also cre- 
ated and their duties, power and authority defined and fixed by 
-said Hospital Board from time to time. Said Hospital Board hereby 
«created is also authorized to hire and engage a suitable number of 
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employees, nurses, architects and others to construct, maintain and 
operate said hospital. 

Section 6: That said Druid City Hospital shall ever be oper- 
ated and maintained as a non-profit public general hospital where 
needy people who are unable to pay for hospitalization, as well as 
those who are able to pay therefor, may have and receive medical 
and hospital care, attention and treatment, and said hospital shall 
never be operated for gain or profit, and those who are able to pay 
shall pay reasonable charges and fees for care, attention and treat- 
ment in said hospital; provided that all amounts received from pay 
patients shall be applied to defraying the expenses and costs of 
the operation and maintenance of said Druid City Hospital and 
that neither the City of Tuscaloosa nor Tuscaloosa County shall 
ever get or receive or have inure to them any profit or gain from 
said hospital or the operation or maintenance thereof. 

Section 7: That said Druid City Hospital Board hereby cre- 
‘ated shall receive and may receipt for all taxes levied or collected 
for said Druid City Hospital and may accept charitable gifts and 
trusts to be used for the charitable hospital purposes hereinabove 
fixed. 

Section 8: That in addition to charity patients provided for by 
the Hospital Board other indigent patients in Tuscaloosa County 
needing hospitalization may be admitted to said Druid City Hos- 
pital upon certificate issued by either the governing body of Tus- 
caloosa County or of the City of Tuscaloosa with the further pro- 
viso that said City of Tuscaloosa or County of Tuscaloosa so is- 
suing said certificate shall be required to pay all hospital fees and 
charges for such patients as may be admitted to such hospital on 
their respective certificates and shall make due appropriation 
therefor. ; 

Section 9. That after said Hospital Board is appointed, as 
herein provided, it shall elect one of its members as Chairman, 
another as Vice-Chairman and another as Secretary, and shall do 
this annually thereafter and whenever a vacancy occurs. It shall be 
the duty of the Chairman, and in the absence of the Chairman of 
the Vice-Chairman, to preside at all meetings of said Hospital 
Board, and to call the Hospital Board together when requested by 
a majority of the members thereof, and when in his discretion he 
deems it necessary or advisable and to do and perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by said Hospital Board. 

Section 10: Said Hospital Board created hereby is authorized 
and empowered to adopt reasonable rules and regulations for the 
conduct of said hospital and of the patients, student nurses, nurses, 
doctors, employees and all others therein, and to fix and determine 
and prescribe who shall be permitted to nurse and prescribe and 
treat and care for patients in said hospital and practice as nurses, 
doctors, physicians and surgeons in said Druid City Hospital, and 
said Board is authorized and empowered to conduct nurses train- 
ing and to train nurses in said Druid City’ Hospital and to select 
and supervise selection of those to be admitted and trained therein 
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and thereto, and is authorized to employ all managers, supervisors, 
nurses and others to carry on the operation of, and to operate, said 
hospital and to fix their hours, duties, tenure and compensation 
and terminate their employment, and do all other things needful 
to carry on.a general hospital in Tuscaloosa County for the care 
and treatment of human beings. 

Section 11: That a member of said Hospital Board may be re- 
moved from office for the same causes and by the same procedure 
as provided by law for the removal or impeachment.of members of 
the governing body of the City of Tuscaloosa. , 

Section 12: -All personal property, accounts receivable, :mon- 
ies, bonds, mortgages, choses in action and other assets now held 
by the City of Tuscaloosa or by Tuscaloosa County for hospital 
purposes shall forthwith pass to the Druid City Hospital Board 
created hereby. All real estate now owned or hereafter acquired by 
the City of Tuscaloosa County for hospital purposes may be sold 
by the City of Tuscaloosa or by the County of Tuscaloosa, when ° 
‘requested in writing by the Druid City Hospital Board created 
hereby to do so, and the Governing Board of the City of Tusca- 
loosa and the Governing Board of Tuscaloosa County are author- 
ized and empowered to sell and convey, and to make and execute 
good and sufficient title to, any such real estate now or hereafter 
held by either of them for hospital purposes, with the proviso that 
_ the full proceeds therefrom shall be used for hospital purposes un- 

der the direction and control of the Druid City Hospital Board cre- 
ated hereby, but no purchaser of said real estate shall be obligated 
or required to trace said funds or to see that said purchase price 
therefor is used for hospital purposes. 

Section 18: ‘The City of Tuscaloosa and the County of Tusca- 
loosa are hereby authorized to contribute and make appropriations 
to the Druid City Hospital to be operated by the Druid City Hos- 
pital Board herein created. 

Section 14: The Druid City Hospital Board created hereby 
is hereby authorized to do all things necessary to qualify said 
Druid City Hospital as a member of recognized national hospital 
associations and to meet the requirements of the American Medi- 
cal Association or other standard rating and inspection agencies 
for hospitals and for this purpose may carry on necessary training 
programs and otherwise so operate and maintain said hospital as to 
qualify said Druid City Hospital as a Grade “A” general hospital. 

Section 15: The Druid City Hospital Board hereby created is, 
and is to be, taken, treated and construed as, an agency of Tusca- 
loosa County and the City of Tuscaloosa to construct, equip, carry 
on, maintain and operate a general public hospital mainly for 
charity in manner and form permitted and authorized by law, and 
the Druid City Hospital Board created hereby shall have all the 
immunities, powers, rights and authority inhering in, or conferred 
upon, hospitals operated by the several counties of Alabama under 
‘the law of Alabama. Certain State and Federal Legislation with 
-reference to hospitals has already been passed, and other legisla- 
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tion or programs are, and are to be, projected, providing for State 
and Federal aid to hospitals, and for the creation or establishment 
of county and regional hospitals in Alabama, and the Druid City 
Hospital Board created hereby, if they determine it desirable so to 
do, are hereby authorized and empowered to accept such aid, or any 
part thereof, and to qualify the Druid City Hospital as one of such 
hospitals, either on a county or regional basis, or both, and is 
specifically authorized and empowered to do all things necessary 
to qualify said Druid City Hospital under said laws and under such 
programs. 

Section 16: If any section, clause or provision of this Act shall 
be, or declared to be, invalid, this shall not affect any other section, 
clause or provision hereof not in itself invalid. 

Section 17: That this Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or otherwise be- 
coming law.

Sirs: 


In reply to your inquiry of September 19th, 1947, in respect to 
the substitute for Senate Bill 403, we answer as follows: 

A number of your inquiries relate to matters of construction 
and not to important constitutional questions which we are author- 
ized under our statute to consider.—In re Opinions of the Justices, 
209 Ala. 598, 96 So. 487. 

The consolidation or merger of the public school systems in 
Jefferson County, Alabama, can be accomplished without the 
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‘ratification of the proposed or any other constitutional amend- 
ment. But we are not to be understood as saying that such a con- 
-solidation or merger, without a constitutional amendment, would 
or could amend, repeal or supersede the sections of the Constitu- 
tion providing for the levy and collection.of taxes for public school 
purposes.—In re Opinions of the Justices, 216 Ala. 339, 113 So. 
245. 

An important constitutional question is involved as to the 
power either by the amendment or legilsative act to disturb vested 
rights, that is rights of holders of school warrants, for which pro- 
ceeds of taxes for school purposes have been pledged.—Section 10, 
Article 1, United States Constitution; Fourteenth Amendment, 
‘United States Constitution. 

But as we construe it, the proposed amendment does not in and 
of itself purport to disturb these rights and, as we have observed, 
no legislative act can do so.—In re Opinions of the Justices, 30 So. 
2d 715, 

The inquiry appears to assume the proposed amendment is self 
executing. We feel it would be appropriate to state our view that 
such is not the case. Even if adopted, legislation would be neces- 
sary in order to give any effect thereto. Of course as to any future 
action we are not here concerned.

The House has originated and adopted the following joint 
resolution :

H.J.R. 38. To create a special legislative commitee to study 
and make recommendations regarding the problem and needs of 
education in Alabama. 

WHEREAS education is a major problem of utmost importance 
in the State, the aspects and nature of which are constantly chang- 
ing, and 

WHEREAS this problem needs to be studied and examined 
continuously in an effort to produce the most efficient and soundest 
educational system and facilities, therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF ALABAMA, THE SENATE CONCURRING: 


1. That a special legislative committee be created to be known 
as the Special Legislative Commitee on Education, which shall 
make a detailed study of the problems and needs of education in 
Alabama, and shall present a detailed writen report of its findings 
and recommendations to the Interim Committee on Education at 
the regular session of the Legislature in 1949 or, if there be no 
Interim Committee on Education, to the Legislature at such time. 

2. The committe shall consist of three members of the Legis- 
lature. Two members shall be members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and shall be appointed by the Speaker; and one member 
shall be a member of the Senate and shall be appointed by the 
President of the Senate, who shall be of different occupations. The 
members of the committee shall select one of their number to be 
chairman. The committee shall meet at the call of the chairman. 
Any vacancy in the committee shall be filled by an appointment 
made by the President of the Senate of the Speaker of the House, as 
the case may be. The committee shall advise from time to time with 
the State Superintendent of Education, the State Board of Educa- 
tion, and any other agency, group or individual interested in educa- 
tion.

Section 1. An amendment is hereby proposed to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama to read as follows: 


“Jefferson County Consolidation School Tax Amendment 


“Jefferson County shall have power to levy and collect an 
additional tax of 50 cents on each $100 of taxable property therein 
for public school purposes in the same manner and subject to the 
same election requirements as are now provided in the Third 
Amendment to this Constitution with respect to county school 
taxes; provided that in any incorporated municipality or urban 
area where special or additional taxes are being levied and col- 
lected for public school purposes, including the servicing of debts 
incurred for public schools, the additional tax herein provided for 
shall be reduced by the amount of such special or additional

the time such taxes are levied and collected; and provided further 
that only qualified electors residing within the area in which the

Notice of the elec- 
tion, together with said proposed amendment, shall be given by 
proclamation of the Governor, which shall be published in one 
newspaper in every county in the State of Alabama once a week 
for at least four successive weeks next preceding the day ap- 
pointed for such election. 


Section 3. At such election, the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama shall vote upon the amendment. On the ballots pro- 
vided for the election shall be printed: 


“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama? 


“Jefferson County Consolidation School Tax Amendment 


‘Jefferson County shall have power to levy and collect an addi- 
tional tax of 50 cents on each $100 of taxable property therein for

Votes upon the amendment cast at 
the election shall be canvassed and tabulated and the returns 
thereof shall be made to the Secretary of State and counted in the 
same manner as in elections for Representatives in the Legislature; 
and, if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified 
electors who voted at the election upon the amendment voted in 
favor of it, the amendment shall be valid to all intents and pur- 
poses as a part of the Constitution of the State of Alabama. The 
result of the election shall be made known by a proclamation of 
the Governor.

H.J.R. 48. To create a joint legislative committee to study 
and make recommendations regarding the administration of the 
Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board Act and to make stud- 
ies and reports concerning the scope, effect, and methods of the 
State prison system and its operation; defining the committee’s 
powers and duties; and providing for legal counsel and the appoint- 
ment of technical and clerical assistance. 


WHEREAS, THERE HAS BEEN CONSIDERABLE PUB- 
LIC CRITICISM REGARDING THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
THE Alcoholic Beverage Control Board Act, from its inception, the 
purpose of which is to protect the public peace and morals, to pro- 
mote public health, safety, and welfare, and to prohibit forever the 
open saloon; and 


WHEREAS there has been widespread criticism of the State's 
penal system on account of the practice of confining first offend- 
ers and minors with hardened criminals and because of the methods 
used in disciplining prisoners; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature deems it advisable and necessary 
that the conditions actually existing shall be studied and investi- 
gated during the interim between sessions of the Legislature to the 
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end that the facts may be ascertained and presented in available 
form as a basis for legislation; therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, THE SENATE CONCURRING: 


1. A legislative investigation committee shall be created as 
provided in Section 2, whose duty it shall be: 1) to make a detailed 
study of the administration of the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board Act and the operation of the State’s liquor monopoly 
from its inception in 1937; 2) to make studies and reports concern- 
ing the scope, effect, and methods of State prison operation, to 
study prison reform in Alabama with special attention to morals, 
discipline and rehabilitation. The Committee may study and report 
on such other State government operations as it deems necessary or 
advisable. In studying the prison system, the committee shall give 
particular emphasis to the housing and disciplining of prisoners and 
shall make this study of primary consideration and first order of 
business of the committee. In its investigation of the liquor monop- 
oly, the committee shall give particular attention and emphasis to 
an examination of the purchases made by the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board. The committee shall present a report of its findings 
and recommendations to the Governor and to the Legislature within 
ten (10) days after the reconvening of the same at any regular or 
special session after the adoption of this resolution; the work and 
reports of the committee to be completed on or before July 1, 1948. 

2. In the event House Bill No. 811, to be entitled “An Act to 
create a joint legislative committee to conduct investigations and 
make studies and reports concerning the scope, effect, and methods 
of State Government operations; defining its powers and duties; 
and providing for legal counsel and the appointment of technical 
and clerical assistance”, does not become a law, there shall be a 
joint interim committee, which shall consist of five Representatives 
to be appointed by the Speaker of the House and four Senators to be 
appointed by the President of the Senate. If House Bill No. 811 
becomes a law, no committee shall be formed under this resolution. 
The membership of the committtee shall include at least two Repre- 
sentatives and two Senators who have been elected from wet coun- 
ties. The members of the committee shall elect from their number a 
member of the House of Representatives to be chairman. The Com- 
mittee shall meet at the call of the chairman or upon the request of 
three members. Members shall receive no additional compensation 
for services performed as a member of the committee; but if the 
committee meets during an adjournment or during a recess of the 
Legislature when members of the Legislature are not receiving 
compensation, the members of the committee shall receive their 
regular legislative compensation and expenses, as fixed by the 1947 
Regular Session of the Legislature, which shall be paid out of the 
funds appropriated for the expenses of the 1947 Legislative Session. 
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3. In the performance of its duties, the committee shall have 
the power to issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnes- 
sess and the production of papers necessary in the conduct of its 
investigations. In case a person refuses to obey such subpoena, the 
chairman of the committee may invoke the aid of any circuit court 
in order that the testimony or evidence shall be produced. Upon 
proper showing, such court shall issue a subpoena or order requir- 
ing such person to appear before the committee and produce all 
evidence and give all testimony relating to the matter in issue. A 
person failing to obey such order may be punished by the court as 
for contempt. : 

4. The committee shall have power to employ technical and 
clerical assistance and to provide for the payment of their compen- 
sation out of any money appropriated for the payment of legislative 
expenses. 

5. The Attorney General and his assistants shall provide legal 
counsel for the Committee. 

6. The provisions of this resolution are severable. If any part 
is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

A BILL 


TO BE & ENGITLED 


Relating to elections; providing for the designation and estab- 
lishment of voting: places to be used in all Federal, State, district, 
county, and municipal elections, whether primary, general, or 
special; repealing conflicting laws: 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. For all Federal, State, district, county, or munici- 
pal elections hereafter held in this State, whether primary, general, 
or special, places of voting shall be established and designated in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act and in no other way. 

Section 2. The ‘counties in this State as now divided into 
election precincts, and districts, and incorporated towns and cities 
as now divided into wards, or districts or voting places and the 
boundaries of such precincts, districts, and wards as now defined 
shall so remain until changed as provided by law; and places of 
voting as now designated and established shall so remain until 
changed pursuant to this Act. 


Section 8. The Judge of Probate shall prepare a separate, 
correct, alphabetical list of all the names of qualified electors or 
voters for each box or voting place, from the lists compiled and 
filed in the Probate Office, pursuant to Sections 38 and 40 of Title 
17 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, for all elections hereafter held in 
this State whether primary, general, or special, of Federal, State, 
district, county, or municipal and shall certify separately for each 
voting place, to the election officials appointed for holding the 
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election, each of said election officials shall be an elector qualified 
to vote only in the box at the place for which he or she is chosen to 
serve, a list containing only the names of the voters or qualified 
electors entitled to vote at such voting place. Provided, as regards 
municipal elections, the mayor of the city or town shall cause to 
be made and certified such lists from the lists obtained in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Section 28 of Title 37 of the 1940 Code.

WHEREAS, in order to stimulate and promote the con- 
struction and improvement of so-called farm-to-market roads, 
the Farm-to-market Road Act of 1943 created a special fund 
known as the State County Aid Fund, which is to consist of 
the portion of the State gasoline excise tax required to be paid 
into the treasury of the State by Section 657 of Title 51 of the 
1940 Code, and made the moneys in such State County Aid 
Fund available to aid the several counties of the State in con- 
structing such roads in any case when a county made a contri- 
bution of equal amount, and 

WHEREAS many counties in the State have not been able 
to raise the moneys required to match the funds to be contrib- 
uted by the State and, for that reason, necessary construction 
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and improvement of farm-to-market roads has been long de- 
layed, and 

WHEREAS it is advisable that the revenues from the State 
gasoline excise tax allocated to the State County Aid Fund 
should, to the extent necessary, be made immediately available 
for the construction of farm-to-market roads whether or not 
counties are-willing or able to contribute to the cost of the 
work; now therefore, 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


§1. The Alabama Highway Finance Corporation created by 
Act 112, Senate Bill 18, approved June 3, 1943 (General Acts, 1943, 
pp. 110-115) may issue not more than an aggregate of four million 
dollars ($4,000,000) of its bonds to match Federal aid funds avail- 
able for the construction of bridges and approaches and appurte- 
nances thereto, but not more than two million dollars ($2,000,000) 
shall be issued in any one Federal fiscal year, and the aggregate 
principal amount of all bonds issued by the corporation outstand- 
ing at any one time shall not exceed four million dollars ($4,- 
000,000). The proceeds of such bonds may be used only for the 
construction of the following named bridges and approaches and 
appurtenances thereto, upon the conditions stipulated, to wit: 

1) Cahaba River Bridge at Centerville; 2) Coosa River Bridge 
at Gadsden; 3) Chattahoochee River Bridge at Phenix City, pro- 
vided the State of Geargia participates in the construction thereof 
to the extent of fifty per centum of the total cost: 4) Tombigbee 
River Bridge at Coffeeville: 5) Coosa River Bridge on the Verbena- 
Rockford Highway; 6) Pea River Bridge on the Louisville Troy 
highway at the Barbour-Pike county line; 7) Alabama River Bridge 
on the Camden-Pinehill highway; 8) Tallapoosa River Bridge on 
the Lineville-Wedowee highway; 9) remodeling or- widening of 
the Alabama River Bridge on Highway 31 near Montgomery; 10) 
Perdido Bay Bridge in connection with the coastal highway; 11) 
Dauphin Island Bridge from the mailand in Mobile County to 
Dauphin Island, provided not less than one-half mile of suitable 
waterfront beach property acceptable to the corporation is donated 
to the State for the use and benefit of the public, and which bridge 
shall be a toll bridge operated by the corporation at such toll as 
may be necessary to amortize the cost of the construction thereof, 
the proceeds to be applied by the corporation to the payment of the 
bonds issued under this Act; 12) Conecuh River Bridge on High- 
way 93 south of Brewton; 13) Pea River Bridge on the Samson- 
Ponce de Leon, Florida, highway; 14) Edgewood Lake Bridge on 
alternate Highway 31 near Birmingham; 15) Elk River on High- 
way from Athens to Tennessee line. 

§2. All bonds issued hereunder shall be authorized by resolu- 
tion of the corporation and shall bear such date or dates, mature at 
such time or times, not exceeding ten years from their date, bear 
interest at such rate or rates, not exceeding two per centum per 
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annum, be payable at such times, be in such denominations, be in 
such form, either coupon or registered, carry such registration privi- 
leges, be executed in such manner, be payable in such medium of 
payment, at such place or places, and be subject to such terms of 
redemption as such resolution or resolutions may provide. The 
bonds shall be issued in such manner that the aggregate amount of 
the principal of and interest on all bonds issued by the corporation, 
other than bonds issued to refund previously issued bonds, pay- 
able in any one year, shall not exceed one million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, Provided, however no bonds shall be issued here- 
under without the approval of the Governor. 

§3. Bonds issued pursuant to this Act shall be negotiable in- 
struments. All such bonds and the income therefrom shall be ex- 
empt from all taxation in the State of Alabama. Such bonds may 
be used by the holders thereof as security for deposits of any 
funds belonging to the State or any instrumentality or agency 
of the State in any instance where security for such deposits may 
be required by law. 

§4. In the event the corporation issues bonds pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act, the resolution or resolutions authorizing 
such bonds may contain provisions, which shall be a part of the 
contract with the holders of the bonds, as to (a) pledging to the 
payment of the bonds and interest thereon all or any part of any 
moneys payable in the corporation in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 6 of this Act, (b) the setting aside of reserves or 
sinking funds to provide for the payment of such bonds and the 
interest thereon, and the regulation and disposition of such sinking 
funds, (c) limitations on the issuance of additional bonds pursuant 
to the provisions of this Section and the terms upon which such 
additional bonds may be issued and secured, and (d) any other mat- 
ters of like or different character which in any way affect the se- 
curity or protection of the bonds. 

§5. Powers conferred upon the corporation shall be exercised 
by resolution, which shall be adopted by the affirmative votes of 
not less than two members of the corporation. Meetings of the 
members of the corporation shall be held from time to time upon 
call of the president. Written notice of the time, place and purpose 
of each meeting shall be given to each member of the corporation 
not less than two days prior to such meeting, unless all members 
are present at a meeting and waive such notice, I'wo members of 
the corporation shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, 

§6. For the purpose of providing funds for paying the principal 
of and interest on any bonds issued by the corporation under the 
provisions of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to such 
purpose and appropriated such amount of money as may be neces- 
sary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts collected by 
the State from the gasoline excise tax levied by Act No. 5 adopted 
at the 1927 Session of the Legislature of Alabama and approved 
January 25, 192% (being a portion of the tax levied under Section 
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647 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 and being that part 
appropriated under the provisions of Section 656 of Title 51 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940), after there shall have been taken there- 
from the amount necessary to meet all the primary purposes for 
which the said excise tax is pledged under Amendment XXI (being 
the same as Article XXA) to the Constitution of Alabama and in 
Section 10 of the said act approved January 25, 1927, and after 
there shall have been taken therefrom the amount necessary to meet 
the pledge of said excise tax contained in Amendment XLII to the 
Constitution of Alabama and in Act No. 408 adopted at the 1939 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama approved Septem- 
ber 18, 1939, and also the amount necessary to meet the pledge of 
said receipts made to secure the payment of certain outstanding 
bonds issued by the Alabama Bridge Finance Corporation. The 
gasoline excise taxes hereinbefore referred to shall include any ex- 
cise taxes levied upon gasoline or any substitute therefor or any 
other motive power used to propel auto vehicles in lieu of or in 
substitution for the gasoline excise taxes levied by the statutes 
hereinbefore referred to. 

§%, All moneys received by the corporation in payment for its 
bonds, other than any, accrued interest or premium paid by the 
purchaser, after paying therefrom all necessary expenses of issuing 
the bonds, shall be turned over to the State Treasurer and shall be 
carried by him in a special account to the credit of the corporation. 
Not more than four million dollars ($4,000,000) of such moneys 
shall be withdrawn from such account, from time to time, and paid 
over to the State Highway Department, to be used in financing 
the construction or improvement of bridges and approaches and 
appurtenances thereto named herein, which are a part of the State 
Highway System, provided, the State Highway Department shall 
first certify to the corporation that such moneys are required to en- 
able the State Highway Department to match contributions to be 
made by the Federal government. 

No contract shall be let for any bridge or approaches or appur- 
tenances thereto to be paid for with the funds secured under this 
Act if the item prices under such contract exceed 1940 prices for 
similar work by enough to make the completed job exceed 1940 
costs by more than fifty per cent. 

§8. No bond or other security issued by said corporation shall 
be the debt of the State of Alabama, nor shall the State of Ala- 
bama or its general faith and credit be pledged to the payment of 
such bond or other security, and such bond or other security shall 
not in any event be deemed or considered a debt or obligation of 
the State of Alabama, but the purchaser or assignee or holder of 
any such bond or other security shall look solely to funds actually 
appropriated to and under the control of said corporation for the 
payment of such bond or other security. 

§9. All bonds issued by the corporation shall be sold at public 
sale to the lowest and best bidder upon sealed proposals after at 
least thirty days’ notice published at least once in a newspaper or 
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newspapers published in the State of Alabama. No bonds shall be 
sold for a sum less than their par value. All bonds issued under this 
Act shall be callable at any semi-annual interest date at par and 
accrued interest. Notice of the intention to call any bonds or bond 
shall be given by the State Treasurer by publication in any news- 
paper published in Alabama at least thirty days before the semi- 
annual interest date at which they are proposed to be redeemed. 
Such notice shall describe such bonds by date of issue, maturity 
date and bond number. 

§10. The acts heretofore done and the proceedings heretofore 
taken by the Director of the Highway Department, the Director 
of Finance and the Attorney General for the purpose of creating 
such corporation, and the acts done by the Secretary of State in 
making and issuing a certificate of the incorporation of such cor- 
poration, are hereby ratified and validated and said corporation is 
hereby declared to be a public corporation of the State of Alabama. 

§11. The moneys held in the State County Aid Fund to the 
credit of the several counties under the provisions of the Farm-to- 
Market Road Act of 1943, as amended, shall be supplemented by 
the State, to the extent hereinafter indicated, for each of the fiscal 
years 1947-48 and 1948-49, out of the proceeds of the State excise 
tax on gasoline accruing and paid into the treasury to the credit of 
the Public Road and Bridge Fund pursuant to Section 657 of Title 
51 of the 1940 Code, as amended, and so much of said fund as may 
be necessary is hereby appropriated to provide sixty-two thousand 
five hundred dollars ($62,500) annually to each county to match 
Federal aid funds available to the county for the construction of 
farm-to-market roads, making a total of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($100,000) to be allocated to each county for each such fiscal 
year, which allotment shall be made without any requirement that 
the county shall match the same or any portion thereof. 

§12. In addition to the foregoing provisions for contributions 
by the State to the several counties for the construction of farm- 
to-market roads, the State Highway Department shall allocate to 
each county for such purposes, for each of the fiscal years 1947-48 
and 1948-49, from the Public Road and Bridge Fund, the sum of 
seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) upon condition that the 
county shall first release to the State Highway Department as pro- 
vided in Section 657 of Title 51 of the 1940 Code, as amended, the 
one-sixth part of the excise tax on gasoline which is payable to 
the county under the provisions of said Section 657, as amended. 

§13. The method and means of financing the farm-to-market 
road program provided for in this Act shall be in lieu of any other 
method or means of financing such program during the biennium 
October 1, 1947 through September 30, 1949, the provisions of the 
Farm-to-market Road Act of 1948, as amended, to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

§14. No county shall be entitled to receive any benefits pro- 
vided under this Act unless it operates its farm-to-market road sys- 
tem, both as to construction and maintenance, on the basis of the 
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county as a unit and without regard to any district or beat lines. 

§15. If any section, clause or provision of this Act shall be held 
unconstitutional or be ineffective in whole or in part, to the extent 
that it is not unconstitutional or ineffective, it shall be valid and 
effective, and no other section, clause or provision shall, on account 
thereof, be deemed invalid or ineffective. 

§16. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish a pension and retirement system for patrol employees 
of the State Highway Patrol; creating a special fund to be 
known as the State Patrol Retirement Fund; providing for 
the composition, dedication and allocation of said fund; and 
creating a State Highway Patrol Retirement Board to ad- 
minister the disbursement of said fund; and repealing con- 
flicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. State Patrol Retirement Fund Created. That there 
is hereby established in the State Treasury a fund to be known as 
a State Patrol Retirement Fund, and to administer the disburse- 
ment of said fund, there is hereby created a board to be known as 
the State Patrol Retirement: Board, which shall be composed of 
the State Treasurer, the State Auditor and the Chief of State High- 
way Patrol. 

Section 2. Fund: How Composed. The State Patrol Retire- 
ment Fund, hereby created in the State Treasury, shall be com- 
posed of the revenues, receipts and contributions from the follow- 
ing sources: 

(a) All patrol employees of the State Highway Patrol shall 
subscribe and pay monthly to the State Patrol Retirement Fund a 
sum equal to 5% per centum (5%4%) of their monthly salaries, 
beginning January 1, 1948 and the aggregate amount paid each 
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month by said employees shall be credited by the State Treasurer 
to the State Patrol Retirement Fund. 

(b) The State shall also contribute to the State Patrol Retire- 
ment Fund for the fiscal year 1947-1948 and for each fiscal year 
hereafter, the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) derived 
from surplus at end of fiscal year, and such sum is hereby appro- 
priated annually. 

Section 3. Retirement Benefits. Any patrol employee of the 
State Highway Patrol who has attained the age required for re- 
tirement under the provisions of this Act, and who has served in 
said State Highway Patrol for a total of fifteen (15) years, or more, 
upon filing with the State Patrol Retirement Board an application 
requiring retirement under the provisions of this Act, together with 
a service certificate signed by the Chief of State Highway Patrol, 
certifying the years served and the average salary paid for the 
year ended on the last day of the month preceding the date of re- 
tirement, shall be retired by said Board, and thereupon shall receive 
retirement pay from the State Patrol Retirement Fund as herein- 
after provided. 

(a) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol who 
has attained the age of fifty-five (55) years and who has served in 
said State Highway Patrol for fifteen years, including all prior 
service, shall, upon application to the State Patrol Retirement 
Board, as hereinabove provided, be retired on a monthly salary 
equal to twenty-five per centum (25%) of the average salary re- 
ceived for the year immediately preceding the date of retirement. 

(b) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol who 
has attained the age of fifty-five (55) years and who has served 
in said State Highway Patrol for twenty years, including all prior 
service, shall, upon application to the State Patrol Retirement 
Board, as hereinabove provided, be retired on a monthly salary 
equal to forty-five per centum (45%) of the average salary re- 
ceived for the year immediately preceding the date of retirement. 

(c) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol, re- 
gardless of age, who has served in said State Highway Patrol for 
twenty-five (25) years, including all prior service, shall, upon ap- 
plication to the State Patrol Retirement Board as hereinabove 
provided, be retired on a monthly salary equal to sixty per centum 
(60%) of the average salary received for the year immediately 
preceding the date of retirement. 

(d) Any patrol employee of the State Highway Patrol, re- 
gardless of age, who has served in said State Highway Patrol for 
thirty (30) years, including all prior service, shall, upon applica- 
tion to the State Patrol Retirement Board, as hereinabove pro- 
vided, be retired on a monthly salary equal to seventy-five per 
centum (75%) of the average salary received for the year imme- 
diately preceding the date of retirement. 
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“Average Salary” Defined 


The term “average salary” as used herein for the purpose of 
determining pension payments and retirement pay shall be deemed 
to be the average salary received for the year ended on the last 
day of the month immediately preceding the date of retirement or 
date of death and in computing service earned for the purpose of 
determining monthly pensions and retirement pay, the members 
of this pension and retirement system shall be credited with the 
time served in the State Highway Patrol as constituted since De- 
cember 5, 1935, whether or not service was continuous in said State 
Highway Patrol, including, even though not continuous, the num- 
ber of years served prior to said date in the Enforcement Division 
and/or the State Highway Patrol of the Alabama Highway Patrol 
and/or the Bureau of Criminal Identification and Investigation. 
Membership in State Patrol Retirement System 

Section 4. Any patrol employee who shall be in the service 
of the State Highway Patrol on the effective date of this Act, shall 
be deemed to be a member of the pension and retirement system 
created by this Act, and under specific conditions, as hereinafter 
set forth, certain former patrol employes of said State Highway 
Patrol may become members of said system created by this Act. 

(a) Any former patrol employee of said State Highway Patrol 
who has not been out of the service for more than three years prior 
to the effective date of this Act, may become a member of the sys- 
tem herein established, provided he re-enters the service of said 
State Highway Patrol within one year after the effective date of 
this Act, and pays into the State Patrol and Retirement Fund the 
amount withdrawn therefrom on severing his connection with the 
said State Highway Patrol. 

(b) Any former patrol employee of said State Highway Patrol 
who has not been out of the service for more than three years prior 
to the effective date of this Act, and who on leaving the service 
of said State Highway Patrol left on deposit such assessments as 
he has previously paid into the State Patrol and Retirement Fund, 
may become a member of the system herein established, provided 
he re-enters the service of said State Highway Patrol within two 
years after the effective date of this Act. 

(c) Any former employee of said State Highway Patrol who 
severed his connection with said State Highway Patrol in order 
to enter the military service of the United States, may become a 
member of the system herein established, provided he re-enters the 
service of the said State Highway Patrol within three years after 
he has been discharged from the military service, provided, how- 
ever, that on re-entering the service he shall within twelve months 
after so doing, pay into the State Patrol and Retirement Fund the 
amount withdrawn from said fund on leaving the State Highway 
Patrol to enter the military service of the United States. 

Section 5. Any member of the system herein established is 
eligible for retirement under the provisions of this Act, but who 
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has not made application for retirement, and who shall, for any 
cause whatsoever, be discharged, removed or dismissed by said 
State Highway Patrol, shall have the right, unless he has been 
convicted of a felony by a court of competent jurisdiction, to file 
application requesting the retirement salary to which he is entitled 
as provided for under the provisions of this Act as though he has 
voluntarily resigned and retired from said State Highway Patrol, 
provided, however, that he shail receive from the State Highway 
Patrol Retirement Fund nothing other than the amount credited 
to his account in said fund in case his dismissal was brought about 
by reason of being convicted of a felony by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, 


Disability Benefits 


Section 6. Any member of the system herein established who 
has become partially disabled or incapacitated because of contin- 
ued illness or as a result of an injury received in line of duty, and 
who has been a member of said system for not less than ten (10) 
years, may, upon recommendation of the Chief of State Highway 
Patrol and the approval of the State Highway Patrol Retirement 
Board, be retired, regardless of age, on seventy-five per centum 
(%5%) of the retirement salary provided for under the provisions 
of Section 8 of this Act; provided, however, that retirement on this 
basis shall not be authorized by said Board until the applicant has 
obtained certificates from at least three physicians, certifying that 
he is unable to perform the duties required of him by the Director 
of said State Highway Patrol and that said injury or incapacity 
was incurred or received in line of duty. 


Payments to Surviving Spouse, Children, Etc. 


Section 7%. The surviving spouse, the children under eighteen 
years of age, or the dependent parent or parents of any patrol em- 
ployee, of the State Highway Patrol who shall lose his life in the 
performance of his duty,.or whose death shall result from injury 
received from the performance or who shall be permanently and 
totally disabled as a result of injury received from the perform- 
ance of his duty, shall receive a monthly pension based on the av- 
erage salary of the said deceased or disabled employee for the year 
anded on the last day of the month immediately preceding the date 
of his death or disability, in the amount hereinafter provided, ex- 
clusive of any payments or other benefits accrued to his credit un- 
der the provisions of the Workmen’s Compensation Act: 

(a) In cast of death resulting from injury received in line 
of duty, a monthly pension equal to sixty per centum (60%) of 
the average salary of the said deceased employee for the year ended 
on the last day of the month immediately preceding the date of 
death, shall be paid to his surviving spouse so long as she is eligible 
to receive said pension under the provisions of the Act. 
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(b) In case of total disability of any State Highway Patrol 
employee resulting from injury received in line of duty, a monthly 
pension equal to sixty per centum (60%) of the average salary re- 
ceived for the year immediately preceding the date of retirement, 
shall be paid to said disabled employee under the provisions of 
this Act. 


Payments to Children Where No Surviving Spouse 
To Receive Pension 


Section 8. Should there be no surviving spouse to receive the 
pension due a widow of any patrol employee who shall lose his life 
in line of duty, the children under eighteen years of age of said 
deceased employee, if any, shall receive said pension based on the 
average salary of the deceased employee for the year ended on the 
last day of the month immediately preceding the date of death as 
hereinafter provided: 

(a) Should there be four or more children under eighteen 
years of age, the monthly pension shall be equal to sixty per centum 
(60%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol employee as 
herein provided, and each chiid shail receive an equal share of said 
pension until he or she has attained the age of eighteen years, 
whereupon, the monthly pension shall be reduced by the amount 
previously paid to the child who has attained the age of eighteen 
years, after which time said child shall receive no further benefit 
under the provisions of this Act. 

(b) Should there be only three children under eighteen years 
of age, the monthly pension shall be equal to fifty per centum 
(50%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol employee as 
herein provided, and each child shall receive an equal share of said 
pension until he or she has attained the age of eighteen years, 
whereupon, the monthly pension shall be reduced by the amount 
previously paid to the child who has attained the age of eighteen 
years, after which time said child shall receive no further benefit 
under the provisions of this Act. 

(c) Should there be only two children under eighteen years 
of age, the monthly pension shall be equal to forty per centum 
(40%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol employee as 
herein provided, and each child shall receive an equal share of said 
pension until he or she has attained the age if eighteen years, 
whereupon, the monthly pension shall be reduced by the amount 
previously paid to the child who has attained the age of eighteen 
years, after which time said child shall receive no further benefit 
under the provisions of this Act. 

(d) Should there be only one child under eighteen years of 
age, the monthly pension shall be equal to thirty per centum 
(80%) of the average salary of the deceased patrol employee as 
herein provided, and said child on attaining the age of eighteen 
aa shall receive no further benefit under the provisions of 
this Act. 
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(e) Should there be no surviving spouse and no children 
under eighteen years of age, or if the surviving spouse should 
remarry and thereby become ineligible to receive the widow’s 
pension as hereinabove provided, a monthly pension equal to 
twenty-five per centum (25%) of the average salary of the de- 
ceased patrol employee for the year ended on the last day of the 
month immediately preceding the date of his death, shall be paid 
to the parent or parents of said deceased employee, if they, or 
either of them, derived their main support from said employee. 

(f) Should the surviving spouse of a deceased employee re- 
marry while receiving the widow’s pension under the provisions 
of this Act and there be any children who have not at that time at- 
tained the age of eighteen years, the widow shall thereupon forfeit 
all rights to the widow’s pension herein provided and the pension 
previously paid to her, or the portion thereof to which the de- 
ceased employee’s children under eighteen years of age are en- 
titled under the provisions of this Act, shall be paid to said chil- 
dren in the same manner and on the same basis as hereinabove 
provided for the payment of pensions to children of deceased 
members of the system hereby established. 


Remarriage of Surviving Spouse Shall Forfeit Rights 


Section 9. The surviving spouse of any deceased patrol em- 
ployee who shall remarry while receiving the widow’s pension 
provided for under the provisions of this Act shall forfeit all of 
her rights to said pension and shall receive no further benefit 
from the State Highway Patrol Retirement Fund established un- 
der the provisions of this Act. 

The children of any deceased patrol employee who may be 
eighteen years of age at the time of his death shall receive no 
benefit from the system, and shall be paid no part of any pen- 
sion payable under the provisions of this ‘Act. No child, after 
attaining the age of eighteen years shall receive any further bene- 
fit from the system established by this Act, nor shall he be paid 
any portion of any further payments made from the State High- 
way Patrol Retirement Fund established under the provisions 
of this Act. 

The parents of any deceased patrol employee shall receive no 
benefit from the system herein established unless they furnish 
the State Highway Patrol Retirement Board with satisfactory 
proof that they ‘derived their main support from the said de- 
ceased employee. 


System Defined 


The term “system” as herein used refers to and shall be 
deemed to mean the pension and retirement, system established 
under he provisions of his Act. 
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Payment to Surviving Spouse, Children, Etc., 
on Death of Retired Men 


Section 10. The surviving spouse, the children under eigh- 
teen years of age, or the dependent parents of any retired patrol 
employee whose death shall occur after date of his retirement, 
shall receive as a monthly pension payment, a monthly sum equal 
to the monthly retirement pay which was being paid to said em- 
ployee prior to his death, provided that the surviving spouse shall 
first be entitled to the pension herein provided, and if there be 
no surviving spouse, the said pension shall be payable to the chil- 
dren of said deceased employee who are under eighteen years of 
age in the same manner as is hereinabove provided, and if there 
be no children eligible to receive said pension, the parents shall 
next be entitled to receive said. pension provided they furnish to 
the State Highway Patrol Retirement Board satisfactory proof 
that they were deriving their main support from the decezsed 
patrol employee. 

Section 11. No pension shall be paid to the surviving spouse 
or the heirs of any member of this system whose death shall 
occur other than in the performance of his duties, but said spouse 
or said heirs shall be paid the full amount that the deceased mem- 
ber paid into the State Highway Patrol Retirement Fund during 
his years of service. 


Authority of Director to Request Retirement of Member 


Section 12. Any member of the system herein established 
who has become partially disabled or incapacitated because of 
continued illness or as a result of an injury received in or out of 
line of duty and for any of said reasons is unable to perform the 
duties required of him by the Director of State Highway Patrol 
or whose services have become unsatisfactory to said Director, 
shall when requested to do so, if eligible under the provisions of 
this Act, make application for retirement and should said em- 
ploye refuse to voluntarily retire, said Director shall have the 
authority to request of the State Highway Patrol Retirement 
Board that said employee be retired and on receipt of such re- 
quest. from said Director, said employee shall automatically be 
retired by said Board and thereafter, shall receive from the Patrol 
Retirement Pension Fund the monthly retirement salary to which 
he is entitled under the provisions of this Act. 


Member of System Leaving Service of 
Dpct. of State Highway Patrol 


Section 13. Any member of the System created by this Act 
who, on leaving the service of the State Highway Patrol, shall 
leave on deposit the amount he has paid into the State High- 
way Patrol Retirement Fund, shall have the right to re-enter the 
service without losing credit for service previously performed 
but skall have no service credit from the date he severed his con- 
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nection to the date of re-entering the service of said State High- 
way Patrol, provided, however, that should an employee, on leav- 
ing the service of said State Highway Patrol, withdraw from the 
State Highway Patrol Retirement Fund, the amount previously 
paid into said Fund, he shall on re-entering the service, be given 
no credit for any service previously performed. 


Transfer of Funds 


Section 14. All contributions heretofore paid into the An- 
nuity Savings Fund of the Employees Retirement System cre- 
ated by Act No. 515, General Acts 1945, approved July 9, 1945, 
by patrol employees of the State Highway Patrol, together with 
regular interest thereon, shall be transferred to the State Patrol 
Retirement Fund created and established by this Act and cred- 
ited to the individual account of the member from whose com- 
pensation such contributions were made, and after the effective 
date of this Act, all pensions previously paid to patrol employees 
of the State Highway Patrol by the Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem shall be paid from the State Patrol Retirement Fund created 
and established by this Act. 


Authority of Board to Invest in Bonds, Etc. 


Section 15. The State Patrol Retirement Board shall have 
authority to invest in bonds or other securities of the United 
States or the State of Alabama, any portion of the State Patrol 
Retirement Fund created under the provisions of this Act not, 
in the judgment of said Board, required to pay current pensions 
and retirement salaries, payable under the provisions of this Act, 
provided, however, that no bonds or other securities shall be pur- 
chased by said Board for said fund which will yield less than two 
per centum (2%) per annum interest, and in the event it should 
become necessary to do so in order to meet the payment of cur- 
rent pensions and retirement salaries, the said Board shall have 
authority to dispose of any of said securities, which, in its judg- 
ment may be disposed of without loss to the said fund. 


Authority of Board to Administer Fund 


Section 16. The State Patrol Retirement Board created by 
this Act shall have full and complete authority to manage and 
administer the State Patrol Retirement Fund established by this 
Act; to authorize the retirement of any patrol employee who may 
be eligible ta retire, and to determine monthly pensions and re- 
tirement salaries to be paid under the provisions of this Act; and 
to incur whatever expenses may be necessary to properly admin- 
ister said system and said fund, and such expenses as may be 
incurred by said Board shall be borne by said fund.

Withdrawal Funds 


Section 17. Any patral employee, who has not attained the 
required age nor the required years of service for retirement un- 
der the provisions of this Act, may, on leaving the service, with- 
draw from the State Patrol Retirement Fund the full amount he 
has paid into said fund during his years of service.

Gentlemen: 


I am herewith returning to you, the body in which this bill 
originated, Senate Bill No. 122, without my approval. 

I suggest the following amendments to Senate Bill No. 122: 

Amend said Senate Bill No. 122 by striking therefrom the 
words “five cents” wherever the same appear therein and substi- 
tuitng in lieu thereof the words “three cents”. 

Amend Section 3 of said Senate Bill No. 122 by adding thereto 
the following: It is provided, however, that no one person oper- 
ating or propelling tractors used exclusively for agricultural pur- 
poses shall be entitled to the refund as provided for in this Act 
for more than two such tractors. 

Amend said Senate Bill No. 122 by striking Section 12 thereof 
as the same now appears therein, and substituting in lieu thereof 
Section 12 to read as follows: 

“Section 12. This act shall become effective upon its passage 
by the Legislature and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise 
becoming law, except as hereinafter provided; provided, how- 
ever, that upon the passage of this Act the Governor must deter- 
mine the sentiment of the voters of this State as to whether a 
person who purchases gasoline in quantities of fifty gallons or 
more at any one time for use in operating or propelling tractors 
used exclusively in agricultural purposes is entitled to a refund 
of three cents (3¢) of the state excise tax paid on each gallon of 
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gasoline so purchased and used. Said election shall be held at the 
time of the next general election after the passage and approval 
of this Act or as soon thereafter as practicable. The returns from 
said election shall be tabulated and certified as is provided by law 
for general elections. At said election there shall be printed on the 
ballot used the following question: 


“Do you favor refunding the sum of three cents (3¢) of the 
state excise tax paid on each gallon of gasoline purchased and 
used by a person who purchases such gasoline in quantities of 
fifty (50) gallons or more at one time for use in operating or pro- 
pelling tractors used exclusively in agricultural purposes in this 
state. 


Ves oc. sous Noisee ea? 


Only qualified electors may vote on said question. When the 
returns from said election are tabulated, the governor shall issue 
a proclamation declaring the result of the election of the state-wide 
vote. In the event that a majority of the electors voting upon said 
question vote “yes”, this act and all of its provisions, shall be im- 
mediately effective and operative in this state as of the date of the 
issuance of such proclamation, but if a majority of the electors 
voting upon said question vote “no” or in the event that such elec- 
tion is not held, this act shall remain inoperative in this state with 
respect to the granting of refunds. In the event that this act shall 
become effective and operative with respect to the granting of re- 
funds, the state shall deduct the amount of refunds granted to per- 
sons residing in any county from the amount of excise tax levied 
by Article 5, Chapter 20, Title 51 Code of Alabama 1940, as 
amended, which would otherwise be distributable to such county.
